After the laſt Battel was ended, which is largely deſcribed in 
the 59th Chapter of the Firſt Part of this excellent YPiſtozy, 


the Emperoꝛ commanded that a ſtrict and juſt account ſhould be

taken of b:w mand Fighting men were iefc in tie Cit» and 
Trenches; which Command being put in execution by Duke 
Alfiron and Sabian uf Trebarto, who were very vigtiant an! 
carecul therein: and after th oy had taken a juſt account — . 
they delivered it to Den Bellaneo, whereby thep found tha 
there was not above fiftp thouſand men bath in the City a 

Trenches, and that they had loſt ten th: ufand men: fo? the 


_ Duke bzought twenty thouſand men with bim from Perſepo!; is. 


and there was within the City beſides fozto thonland fighting 
men: when as on the cther fide the Souldan had at leaſt feur 
hundzed thouſand fighting men, beſides above fifty th. uſans 
which were fan in the laſt Battel, and the Souldans men dar- 
ly increaſed, and many geod and hardy? Unights and Grants frem 
all parts of the Empire of Perſia came in datip to them at tie 
b2ute of theſe ars, and fo? tie love that they bre to their 
magnanimous and redaubted Peince Perianeo unigbt of tbe 
mages, fo2 whoſe return there was great Top thzoughourt al] 
thele TCountrers. 

On the other (ide, great was the grief and ſo2rot of the moſt 
peerieſs Peincecs Perkana, (who was married to the Duke Al- 
firon, as is befoze recounted ) and ſo: whole ſake alone all theſe 
lars were begun, and in whoſe Quarrel many redoubted 
nights had lot their libes. As much trenbled was the beau⸗ 
teous P?inceſs Aurora, fo the abſence :f Don Bellianis the 
Knight of The Golden Image, and Don Þcianel, whoſe ſuccc ta 
in the winning of her Kingdom. and other ſtrange Adventures 
che had not pet heard of. But all theſe ſozrows were ſomewhat 
mitigated, in that the City was ſo well guarded hy Don Bella- 
neo Knight of The Imperial Crowns , and the reſt of thoſe in⸗ 
bincible P7inces and Knights. 

The Prince Perianeo being greatly deſirous to put an end

commanded bimtelt, being fifty thouſand well reſolved Knights, 
and fozty Giants. In this manner, with the greateſt ſilence

1 dants, whs kept an excellent ozder in their Camp, were ready in 


ſpoꝛt time to receive them, being commanded by the Kings cf 


Armenia and 1 eſifante, who hearing of the appꝛoaches of the 
Enemies, peſently cauſed the Clarions and Trumpers to be 
| founded , and buckling on their Armoz went to receive them: 
? Caroliano appzcaching the Tents of the Defendants, coucved 
his Lance, and furicuflp unhozſed twenty oz thirty Knights be- 
; toꝛe he mer with any that could withſtand him; but the King 
[1 of Armenia ſ&ing him do ſo much miſchief. and had ſo weak re- 
liſtance, withcut any Lance dꝛew bis ſwozd , and cut ihe lance 
ol his enemy in two pieces, and then redouoling his blow made 
him bow bis body to his hoꝛſe neck: but be ſoon recollecting his 
ſpirits dzew his ſwozd , and began a terrible Figbt: By this 
time they in the City having taken the Alarium,iflued out under 
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the Conduct of the Emperoz and the Duke Alfiron, leaving 
onelp a Guard of five thouſand men to defend the City and the 
Ladies that were therein: but when they came near to the 
Cam „ they met the own Soldiers flying foz ſafety into the 
City with all the ſp& . they could, being purſued by their ene⸗ 
mies who came ſo powerfully upon them: whereupon the Em⸗ 
peroz, Duke Alfiron, and the reſt were much diſmazed, how⸗ 
ever encouraging them in the beſt manner they could, thep cau- 
led them to return and face their enemies, and then the Fight 
began to be very hot and bledy, Don Bellaneo ceuching bis 
Lan ce unvozſed twenty Knights before be bzake it, and then ta- 
king another, ran ſo fiercely on into his enemies rancks, that 
thep all made wap until be met with Boraldo , with whom be 
encountred ſo fiercely , that bzeaking bis Lance ints ſhivers, 
he cauſed him to meaſure his length on the earth, and ſo paſſed 
on, dꝛawing his we zd and killing many of his enemies: thus 
was the Fight again renewed, and his Fozces ſeeing the un⸗ 
dauntedneſs of bis courage, fellowed him ſo vigezoufly, that like 
a tozrent be boze down all befoze him, till at length be met with 
Perianeo, who then came up with all big Feꝛce to renew the 
Battel: then did the good Emperez beſtir himſelf , and inded 
he had great need, foz he was incompaſſed with ix Giants. be- 
fides the Knight of the Images, all which did their utmoſt en- 
de aboꝛs to aſſail him: ſome of their blows be received on bis 
{hreld. and others were delivered with ſuch puiſſance en his hel- 
met, that be was enfoꝛced to hold about his hoꝛſes neck to kep 
bim from falling, but he ſon revenged himſelf of them, fo2 like 
a raged Lion be cut off the arm of one of the Giants, and an⸗ 
other he cut off one fide of his face, ſo that now he wag deliver- 
ed from two of bis enemies, but the Pꝛince Perianeo knowing 
bim by his Arms to be the onely confiderable Adverſary he had, 
deſired the other four Grants to leabe him alone with him, thin- 
king himſelf to overcome bim that be might gain the moze ho- 
nc? ; then began one of the moſt terrible Figbts between tbeſe 
two undaunted Marriers that was ever heard of, both of them 
reſolving to do their utmoſt detoirs,and they behaved themſelves 
ſo fiercely, that as well many other Knights , as the four Gi⸗ 
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ants, (twd ſtill to behold that incomparable Combate. During 
this time, in all other places the Fight was continueo with 
much vigo? , and the bzave Knights Alfiron, Contumeliano, 
and Flioriſpiano perfoemed wonders ; the valiant King of Ar- 
menia was all this while ingaged in Combate with Caroliano, 
where he gave and received many wounds, and their Fight 
f continued ſo long, that both their bozſes were lain, and the 
King of Armenia was in a great jeopardy ; fo2 manp cf the 
nights cf Caroliano's Squadzen (ſeeing their Commander 
likely to be sbercome by the King cf Armenia) did biclentlp af- 
: ſault him, and bꝛought him to very great extreamitp, babing 
f wounded him in many places, and he had very nigb fainted wich 
2 bis great loſs cf blood, when the Bing of Teffanre sccompanied 
with five bundzed Knights came to bis reſcue, and again moun⸗ 
J ted him on the bozſe-of one ofthe Knights that he bad lain. 
| Thus the Battel continued indifferent on botb fides , till 
Boraldo 8nd Don Fermoſel arrived with their ſeveral Sgua- 
dꝛons of fifty thouſand men a piece, bzake rtozough the rancks 
of their enemies, and attempted to fozce their way into the Ci⸗ 
ty; which thep endeavozed by all means poſsible to effect, fo: 
they brought Scaling Ladders, and all other inſtruments of 
| - Warfitting to aſſault it: which when Duke Alton, and the 
reft of the Knights heard, they immediately retreated into tte 
City, knowing that it was but weakly manned , and not able 
| long to refiſt the furious aſſaults that would be made. 

Thus the Empe roꝛ (who as I told you bekeze was ingaged 
in a bloody Fight with che Knight of che Images) was fozced to 
leabe the Combate unfiniched, to retire to the City to reſcue 
it, which he heard was well nigh taten: being comener the 
gates of the City, be ſaw that the enemy bad gotten peſſeſsion 
of part of the wall, and likewiſe be ſaws the Knight of the 
a Images coming behind him with all his Fozces , wberetoze he 
ſxing the extreamity of the buſineſs baſted into the City, -and 
: ſtood in rer of all bis Foꝛces, and was tbe laſt man that en- 
: tred, bolding acontinual Fight with bis enemies, till be ſaw 
; all his own Fozces were within the walls, and ihen be bimſeif 

entred,not permitting any of his enemies Foꝛces to enter with 


| him, 
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dim, Which thep by all means attempted to do: ſo don as he 
Das entred. and the gate ſtrongly faſtned , be repiired to that 
vart of tie wall which he ſaw was poſſeſſed by the enemp, and 
mounting thereon , being f.11:wed by ſeveral valiant Knights, 
{m1 tumbles the enemies from the wall, and kept the poſſeſs10!1 
thetecf; but ail this and what ever elſe they could do, did not 
inder the enemy from getting the poſſeſsion cf the wall in 
many places, which they at laſt kept in deſpight of all the Foz - 
ces ofthe City, and were ready to deſcend rhe wall and enter 
the Citp, when they heard a great noiſe of Trumpets and Cla⸗ 
rions, and a great company of armed Knights bebind them, wh3 
gabe a great aſſault to thoſe of their Fozces that were below ; 
at which they were greatly aſtoniſhed , and ſ&ing them come 
toward with a great deal of impetuoſitp and deſtruction of many 
of their Feꝛces, the chiek Commander who had gotten the poſ- 
ſelgion of the wall, came de wn to help their compantons,and che 
reſt, who ſtill remained on the wall, were ſcon ſozced from thence, 
and th:own headlong dobon, where they ended their lives. 
Thus was the Eattel again revived, and many of the Soul⸗ 
dans Knights and Giants loſt their lives, by the invincible 
arms of feur o2 five Knights, wha came in company of the late 
Forces that came to relieve the Citp: but among the reſt, there 
woas one Knight who was armed with an armoꝛ narnifhed with | 
Balllisks, that put all men to amaze , f:2 they rather judged 
him to be a raging Tyger, oꝛ hungry Lion, then any mozcol 
Knight; foz ina ſpoꝛt time he diſmounted ab, de fifty Knights, 
and killed four Giants, and pet be was not at all wearied, baut 
ſt ill beſtowed ſuch deadly firokes amongſt the Souldans knights, 
that thep all fled from him as from their immediate death, till 
at laſt the two bzothers, Caroliano and Boraldo, both afſaultey 
him, and laid many weighty ſtrokes both on bis Sheild and 
Pelmet, but be reached one of them ſo great a blow, that pe 
made him catch hold on bis hoꝛſes neck, to ſave bimſelffroim fal- 
ling, and then being much inraged gave the other ſuch a thru 
that he tumbled him from his hozſe , and ſo he pzoceded killing 
and deſtroping all that durſt withſtand him. In the mean time 
bis other four companions were not idle, foz thep behaped 
then 
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tbemſelves with erttaozdinarp courage. It was two hours be⸗ 
foze day, when this battel firſt began, and now it was abont 
lour ef the ciock in the aiternwn,and pet it was not ended: but 
ar laſt the Seuldans Bnights and Giants being much wearied. 
wete about to retreat when thep once moze ſaw freſh Fozces 
coming towards them, which was indeed commanded by the 
Seuldan Himſelf, who (ing tie Battel continue fo long, and 
Underſtanding by a meſſenger that the City was likely to be re- 

liebed, came on with all bis Fczces to aſſiſt his Son, whereby 
he might, as he hoped, put an end to this troubleſom Mar: but 

te found bimſelfto be bꝛavelp received by the Knight of the Ba- 

lilisłs and his companions. 

When they in tie City ſaw this, thep inſozmed the Empe⸗ 
roꝛ Don Bellaneo therecf, who commanded one ar the Gates 
to be immediatelp opened, cut of which be iſſued winh ten thou⸗ 
ſand men, and went tmmedtately to the place where the Kniglic 
ef the Baſilisłks was engaged , and ſeeing him do ſuch wonders, 
and ſuppoſing him to command the ref, he ſaid to him: Knight, 
fince 1: hate, thrugb unknewn, endeavozed to give vs fo great 
aid, J pꝛap let it be uſed to the beſt advantage, which will be at 
this time with all convenient ſped, to retite into the City, elſe 
pcu will pzeſentlp be oberpowzed by tierr great Forces, ano 
then rour aſsiſtance will be of li;tle effect. The Knight of che 
Baſilisks gabe attention ts this advice, and knowing not cnelp 
the perſon that gave it, but that it was alto ver” god, endeavs- 
red by bis cn example and actions, t3r2ttre to the City, and 
ſz he and his companions did with all their Fozces, onely with 
the loſs of two thcufand men wbich were killed in the Battel, 
and retreat. And the Souldan and bis Son, the Knight of the 
Images, ſing them ſelves foꝛced toretire from the City walls, 
by reaſon of the appzoacbing of the night, which was net cc- 
ming on, retired into their enemies trenches, with a reſolution 
to abide there till they cculd take the Citp , but they were pꝛe⸗ 


vented, as hereafter ſhall be declared. SE 
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ho the Knight of the Baſilils, and his Companions were, and 
kow the Siege was raiſed, and the Sonldan and all his Forces 


retired to Pei ſcpoli. 


O ſen as the Knight of the Baſilisks and his Compani⸗ 
ons were entred the City, the Emperoz cauſed a ſtrait 
Guard to be placed on the Malls, and then rettred to the 
Pallace, where he wag welcomed by the two Pzinceſſes 

Perſiana and Aurora; but greatly was tbe Joy of all increa- 
ſed when the Knight of the Baſilisks diſcobered bimſelf to be 
Don Bellianis, Knight of the Golden Image, and bis Compa- 
nions to be his two Bzatherg Don Clarineo of Spain, and Don 
Lucicamore of Theſlaly, and his Couſin Don Brianel of Ma- 
cedon: but there was one Knight who continued ſtill unzno to: 
ta all but the Puke Alfiron, who being unarmed, knew him to 
be bis bzother Don Gorino , and indted to bim they were verp 
much engaged fo2 bis help and affiſtance , foz he was not onely 
a god knight himſelf, but he had bzeugbr twenty thouſand ba- 
{tant Knights and Soldiers with him, to aid bis Bꝛother:and 
the Knight of che Baſilisks and his Companions , overtaking 
him in their return from Antioch , and underſtanding that his 
deſign was onelp torelieve the Citpof Bollera, and their Jcur- 
ney being intended toz the ſame place , they diſcovered them⸗ 
ſelves to him to be friends to bis Bꝛother the Duke Alfiron, 
and rhereupcn they joyned themſelves tcaetber , and arrived at 
the City in ſo foꝛtunate a'time, that bad they not come as they 
did, the City muſt needs have been taken by the enemies, bp 
reaſon of their great fozces, and the ſmall power that was with- 
in to oppoſe them: but their arrival in ſo foꝛtunate a time, cau⸗ 
ſed the Souldan to loſe big Deſign, and made him retreat, as | 
we have befs2e told you, with the loſs of one hundzed thouſand «| 
men, and many baltant Knights and Giants. But however he 
was reſolved not to leave the City walls, till he had not onely 
taken it, but alſo deſtroped it and razed it to the ground, in re- 
venge of the Injuries he had received er Duke Alſiron and his 
| Com- 
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Compantons. But here we will leave bim without the City, 
and return to our Champions within, who little feared him 
and all his Foꝛces. | 

Abe Pzinceſs Aurora being infozmed of the return of Don 
Brianel , ſent foz him to gibe her an account of his Adventures 
tn Antioch ,, and it was not long ere he. accompanied with his 
txo Companions, Don Clarineo and Don Lucidamore, came 
into her pzeſence , and falling on bis knees to kiſs ber band, 
ſbe refuſed to grant it, but raiſed him and his Companions 
from the ground with much freedom and jop; be beingſome- 
what emboldened by her freedom, did ariſe and ſalute her, which 
ſbe ccurteouflp received: and then ſhe ſeating ber ſelf in ber 
Chair , cauſed other ſeats to be bzought foz Don Brianel and 
bis Companions ; where thep being ſeated , and Don Brianel 
knowing fo2 what cauſe he was ſent foꝛ, immediately declared 
unto ber the god ſucceſs of his Embaſſie , and how that by the 
aſtiſtance of thoſe two Knights there pzeſent , and of their bꝛo⸗ 
ther Don Bellianis, ag alſo by the advice and help of Palineo and 
Damartino, be had ſlain the Uſurping King Tramolcano and 
the Count Garino, and reduced the Kingdom to ber obedience; 
and that there was nothing now wanting but her pzeſence to 


make her ſubjects happp , and that they were all ready to obe? 


her in everp thing, and in the mean time till he could come thi⸗ 
ther, they bad won Daths cf Allegiance to Damartino, àccoꝛ- 
ding to ber oꝛders and cemmand. 

This news greatly contented the P2zinceſs, and ſhe returned 


many thanks to Don Brianel and his companions, after which 


they departed from her pꝛeſence, and went to the place where 
the Emperoz, his Son, and Duke Alfiron, with the reſt of the 
Ccmmanders, were in Ccimcel about what was neceſſary to be 
de ne, as well fa2 the defence of themſelves, as fo? the offending 
of thetr enemies, and there it was concluded to fend Don Cla- 
rineo to Perſepolis, to attend tbe landing of two bundꝛed theu⸗ 
ſand men, who were come from Greece with the Emperoz, and 
gabe him oꝛders that be ſhould conduct tboſe Fo:ces directly t: 
Perſepoits to aſſault it, that thereby the Bouldan bearing thert 


of, might be enfo:ced to withdzaw his Forces to aid that City.

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and ſo they ſpould be left kree. This determination was im⸗ 
mediately put in execution, and Don Clarineo in companp of 
fifty Knights, Pzeſently departed, and travelled ſo long that 
night, that the next moꝛning they arrived within two leagues cf 
Periepolis, and then they teok another way, and went ſome- 
what abcut, thatthey might travel undiſcovered , and ſo they 
did till thep arrived at the Sea-ttde, where thep immediatelp 
embarqued themſelves, and ranging about the Sea fuz ſeme 
time, thep at laſt diſcovered the Navy , and appzoacbing to 
them, went abcard the Admiral, and immediately caufing the 
P2incipal cf che Captains and otber Commanders to come a- 
board, be declared the will of the Emperoz; to which thep all 
P2cmiſed ready» obedience, and thereup:n they peeſently ſet ſap! 
fo Periepolis: and they bad not ſailed fx Hours befoze they diC- 
covered the fhoze, where thep landed without any interruptien, 
and leaving a ſufficient company to guard the aby, they im⸗ 
mediately marched on to Perſepolis, where thep arribtng,endea- 
bozed to enter, but were ſtrongly repulſed by the Souldans Foꝛ⸗ 
tes, and the place being verp well foztified, they were fozced to 
retire, and foztifie trhemfelves in Trenches near the City, till 
they had ſurther c2ders from the Emperoꝛ. 

Lhe City of Perſepolis being thus aſſaulted, ſome of the 
Fozces went immediatelp to the Souldang Camp befoze Bolle- 
ra, tocertifie him theres, where they arrived one mozning ear- 
lp juſt as the Souldan and his Sen with all their Fozces, were 


going to aſſault the City: but they were much aftonriþed with 


this news, and did greatly wonder frem whence all thoſe Fez⸗ 
ces ſhould arrive, [owever commanding the Meſſengers ts 
ſtlence, they reſolbed to gibe the On⸗ſet to the City befoze thep 
departed, and thereupen went fozwards with all their àccoutre⸗ 
ments of War. Perianeo Knight of the Images being extraoz- 
dinarily enraged, inimediately got a Ladder and mounted the 


wall, where be ſon either cut in pieces, 02 tumbled down all. 


ſuch as were placed there to oppoſe bim, and was ready to have 
deſcended tbe wall 6 entred the City, when the Emperoꝛ himſelf, 
and ſeveral other valtant Knights in bis cempanp', came and 


reſiſted him: Many fierce and hardy blows were given and re- 
cei⸗ 
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ceived on both ſides, foꝛ they had both an implacable hatred ta 
each other, and the Emperoz knowing that if he could vanquifþ 
that enemp, he ſbould eaſily fozce the reſt to retire, laid mighty 
ſtrokes cn the Knight of che Images, ſs that in the end he put 
bim quite out of bzeath, and infozced him to retire from the 
wallin deſpight of all the reſiſtance be could polsibly make : all 


this while the reſt cf the Knights and Giants on both fid2s, 


were not idle, but did their uttermoſt endeavoꝛs, the one to poſ- 
feſs, and the other to defend the wall, which indeed was ſo well 
guarded by ſo many valiant and magnanimous Knights, that 
indeed the flower of all Chtvalry was there pzeſent,and therefo:e 
the Moat which incompaſſed the City, was in a manner filled 
with the bled and dead bodies of the afſaylants ; which the 


Souldan perceiving, and knowing that his pzeſence was requi⸗ 


red, and indeed moze neceſſary in another place, be cauſed his 
Fezces to retreat, which be could hardly effect, in regard of the 
deſperateneſs of the Fight in all places, at laſt be withdze lo 
his Faces, and finding that be bad gained nothing, but that 
this Ontet bad coſt him the loſe of fifty thouſand men, be reſolved 


to depart that night, and retire to Perſepolis. 
Thoſe in the City ſ&ing their enemies withdzawn , in god 


oꝛder returned to cheir ſeberal Quarters, where they greatly re- 
Joyced in their god foztune : The Emperoꝛ and his Son with all 


the reſt of thoſe couragious Knights, reſolbing the next day to 
iſſue out of the City, and ſet upon cheir enemies in the open 
field ; but when the next mozning was come, and thep were 
ready to put this their reſolution in execution, they found that all 
their enemies were departed, having taken the benefit of the 
night feꝛ that purpoſe, whereſoze they went and diſarmed them- 
ſelbes, and then went again to counſel, where ther reſolved to do

T* Emperoꝛ Don Bellaneo, and the reſt of the Knights 
being entred into council, it was concluded ther eber; one 
would pꝛobide himſelf tzdepart from that City, and follots the 
Souldan : Then berp well knowing that the Fo:ces cf the 
Emperoꝛ, under tte co nmand of Don Clatineo, being arribed 
at Per ſepolis, and the Souldan being infoꝛmed therecf., was the 
cauſe cf his fo ſudden departure, wherefoze Don Alfiron , the 
Emper:2z, Don Bellianis, 6 the reſt of the Knights, went imme⸗ 
diately to put their Foꝛces in readineſs ; which when thep had 
done, the» came to tte Ccurt to the Ladies, to take their fare» 
wel of them. 

The Pztnceſs Perſana was much troubled and perplexed, 
that ſbe ſhould C) ſon leave her husband the Duke, and was 
greatly diſcontented that all this war was cccafioned itto:oagh 
ber Marriage wich the Duke, whereby che lives of ſo tnany beave 


Unigpts were put inte continual jeopardy , whcreſoze ſhe — 
(ought 
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ſoright the Dutze her Mus band, Don Bellaneo, and his fon Don 
Bellianis, tc uſe theiruttermoſt endeavors to reconcile this dif- 
ference betwen ber husband and her Failer , without the effu⸗ 
fien of an" moze bieod, Which they pzomiſed to endeatoz. 

The Pzinceſs Aurora was like wife much treubled that ber 
affairs wes thug hindzed by theſe Mars, but her diſccntenr was 
the greater in chat Don Briarel and ſhe muſt part; wherefoze 
ſhe applied ber felt to Don Bellianis, and calling bim Her Deli- 
verer, deſired him to make all the haſte he could posible in his 
retinnthicher, that he might put ber in poſſeſsion of her King- 
dom; which he prꝛomiſed to de, but ſhe not ſatisfied with this, 
delired that ſome ene of bis companions migbt he left in chat 
City ſoꝛ the guard thereof. Pe ttereupon ret bed to gibe her 
all the pleaſure he cculd, told her that be would ſo oꝛder it, that 
Don Brianel ſhauld be left behind fez that purpoſe , at the na- 
ming of whcmibe bluſbed, and returned him thanks therekoze.

Tbe Empereꝛ and his c: inpany with eaſie matches, at length 
arrived neer Perſepolis, where they feud Don Clarineo with 
allhis Fozces ready to receive then! , who info2med them that 
the night befo:e, the Sculdan and bis Sen, with all the reſt cf 
the Army arrived there, and with the lols of many men had tn - 
tredthe City. 

Tbus rfeſe Forces being united, made a berp confit ecable 
Armr, and thereſoꝛe Duke Alfiron did net queſticn but he ſpould 
in ſho:'t time cempel the Seuldan bis Fatter in Law etocen⸗ 
ſent to his Marriage, and tterefoze be deſired that the reſt of 
the Rnichts would gie bim leabe to weite to tte Sculdan, to 
know bis minde wbether be would be ſoz peace oꝛ war: To 


tobich they conſented, and he wꝛit ta him acceꝛdingly, and ſent 
it 
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it by one of bis Knights, who coming to the gates of the City, 
was queſtioned wbat be was, and what be would have? wh) 
replyzd , That be came to ſpeak with the Bouldan krom big 
Loꝛd the Duke Alfiron , and the reſt of the Knights in his 
company ; whereupon the Souldan being advertiſed hereof, 
commanded that he ſhould be bzought befcze bim, which wag 
done acco2dingly , and he coming unto the great Pall «f the 
S:uldans Pallace, made his due reverence to him, and to his 
Son the Knight of the Images, and the reft of thoſe bigh Per- 
ſonanes there aſſembled , and delivered his Letter to the Soul- 
dan; who gabe the ſame to bis Secretary, who opening the 
Seal, found therein written as kelloweth. 


The Letter of the Duke of Alfiron , to 
the Souldan of Perſia. 


Oſt Mighty Sir, it is not unknown to your Highneſs, the 

great love and affection that I have for a long time bore 
to the moſt incomparable Princeſs Perſiana your Daughter, 
and how that I have always been ready to do all reaſonable 
things to teſt ifie rogher my Love, and to your ſelf my ſervice : 
bur ſoit is , that your Highneſs being blinded with revenge on 
Don Belleano the Emperor of Greece, did decree, That whoſoever 
ſhould vanquiſh and kill che ſaid Emperor,ſhould not onely have 
your Highneſſes Daughter to wife, but half your Highneſs Do- 
minions with her, which was proudly and indiſcreetly underta- 
ken by Don Gakaneo of Anticch, who though he attempted it, 
could never bring the ſame to paſs , but was forced to return to 
your Court, and there falſly reported that he had effected your 
Commands, which though it was altogether untrue ; yet he ex- 
pected your Daughter as a Guerdon of his merit: accordingly 
your Highneſs(chough much againſt che good will, and liking of 
your ſaid Daughter) cauſed them to be Married; but he for his 
other wicked doings was juſtly ſlain, and the Knight of the Gol- 
den Image and his companions , vindicated her credit and mine,

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as to your Highneſs is fully known: but ſuch was the continual 
anger of your Highneſs, that contrary to the word of ſo great 
4 Perſonage, yOu kept me in priſon till both my ſelf, and your

free conſent cauſed us to be lawfully Married, as in juſtice we 
ought, whereupon your Higlneſs hath ſince ſtill followed us, 
with all the violence poſsible, endeavorirg todeſtroy us (but the 
Gods be praiſed) we have hitherto valiantly detended our 

ſelves from all your Forces, and queſtion not ſtill to do. But 

however our inclination to peace is ſuch, that we humbly and 

heartily deſire it, and that you will give us your Royal word 

for the ſame, in expectation of which, or of ſuch other Anſwer, 

as you ſhall ſend, Ireit

This Letter being read, the Souldan was much perplexed, 
that any ene ſhould in ſc open a manner declare his unjuſt acti⸗ 
ons, and charge him with unjuſt ice; told the meſſenger that 
be might depart, and the next day be would ſend an Anſwer by 
a meſſenger of his own. 

The Knight being gene, the Sculdan and bis Son entred in- 
to cenſultation, what was neceſſary ts be done, and the Knight 
ot the Images knowing that the Emperoꝛ cf Greece, and his 
Son Don Bellianis, and many cf their kindzed, were in the 
Camp cf Duke Alfiron, foz thep had learned ſo much by ſome 
pzifoners they had taken of the Emperoꝛs Army, tfep there- 
foze reſolted to be revenged of all their wꝛengs in general, and 
that they might che moze cafilp bzing cheir determination to 
paſs,thep concluded that. the Knight of cke Images. the two bꝛo⸗ 
thers Caroliano and Boraldo , 8nd Gramalis cf Thrace, ſheuld 
enter in Combate with the Emperoz of Greece, his Sen Don 
Bellianis, Duke Alfiron, and anp other Knight cf their Army: 
and in oꝛder to this their reſclution, the S:vldan weit a Letter, 
and ſent it to che Camp acceꝛding as be bad pꝛamiſed. | 

The meſſenger that carried the Anſwer of the Souldan arrt- 


bing at che Camp, was conducted to the Tent of the —

Know not what reaſon thou hadſt to contradict or hinder our 
will in che marriage of our Daughter to Don Galla es, or any 
other to whom it was our pleaſure ro bellow her, but that thou 
wouldeſt ſhew thy felt falſe to our Imperial Crown and Dignity, 
in taking part wich our greateſt enemies, and thoſę whom we 
have the greateſt cauſe to hate, ſuch as is che Emperor of Greece 
and his Son, and many of the Knights of their linage . by whoſe 
help and aſsiſtance thou haſt falſly ſtollen away our Daughter, 
and doſt ſtill unjuſtly detain her, and with whoſe help thou en- | 
deavoreſt to deſtroy this our Empire, contrary to thy Allegt- | 
ance; Therefore we let chee to underſtand that our plea ſure is, 
that thou either preſently ſend us our daughter, and aſsiſt us ia 
the deſtruction of thoſe Chriſtians our mortal enemies, or pre- 
pare thy ſelf to be chaſtiſed according to thy demerits: but if 
thou thy ſelf, and they are ſtill ſo hardy to reſiſt us, we have gi- 
ven leave to our noble Son Perianeo, our Couſins Caroliana and 
Boraldo, and Gramals of Thrace, to meet thee and the ſaid Empe- 
ror and his Son, and any other Knight you ſhall chuſe to mortal 
Combat, promiſing that our Army ſhall not, during the Combat 
hinder you, and we expect your performance of the ſame condi- 
tions.

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Great was the amazement cf the Duke Alfiron, and the |

Ku of Armenia and Teſfifenty, and Duke Aron, with all 
the reſt of your Companions, ir cannot be unknown to 
yon how unjuſtly che Souldan yoar Maſter, has endeavored of- 
rentimes to take away my life, as the undertaking of Don Gal- 
lanes doth ſufficiently ceſtifie , and I do not conceive but any of 
you being ſo wronged, would uſe his utmoſt endeavors to re- 
venge himſelf : in order to which I came from Conſtantinople, 
accompanied with theſe Forces, but they have done little yet 
in proſecution of my revenge.

Abcur ten ef the 
Clock befoze Neon , the Souldan with a Guard of Fozty thcu- 
ſand Knights ifſued out of one of the Gates with the Cham- 


pions, ready toz the Combat. The #ouldan being ſeated in a

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place appainted f 2 that purpoſe, and the Guaro placed without 
one (ide of the Liſts, the Challengers with che ſoundof Drums 
and Trumpets entred the ſame , where they had not long con- 
tinued, but che Defendants likewiſe enired, and the Guard on 
their fide being placed on anstber fide of the Liſts : the Soul⸗ 
dan commanded the Signal of the Fight to be giben by the 
Trumpets, at whoſe ſound the Knights with armed fury made 
againſt each other in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they rather ſeemed ſo many 
C4dden flaſbes of Ligbtning, bzeaking tbzough tbe airy paſſage 
of the Heaven, than men and bozfe met in tbe midſt cf the field 
with ſo mighty encsunters, as if fa many pieces of Oꝛdnance 
ha) been diſcharged. Don Bellianis thinking bimfelf concerned 
n1oze than oꝛdinary, encountred the Knight of the Images f9 * 
violentlp, that he caufed him to lap hold on bis to:fe neck to 
ſave bimſelf from falling , and with the Hock that he recetbed. 
be. leſt both his Ctirrops : but they both ſeon recovered them⸗ 
ſelbes , and turning about, with a bzabe grace and ccurage 
dzew their Swozds, and gabe one another ſuch ſtrong and 
mighty blows, that their pure cutting ®w'2ds fon made the 
blood to appear tbꝛough therr Armoꝛ. 
The Emperoꝛ and Gramalis cf Thrace encountred each otber 
fo furicufly, that the Emperoz thzeto Gramalis on the ground, 
and diſabled his hozſe , and received ſo great a ſhock bimſelf 
that he loft both bis ſtirrops, but be recovered himſelf, and 
dꝛawing big Swoꝛd went to meet his Adverſary, who was co- 
ming to him on foot ; whicb he ſ&ing, likewiſe diſmountsd him⸗ 
ſelf, and came on fer likewiſe valiantly to meet him: but Gra- 
m1lis being moꝛe ready than the Emperoꝛ, gabe bim ſa mighty 
a blow on the Helmet, that it aſtoniſped him, which made bis 
rage to kindle in his bzeaſt, that the very fire ſparkled in bis 
ereg, and like a bot chafed Boar oz bungty Lron bent to his 
pꝛey, wounded Gramalis that had ſtruck him with fo puiſſant a 
blow on the Helmet, that be cut it in two as if it had been cf 
Paſte: board, f 2ely wounding bis dead, reſting fo aſteniſped, 
tha: be knew nct whether be was alive oz dead Gramalis in 
ſhoꝛt time recovered bimſelf, and ſ&ing what danger he was in 
by reaſon of one blow received from his enemp, was greatly 
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aba ſhed, to that covering himſelf with his Shield, be gave tbe 
Empersz many wounds; which he feeling, and reſolving to be 
re venged cf, gave his enemy ſo great a b'ow cn the Shield, 
that be cut it in two pieces, and wounded him ſo ſozelp on the 
head aud arm, that be in ſbozt time fell to the ground: which 
the Elipet'z ſteinz be left him, and went to Duke Alfiron who 
Wand bis affiftance. 

Allunon and Contumeliano encountring the two Brothers, 
gabe ie each other o marvellous enczunters, chat the? all 
meaſuced their lengths on the earth: but like baliant Knights 
they ſon got on their feet and began an etceljent Conibat,wbtch 
continued a long time without any great advantage; but 1 the 
end Catoliano, wich wb:m Alfiron fougbt, gave bim (o great a 
blow on the head, that be cut the Laces of his Pelmet, and 
ſamewbat wounded bis bead; but Alfiron reſolbing to rebenge 
bimſelf, gate Caroliano ſo mighty a blow on the Helmet, that 
it much aſtoniſped him, and paſſing from thence wounded bis 
(poulder very ſozelp: but the blow baving found ſo great refif.- 
ance, bis @wozd bzake in two pieces; whereupan Caroliano 

though ſozely wounded, ſteing big Adverſary without Pelmer c2 
Sword, went fo:ward with a refolution that one blow ſhould 
put an end to the Combat: but juſt as te went to perfozm wbar 
be intended, the Emperc2 met him and reſcued Alfron , wo 
le ing the defperateneſs ct bis condition, being withcur a ſw-2d, 
cſpied that cf Gramalis lping by him, ſuddenlo tk it up, and 
went to receive his enemy, wbd was now fighting with the 
Etnpew. Contumeliano and bis enemy were nct idle. but did 
their titmoſt de boirs lie god Knigbts, toendanger each «ther. 
Co chat the ground where they ſtod was dyed wich the blood that 
came from the great number of wounds they received. 

This Battel dad continued eight hours, and neither of tte 
two Unights, Don Bellianis noꝛ Perianeo, ſpewed an» kinde of 
toearineſs ; and tbough they were much wounded.,ret continued 
Hep as bigoꝛcus and ſtrong as at che beginning. Don Bellianis 
being much enraged hereat, did bis utmoſt endeavoꝛ to put bis 
enemy out of bzeath, which be did perfozm by his quickneſs 
and multitude of ſtrokes which be gave him, ſo that in che end 
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bis enemy could not burt him, and did nothing but defend him- 
ſelf. But Per janeo being enraged that be was ſo likelp to be 
£ bercome, reſolved to put all bis ſtrength to cne blow , tohich 
be did in ſuch ſozt , that ftriking Don Bellianis cn the Pelmer, 
Le put him cut of all remembzance , and bis hozſe being ſome- 
what weunded, ran about the field with him. So ſon as be 
came io himſelf, and found in what condition he was, and that 
bis enemy purſued him to tak? away bis life, be caught Told on 
bis Swoꝛd whicy bung to his Mziſt with a Cbain, and being en- 
raged far mcze than any Bull oz Lion, be lifted up bis Sword 
and gave his enemp ſo great a blow on che thigh, that he cut bim 
to the hard bone, from which wound iſſued much blood; and re- 
deubled his ſtreke in ſuch manner on bis Adverſaries Pelm, 
that he beat him quite from bis bozſe without ang ſenle oz un⸗ 
derſtanding: and Ioking about bim, ſaw the Duke Alfiron 
likewiſe on tte ground with one blow he bad received from Ca- 
roliano en the bead, where be bad netbing to defend it: Bur 
the Empercz ſon revenged this wzong , foꝛ be gave Caroliano 
ſo mighty a how on the head, that he laid him on the cart}. 
Contumeliano and his adverſary Boraldo were buth grown very 
faint, and Contumeliano was at laſt foꝛced to retire. Don Bel- 


lianis perceiving kow the dap was likely to be the it own, dif- 


mounted from his hoꝛſe with a reſolution to kill Don Perianeo, 
if he were not dead alreadp: but on en inſtant there happened 
a great flaſh of Lightning and Thunder, and there iſſued from 
a Cloud a Charriot of Fire d2awn bo fix Srifſiens, and in tbe 
Chartiot there was an old man, who with the help ofa Dwarf. 
twk Vp the bodies of Perianeo and Gramalis of I brace, and pla- 
cing chem in the Chariot meunted therein himſelf, immediate⸗ 
ly aſcended tbe Skies, leabing behinde him a great fire and 
ſmoke; Which being gone , tbere appeared a Pillar of Marble, 
en which was engraven in bzaſs theſe woꝛds following: 


Soaldan , it is neceſſary for the preſervation of the life of thy 
dear Son, and his Companion, / to carry them to ſuch a place as [ 
have provided: bur aſſure thy felf that they ſhall be both heal- 


ed of their wounds, and the young Siconian Lyon fhall make . 
EN amends 


he, 
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amends for the loſs of his Father, delivering thee and him from 
the Paw of the Grecian Whelp : in the mean time reſt content- 
ed, for when thou art in the greateſt danger of thy life, thou 


ſhalt be delivered. N 


This Pillar and the Pꝛophecp thereon , was beheld and read 
by many ; and Don Bellianis and his Father went ro Duke Al- 
firon, and tk him, be being in a ſ\weond and ſozely wounded, 


and delivered him to ſome who carried him to a Tant: and 


both the Knights Concumeliano and Boraldo with weakneſs 
and loſs of blood having long wzeſtled togetber , fell down in a 
Trance; but Caroliano was quite killed with the blow be re- 
ceibed from the Emperoz. The field being thus cleared cf the 
dead and _ the Souldan came from bis Seat to ſ& what 
was engraven on the Pillar ; which when he had read, it im⸗ 
mediatelp baniſhed away. 

Abus this Combat being finiſhed, the Souldan with all his 
Guard returned to the Citp in great ſozrow , carrping wilh 
them Boraldo much wounded , and tbe dead body of Caroliano : 
and the Emperoꝛ and his Son returned to their Tents with the 
wounded body of Contumeliano, Alfiron being ſent befoze. 


CHAP. V. 


How the Souldan of Perſia and the Emperor of Greece concluded 
on a Peace, and that which happened afterward. 


Me Souldan of Perſia was extreamly diſcontented foꝛ 
the loſs of bis Bon and Gramalis of Thrace, but the 
 Infcription on che Marble Pillar ſomewhat ſatisfied 
him: but when he had conſidered che end of the Com⸗ 
bat, the death of Caroliano, and che deſperate eſtate of Bo- 
raldo , and how that ail the Knights on the otber part were a- 
libe, and but two of them any thing hurt with their wounds, 
be reſolved with himſelf on Peace, conſidering that be knew 
not what was become of bis Son, and therefoze it was very 
neceſſary foꝛ him to take care of the welfare olhis Daughter. 
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Tuke Alſiron and Contumeliano being carried into their 
Tents in the Camp, were loked to ſo diligently, that in ſhozt 
time they were cured of their wounds. And one day they being 
all tegether in the Tent of the Emperoz,to ccnſult cf what was 
moſt firting to be done, there arrjbed a Peſſenger from tbe. 
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Souldan, who being admitted befeze them, gave a Letter unte 
Duke Alfiron , which he accoꝛding to his uſual manner, deli - 


tered into the Secretary to read, who opening the ſame, read 
2s followeth. : 


Ihe Letter of the Souldan af Perſia, 
to Duke Alfron. 


UKE, We greet thee well: For as much as the lives of 
many valiant Knights have been loſt in the late Contro- 
verſie between Me and Thee, which hath been great grief of 
heart to me for the loſs of ſo many of our Subjects, whole lives 
we ought to conſerve; And tothe end that a period may be 
put to this bloody War, we adviſe thee forthwith to ſend-our 
Daughter Perſiana to our preſence , chat we may . 
rom 
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{rom her own mouth, whether ſhe be contented to receive thee 
tor her Husband ; which if we finde ſhe be willing co do, we, 
promiſe thee upon our Imperial Word to giye her to thee ac- 
cotdingly, and with her ſuch a ſufficient Dower , as thou thy 
ſelf ſhalt be well contented. And likewiſe we on our Royal 
\Vord promiſe, that ſo ſoon as the Emperor of Greece will ſend 
away his Forces , that we will Disband ours, and make ſuch 
Peace with him as ſhall be thought convenient. And we do 
further promiſe , that we will not onely forgive thee and the 
Kings of Armenia and Teßiſanty all the wrong thoa and they have 
done us by this late Rebellion, but alſo give ſuch Writing fig- 
nifying the ſame under our Hand and Seal, as ſhall be thought 
fitting; Therefore fail not forthwith to ſend us our Daughter, 
chat we may put and end to this unhappy Difference. 


F Signed, The SOULDAN. 


Afrer theſe great Perſonages bad beard the Determination 
of the Souldan, there was none of them that reſted dilconten⸗ 
ted, fc? theſe Marg had held them a long time from pꝛoſecu⸗ 
ting their other Adventures. And therefoze Don Pellianis be- 
ing moze than czdinary defircuscf Peace, that be might once 


moze go viſit his incomparable Lady the Pzinceſs Florisbella, 
aroſe and ſpake as followeth. 


Moſt Renowned Knights, I ſee nocauſe why we ſhould not 
all conclude with Peace, ſince the Souldan hath ſent us ſuch 
fair Propoſitions, wherefore my opinion is, that the Princeſs 
Perſiana be forthwith ſent for, that the Souldan may receive the 
ſatisfaction he deſires , which Iam confident ſhe will give him: 
And ſince the Souldan is fo reaſonable, I am fully ſatisfied ; for 
my onely buſineſs was to reſtore the Princeſs Aurora to her king- 
dom of Antioch, which was uſurped by Don Galleneo , who ſince 
he is dead, we have gotten poſſeſſion of it. I am confident we 
ſhall perſwade the S uldan to confirm her in the poſſeſſion of the 
ſame, and that he will give us all the ſatisfact ion we ſhall deſire. 


After this Sp&ch was ended, there was not one of the com- 
pan but reſted contented, and thereupon a partp of five thou- 
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ſand Pozſe was tmrediately diſpatched away under the Con 
duct of Don Gorion, Bother to Duke Alfiron , to conduct the 
Pꝛincels thither ; and the Meſſenger of the Pouldan was ſent 
back with another Knight of the Duke Alfirons part, to Egnifie 
to the Souldan, that all that he defired on behalf of his Maſter, 
and the reſt of the Kings and Pztncesg, ſbould be perfc2ined to 
bis own ſatisfacticn ; which Weſſage being delivered to the 
Souldan, greatly contented bim. | 


CHAP. VI. 


! How Don Gorios arriving at the City of Bollera, delivered his 
q Meſſage to Don Brianel, and how the Priaceſſes Perſians and 
Aurora left the City to travel to the Camp. 
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On Gorion and tboſd who went in bis company, made 
ſo much baſte , that in a Þczt time they arrived at the 
Ci:p of Bollera, where they were ſon admitted to en- 
ter, and arriving at the Pallace were quickly permit- 
ted to come into the pzeſence of Don Brianel, who in the ab- 

ſence ofthe Duke was Govern? of the City. Don Gorion then 


in ſþozt gabe an Account to Don Brianel of the ſucceſs of tbe 
| E __ War, 
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Mat, and bow at laſt they bad received a Letter fcom the Son!” 
dan, wherein be fignified bis defire of Peace, and that there 
was nothing wanting foz the conſurntmarion tbereuf, but the 
pꝛeſence ot the Pzinceſs Ver ſiana. 

Don Brianel was berp well ſatisfied with this Meſſage, and 
went tmmedtatelp to the two Princeſſes to certifte them tbere- 
sf ; which when they beard, they were both bery well content- 
ed: tbe Pzinceſs Perllana, in that her minde was wholly ac- 
compliſped; and the Pzinceſs Aurora, in that ſþbe now boped 
ere long to be filly ſetled in her Bingdom: wherefoze they both 
»:eparcd themſelves to depart the nert mozning, and accoꝛding⸗ 
% commanded their Damſels to get all things readp. 

Don Brianel this evening ſought fo: an oppoztunity to dif- 
courſe with bis Lady the Pꝛinceſs Aurora, and tbereupon co: 
ming into her Lodging to k3ow that Commands ſhe wo 1d 
gide bim againſt the next dap, be found ber all alone, wtere- 
$02e refolbing not to let flip this oppoztunity , he began to bet 
as follaweth. 


Madam, It is now many moneths ſince I had the happineſs 
arſt to ſee you, ever ſince which time I have had a drlire to 
ſerve you, and my actions in hazarding my life for the recove- 
ring f your Kingdom, hath given you ſome teſtimony thereof: 
And Madam, were I capable of Reducing all the Kingdoms in 
the wor ld to my Obedience, I ſhould willingly ſurrender them 
with my ſelf, co be diſpoſed of by you; therefore Dear Madam, 
fince my love is fo great, I beſeech you vouchſafe me yours, 
hereby I may be eterna!ly bleſſed. 


Wen he had finkſped this Speech, fetching a great ſigb, be 
held bis peace: and Þe who as earneſtly lobed him as he did 
ter, replyed ti him: | We 

dir Knight , IT have underſtood your love tome, and there- 
for: have formerly repoſed ſo much truſt to you, as I neyer did 
to any other; for to you alone I committed the diſpoſal of my 
Kingdom , and for the good you did me there, I heartily thank 
you. Aflre your ſelf that fo ſoon as ] ſhall be peaceably ſetled 
therein, I hall diſpoſe my Affairs in ſuch order, that I ſhall do 

all 
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all things to your content and liking : and aſſure your ſelf, tha 
none other living ſhall enjoy my perſon and kingdom u your 
ſelf, 


At the ending of this Speth , ſhe bluſped extreamly that hs 
had been lo fr& in diſcovering the thoughts of her heart: but 
Don Brianel was extreamiz ſatisfied herewith , and not being 
able to ſpeak with tbe exceſs of jop hat he was in, be fell on 
bis knee, and (traitly embzacing her legs, he verb amoꝛ ou 
kiſſed her fair hands, and then at her dere he aroſe and gave 
ber manp amozous kifles and kinde embyaces , pzomifing fo2 
eber to be her true Knight: and ſhe pzomiſed no leſs to him, 
tbat ſþe would not tail to be always his, and in token of her 
love, ſhe gave him a Scarf embzoidered with Sold, where tn 
Letters of Gold was ber ame; which be thankcullp re eibed, 
and pꝛomiſed never to leave off wearing the ſame, till be had 
the free enjoyment of her perſon in marriage. And beren den 
they bꝛatze off their friendly and amozous D iſcaurſe. taking a 
farewel of each other, be returning is pat all tbings in readr- 
neſg ſoz the nett dars Ex pedition. and ſhe cetiting der felf into 
ber Cloſet, to contemplate what ſhe had done. 

Thus every body employed themſelves in ſome what fo: che 
next dars Joinnep, till it was time to go to reſt: but che two 
Lobets Don Briane! and Aurora could fliep but little that niabt 
f.2 the content they bad received in tbe evenings Co erence, 
and therefoꝛe they were the firft that did riſe, by what er nple 
all the reſt ſon riſe and made themſelves ready. De n Gurion 
and Don Briane! ſummoned the Knights and Pagiſtrar?s f 
the Citp togetber, ta whom they Declared rhe will of thei: * > 
Alfiron. And leaving a ſufficient Guard in the Cit, 
went to tbe Pallace, tobere tbe found the Pꝛinceſſes in 
dineſs to depart. Cbarriots deing de zugt foz them, they . 
lp mounted therein, and ſo acc mpanted with ſeveral Dane 
and a Guard of ten thouſand Rnights, they departed from [ws 


City, and twk ths right way foz Perfepol's. |

Ith much jop and pleaſure travelled this compa-* 
ny, eſpecially che Ladies, the ene being in cem⸗ 
pany of ber moſt beloved Lo2d, and the otber go⸗ 
ing to ber loving PHusband: but tbe jp of Don 
Brianel was extraozdinary, f 2 the fabozs be had received at the 
hands of the Pꝛinceſs, and as a teſtimony of his jop be weze 
the Scarf whicb ſbe had giten him on his arm. 

Thus trabelled they with much content, till at length they 
met ſome of the Knights of the Emperozs Army , who werg 
come on purpoſe to meet them : and then ſome were fent back 
to fignifie to the Emperoꝛ and the reſt of the Princes, tbe Ap⸗ 
peach of thoſe Pꝛinceſſes; which they no ſ@ner underſt ed, but 
they went out to meet them. Zwa leagues from the Camp they 
were met by the Empero2 , Don Bellianis, the Duke Alfiron, 
the Kings of Armenia and Teſſifanty, andall thoſe other moſt

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mounted from their hozſes to ſalute them. The Pꝛineeſſes ſer · 
ing that, deſcended from their Chariots and kindly receibed 
them: Then two ſtatelp Palfreys were bzought whereon the 
two Pzincefſes were mounted, and Don Bellianis tek hold of 
the Reins of the Peinceſs Aurora's Palfrey , and the Empercz 
himſelf did the ſame koꝛ Perfiana, 
Don Bellianis during the remainder of their Journey , asked 
the Pzinceſs Aurora whether ſþe had received any content in 
| the company cf Don Brianel > Foz, ſaith he, I ſe by his coun- 
55 tenance that be is very much pleaſed , and he ſpeweth very glo- 
F rt. uſlo with the Favoz that he hath tred to bis arm, and tþere- 
foze J deſire ro know what Miſtriſs be bath gotten Fnce cur 
departure. To Which Diſcourſe the Pꝛinceſs replped : Sir 
Knight, the content that J have received in biseompany cannot 
(uſe but be much, inreſpect cf the ſervice that be bath already 
dene me, in belping ts reſtoze me to my Kingdom , and there- 
fcze in token of my gratitude, J have given him that @carfag 
a [mall Token of my Favoz to him. 
In ſuch like communication ſpent they cheir time, till thep ar- 
1tbedat the Camp, where they alighted and were recetved with 
great Jop, fignified by the, t und of Drums, Trumpets, and 
Clarions ; The Pꝛineeſſes Perſiana and Aurora were conduct- 
ed to a Tent foꝛ that purpoſe pꝛovided, where they both lodged 
together: the Duke Alfiron being contented not to lie with 
his beloved Pzinceſs, till ſbe ſhould be given bim by ber Father, 
which he oped would be done che next moꝛning. Night being 
come, every one repaired to their ſeveral Lodgings , and there 
tek their ozdinary repoſe , onely Don Bellianis was much trcu- 
bled that he was ſtill kept there, andbindered from vifiting bis 
P!inceſs Flor'sbella, and befides be knew not bow to go to 
ber, fs: bis Father expected upon the Concluffon of the Peaee,. 
that he would return with bim to Conſtantinople, 

In tbeſe meditations be ſpent moſt part of tbe night, and 
when mozning came be arofe and difpatcted a Pefſenger into 
the Cite, to certifie tbe Souldan of bis Daughters Arrival, 
. and to know bis pleaſure what ſbanld be dane. To which the 


SBauldan returned anſwer , Thay he expected ber and the e 
3 ; 
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to come to his pzeſence that dap, in company of what other 
Knights thep pleaſed- | | 

The Duke and Pzinceſs being certified beresf, p2?pared 
themſelves fo? that purpoſe, and about Non, onelp accomra- 
nied with the Pzinceſs Aurora, Don Bellianis, and Don Bria- 
nel. thep entred the City, and came into the pꝛeſence of the 
Souldan, who was ſeated on a Thzone , and his great Lo2ds 
about him. The Pzinceſs Perſiana and the Duke bumbled them- 
ſelbes on their knees, and ſbe humbly deſired ber Father to foz- 
give her raſbneſs, fc2 it was onely true lobe that cauſed her to 
do the ſame, and pꝛamiſed him that if be would deign to pardon 
that great fault, fþe would in all things continue his obedient 
Daughter during like, and concluding her Speech, ſbe ſhed 
many tears: To which the Souldan replyed, That ber difabe⸗ 
dience to his Commands, bad occafioned the loſs of the libes of 
many of his Subjects, and that tberefoze ſþe might expec the 
Gods to be continually angred with all ber undertakings; but 
as foꝝ his part, ſ&ing ſhe bad made fo free a Confeſſion of her 
fault, be did freel» fozgibe her, and then arifing from his 
T bzone , be came down and took her by the hand, and raiſed 
ber from the ground, and then cauſed the Duke Alfiron to ariſe, 
to whom he gave her, wiſhing tbe Gods to bleſs them. 

Tbus this being done to the content of all that were pꝛetent, 
the Souldan commanded the Tables to be covered, and deſired 
the ſtrangers to ſit doton to Dinner, p2omtifing in the Afterncon 
to gibe them ſatisfaction in oꝛder to a general! Peace. 


CHAP: VIII 


How the Wars were ended between the Souldan and the Em- 
peror, and a Peace concluded for ten years. 


O ſconer was Dinner ended, but the Souldan entring 
into his Council Chamber, ſent foz Don Bellians 
and Don Brianel, and told them, that fince he was ta- 
tisffed in bis Daughters Warrtage , which had been 
the greateſt cauſe of theſe Wars, it ſhculd be at their own dif 
poſe whether they would habe Peace oꝛ Mar. 


To 
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To which Don Bellianis replved, That bis coming thither 
was oz no other end but to afliſt the Pzinceſs Aurora in rece- 
bering the Kingdom of Antioch from the hands of Don Galla- 
neo, who had wzengfully poſſeſſed himſelf of the ſame, as it 

4 could not be unknown to the Souldan ; and that now Don Gal- 
Y laneo being dead, ag alſo the King who bad lately uſurped the 
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ſame, and all ber Subjects being defirous to eome under ber o⸗ 
bedience, be humblp defired that Mis Yigbneſs would do her 
that juſtice, as to let bet peaceobly enjoy the ſame. 
The Souldan having underftod fozmerlp cf the Affairs of 
that Ringdem, and tbat it was now in the poſſeſſion sf ber De⸗ 
puties, granted tbe Requeſt of Don Bellianis, cn condition that 
Sbe and her Peirs would foz the future pap tbe accuſtomed Tri- 
bute, the which ſhe on ber part pꝛomited to perfozm.' The next 
thing that was pꝛopounded, was Peace between the Emperoz 
and tbe Souldan , which the Souldan cenſented to hold firmly 
fo: ten years. And to conclude all, pꝛomiſed a free Pardon to 
the Kings of Armenia and Teſſifanty, who were bis Tributa- 
ries Tlhereupon Don Bellianis and Don Brianel departed 
from the Sguldan to carry this News to the Camp, where the 
Chief being aſſembled joyfully received the News, and fo? — 
night 
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night made continual Bone-fires , ſo chat boch in the Citp and 
Camp tt was all night as light as day. 


Abe next mozning early a Pefſenger arrived in tbe Camp, 


to give an Invitation to the Empercz and the reſt cf thoſe great 
102ds , to come into the City to dine with the Souldan ; which 
Invitation was accepted of, and accozdingly about Eleven of 
the Clock they all ſet fozwards and do entred the City, being 
attended wich great Ceremonies and Pomp by many of tbe 
Souldans Knights. As ton as thep came near the Pallace, 
tbe Houldan had notice thereof and came to receive them, and 
although till now they had been the greateſt enemies in all the 


Woꝛld, pet the Souldan and the Enperoz embzaced one another 


with much freedom and amity: And thus the Souida't received 
all the reſt ol the p:incipal Knights, and ſo conducted them ints 
the Great Pall of the Pallace . where all things were provided 
fog Dinner in moſt ſumptucus manner: tw? ich being ended, the 
Souldan and Empero? ratified and confirmed the Peace which 
bad been befoze concluded on: And to lignifle his ſove to Duke 


Alfiron, be then gave unto bim the Kingdom of 5Lyraz , which 


was a place under his ſubjection and belonged to bis ©:nvire, 
and then tbe Duke Alfiron and the Pzinceſs Perſiana bis wile 


were immediately owned by all foz King and Queen of Shyraz: 


Nctbing was now wanting in the Court of Pcrſia to gibe it 
its full luſtre, but the pzeſence of tbe Pꝛince Perianeo, whoſe ab- 
ſence much diſcontented the Souldan. 

All things being thus foztunately concluded, the Souldan diſ- 
banded his Army, and the Emperoz ſent bis away by Sea, un⸗ 
der the command of Sabian cf Trebanto, who accezdingly embar⸗ 
qued bimſelf, and within ten days departed: there was nothing 
now wanting, but to put the two Peinceſſes in poſſeſſien of 
their Kingdoms, tbe Pzinceſs Aurora into her Kingd. mot Ar- 
tioch, and the Pꝛincels Perſiana and her husband into poſſeſſion 
of the Kingdom of Shyraz, foz which purpoſe he wit Letters to 
the pzeſent Sobernoꝛ to gibe them pcſfeſfion thereof, the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs Aurora deſired the company of ſome Knights to go 
with ber; tbe firſt that offered big ſervice wag Dun Brianel, 
and then Don Clarineo of Spain, and Don Lucidamore cf Theſ- 


ſaly, 
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ſaly, becauſe they bad fozmerip ben there, dellred to attend her, 
and ſo did Contumceliano Pzir.ce of Phenicia, and Floriſpiano of 
Swevia his Couftn , theſe all choſe to attend rhe Pzinceſs Au- 
rora : On the other fide Don Bellianis defired bis Fatter to 
permit bim to attend the Pzinceſg Perſiana and ber Puaband 
to Shyraz, and be choſe rather to go thither,becauſe it was nee- 
reſt to Babylon, where his beloved Pzinceſs did remain, and ts 
wbich plate he intended to go. Yig Faiber intending ts carry 
him home with bim, hardly ccnſented ts this ſeparation, but at 
length at the intreaty cf the Pzinceſs and ber Yugband,be was 
4 content, pzobided bis Son engaged tg return home again in fir 
naonetbs, wbich be conſented to do. They that accompanied 
the Pꝛinceſs befides, were the Rings of Armenia and Teſſifanty, 
t tbat tbere was not any left to accompany the Empero? bome, 
but Arſileo Pꝛinct of Hungary, and Don Gorino was ſent back 
to the Citpof Bollera , to (ignifie the conclufion of the Peace. 
Thus all were appointed to trabel, onelp Boraldo, Don Fermo- 
ſel, and Criſalaneo who ſtayed with the Souldan. Sbings be- 
ing thus concluded, eberp perſon after they had taken leave of 
the Souldan, within two days after departed, 


CHAP. IX 


How the Princeſs 49074 and Don Brianel, with the reſt of their 
Company, arrived at Antioch , and what happened to them 
there. FEY 
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O long travelled the. Pzinceſs Aurora and the Pzinees 
and Knights chat accompanied her, that at laſt they ar- 
rived in the Kingdom of Ancioch, without bappening cn 
any conſiderable Adventure: and when they were come 
neer the City , Damartino the Governoz , and Count Garino, 
with ſeveral others of the Nobility , being advertiſed of theic 
coming, went out to meet tbem.

wwe Nobility. Great tbanks was returned to Don Brianel aid 
bis Companions , not onely foz the good they had done them in 
recobering the Kingdom, and in that reſtozing their Liberties 
which were foꝛmerlp loft by the uſurpation of the late Ly rants, 
but alfa foz their making them ſs happp in tbe fight of their 
dear Pꝛincets, whom thep had now bzought home to them. Afrer 
a ſhozt repaſt which was pzovided in the Tent was ended, they 
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all mounted again with a reſolution to enter tbe City: the place 
obere they had flaped was a league from the City, pet allibe 
fields and places during their paſſage was beſet With multi⸗ 
tudes of people, obo crred with continual noiſe, The Gods pze- 
ſerbe our Nopal QAuten Aurora, Being thus accompanied, they 
entred the City, and in god oꝛder arrived at the Jallace, where 
by reaſon it was night, the Pzinceſs difmiſſed the multitude 
with thanks, and fo every cne being much wearied with this 
de pa journep, went to take their ozdinary repoſe. Abe next day 
they were no ſooner up, but the cry continued, and great was the 

acclamations that were made by the multitude. 
That wich the Quen took firſt into ber conßderation, was 
tde oꝛdering of ber houſhold, and the firſt Officer ſhe made was 
the Controller therecf, which Office ſþe gate to Den Brianel, 
in⸗ 
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intending ere long to make him Controller of ber perſon. Thiz 
jop continued many daps, and many were the 3 ouſts and Tc ur- 
naments that vere exercifed to delight the guten, in which exer⸗ 
ciſe the Knights that accompanied her thither , ſillbVoze abap 
the peize, howeber the Count Gariano demeaned himſelf Hke a 
valliant and hardy knigbt, maintaining tbe Jouſts foz one day à 
gainſt all Knights-adventurers,in which time he diſmounted a- 
bobe twenty Bnights. „ wo 
The Queen underſtanding one day that Don Clar ineo, and 
Don Lucidamore, Don Contumeliano, and Flioriſpiano, inten- 
ded to leabe ber Court, and to go ſ&k out adbentures elſe where, 
reſolved befoze their departure to confummate her marriage with 
Don Brianel , ta whom ſþe communicated the matter, and be 


had demeaned bimtelk to courtecufly, that be queſtioned not but 


that it would be to the general ſatisfaction of ber Nobility, and 
therefoze knowing the minde of the Pzinceſs, be diſcotered it 
to Damartino, and Gariano, and ſeveral others of the Nobility, 
and tbe next dap tbe Queen deing in Counſel, one of her Nobt- 
lity pzopounded a busband to ber, which pꝛopoſttion was no 
toner made, but the general debate of the Counſel was ck that 
matter, and after ſeberal pzopofitions, Don Brianel was be ſete- 
ral of bis friends pzopounded , and inded foz the reſtozation of 
tbe Pzinceſs, was ſo far had into conſideration, that be was by 
common conſent pꝛopounded faz a fit Pusband fox their Queen;

be Ste Friſtone made ſuch baſte ttoꝛcugb tbe air with 
the Wounded bodies of Perianeo and Gramalis, that in 
1 fbozt time tdep arrived at tbe end cf tbeir journey, 
wbere being arrived, the Sage Friſtone cauſed them 
(who were all tbis while in a Trance ) ts be taken out of tie

niture was all of black, and that there was no other light in the 
Rem, but what that one Candle affozded, wherefoze finding his 
wounds tc be b. und up, and remembꝛing that he bad had ſome 
company, endes bozed to ariſe, but thzough faintneſs could not; 
then be called to minde che Battel in wbich be was lately en- 
gaged, and remembzeed that be bad well nigh overcome his ad- 
berſary , but remembzed nothing of the two laſt blows that be 
had received which bad bꝛougbt bim ints this condition. Thus 
lay he muſing and wondꝛing with bimſelf wbat place be was in, 
ſometime believing an that be ſaw to be onelv fancy, and an- 
other while ſuppofing bimſelf to be in bis Fathers Court laid 
out fo? dead in fome Chamber chere: and ibis be was perſwa- 
ded te by reaſon of the blackneſs of every thing about him. 

At length tws Datnfels entred the Room at a de? placed in a 
coꝛner thereaf, they were bath babited in black, the one carried 
a Candle in ter band, and the other followed her with a Bex 
wherein were Dintments and Plaiſters : coming to the Bed- 
ide they found bim atvake, and in petty good conditien. Me

Abe Ladies bearing bim ſpeak with ſo great moderation, 
gabe bim this Anſwer ; Sir Knigbt , how you came bither we 
know not, but yeſterday you were bzougbt in bither by the Lozd 
of this place, whoſe name is Friſtone, and delivered to our kee- 
ping, telling us that we muſt apply theſe Pedicines to pour 
weunds, ſhewing us likewiſe that you were ſuch a perſon as 
was berp well able to requite what kindneſs we ſpould a ffoꝛd 
you: As fe tbe name of this place we cannct tell tou, fo it is 
not lang fince we were bzought bither by an adbenture,of which 
we ſhall tell pcu moze bereafter.

danger, and knowing tbat by mp art J ſþould be able to belp 
rcur ſelf and one other of your friends, 3 therefoze age" " 
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a Chariot, in which J mounted the air at ſuch time as you and 
pcur friends were entred tte Combat, and arrived at the place 
cfrour fight, juſt as it had like to have ben unkoꝛtunatelp fi⸗ 


niſbed; foꝛ Don Fellianis was juſt then abcut to depzibe pou cf. 


pour pꝛecious life, and then he recounted to him, how be found 
{im in tte field ina Trance,and how that Gramalis cf Thrace, 
and Caroliano being in as deſperate a condition as bimſelf, he 
choſe Grama!is and left the other, and bzcugbt both bimſelf and 
Gramalis to that big babitation, where he had ozdered the mat- 
ter ſo well, that tbey were in pzetty good condition. 

Perianeo much wendering at this adventure, ſaid : But god 
father, bow will the Souldan my Father be ſatisfied with my 
condition: Then Friſtone told him of the Pillar be left there,

beſeech you infozm me of pcur condition, and the place where J 
now remain. The Damtel perceiving that he bad concluded, 
thus anſweredbim ; Sir Knight, J bumdl thank yau fo? pour 
acceptance of my mean and weak endeabozs, and am glad that 
any thing that J can do will give pcu any pleaſure , and to the 
end that J may ſatisfie pour defires , know Sir, tbat J belong 
to an henozable Pꝛinceſs called Merediana ſale daughter and 
heir to the valiant King Gorgiana of Sotia, whelibing at bome 


with ber father, was taben cut of her Court one day by the Sage 
Friſtone, who defired her father to ſpare ber, to put an end to an 


Adventure that could not be finiſped witbour ber pꝛeſence: ber 
father well knowing the Sage Friſtone to be his friend, conſen- 
ted to her departure, and ſo ſbe taking ſix of ber Damſels with 
ber, whereof J and my companion are two, we travelled to- 
wards Babylon, where when we arrived, the ſage Friſtone told 
us that his defign was to get the beauteoug Pzinceſs Floris- 
bella into his cuſtody, whereby he might pleaſure a Knigbt hie

This 
Sir Knigbt, is all that J can tell you cf this adbenture. 

Gramalis of Thrace bad likewiſe ben attentive to this dif- 
courſe, and they did both much marvel at the ſtrangeneſs of tbe 
TDamſels recital, but Perianeo agsked the Damſel bow far ff it 
was to that pleaſant Jfland where ber Lady remained, and 
what company was with ber? To which fþe anſwered, Thas 
it could not be very far to that Iſland , foz tbey were but ch:& 
bours in coming from thence , and that their Pzinceſs

which wo2zds the Giant lifted up the Pace, and came ſozward 
ttinking with one blow to end the Battel. but Gramalis quicklp 
ab iding the ſtroke of the Pace with his Punting-ſpear, wound⸗ 
ed the Giant in the Thigh, and at che next ſtroke gave him ſy 
gear a biow on the aim; chat bs could not dꝛaw cut big ſpear, but 
was fozced to leabe it ſticking there: whilſt the Giant dzew tte 
Spear from his atm, Don Gramalis dzew bis ®woed, and went

On che ocher fide Gramalis of Thrace and the Pꝛinceſs Altea 
lobed each other with as fond an affectton , and ſpe permitted 
bim to be Loꝛd of her body, and ts take ſuch fruit from thence 
as pleaſed bim beſt, 

Thus thele two Ladies and Knights lived together in all 
manner cf delight , and tbe two Knights plred themſelves lo 
well in their Nocturnal E:nbzaces , that both the P:tinceſſes 
were with Cbilde, which was great jop and content to them 
all: in which pleaſure we ſpall leabe them, and return to _ 
you an account ofother Adtentures.

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CRAP. XII 


How the Prinaeſs Perſians and her Husband Duke Alfiron were 
conducted te Shyraz by Don Bellianis of Greece, and the Kings 
of armenia and Teſfanty, where by the way they met with an 
Adventure. 
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Mus having left theſe two Pꝛinces and Ladies in all 
content and pleaſiire , let us return to che Pzinceſs 
Perſiana and the Company that attended on her, who 
travelled mano dars without happening on any Adben- 
ture: at length Don Bellianis being very penfipe, itravelled one 
dap befoze the reſt of the company, and being very melanchslly 
foz the thought of his dear Piſtreſs the Pzinceſs Florisbella, on 
a ſudden he beard a veice call to him, ſaying, Sir Knight, J be- 
ſec you tell me where is the next City, that J may ga quickly 
to it and pꝛecure ſome aid to ſom? perſons of great qualitp that 
ſtand in need of help. Don Bellianis giving attention to this 
ditcourle, and ſing it was a Lady that ſpake to him, he thus 
replped: Fair Lady, ifyou be not in extream great haſte, J be- 
ſich you relate to me the occaſion of pour travel, it is poſſible 


that J may furniÞ you with that gNiſtance you erpect. Ah Six 
Anight, 
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Anigbt, reploed the Lady, it is not in the power of any one par- 
ticular night to effect chat which muſt be dane; therefoze good 
Sir either anſwer ms the queſtion, oꝛ permit me to go fozwards. 
Lado, ſaid Don Bellianis, not far from hence there is much cam- 
pany coming who will be with us p2eſently, therefoze J pzay 
relate to me vour bufineſs while they come to us, and then J 
hall furniſh you with ſuch help as tall be nedful. The Lady 
underſtanding tbar be ſpake notbing but reaſon, thus replyed : 
Knob then, Sir Knight, that I belong to the bertuous Þzinceſs 
Mattaroſa, Daugbter to the King of Numidia , and Niece to 
tb?;Souldan of Babylon: this Pzinceſs bath fs2 many years li- 
ved at tbe Court cf the Souldan ber Wncle, in the company of 
the Pzinceſs Florisbella her Coufin , but of late her Father be- 
ing grown old, and defirous to diſpoſe of ber in marriage betoze 
be died, ſent ber 1B:other Balcaſano te the Court of tbe Souldan 
to bzing bis Siſter to bim : Baltaſano after be bad continued 
ſome time in the Court of the Souldan, deffred leave to depart 
with bis Siſter to ber Father that expected them ; to which it 
was along time ere be could get the Souldans conſent , in re- 
gard of the great lobe that bath been between hor and his daugh- 
ter Florisbella, About two moneths fince tbere was great 
Jouſts and Tournaments beld at the Souldang Court in bon:? 
of his Cozonation Day : at which time many ſtrange Knigbts 
and pants repaired thither to do their utmoſt deviirs.amongſt 
the reſt that came, there was one pant called Altifer the 
Proud, Lozd of an Jfland in the Sea, and his two Bꝛotbers, 
and fozty Knigbts. This Gyan: beholding my Wiſtreſs the 
Wiinceſs Mattaroſa, began to affect her, and perfozmed ſome 
tbings koꝛ ber bono? , boping thereby to get ber good will: bur 
ſbe who always bated bim, as well foz the defozmity of his mind 
as body, would by no means conſent ro come into bis company, 
much lets to receibe him as a @erbant , and he having deffres 
ber cf ber Uncle the g uldan. and her Brother, who b tb refu- 
ſed him, went away with all bis company in much diſcontent. 
reſolving to put in pꝛactiſe ſome treaſonable action that be might 

obtain ber. | ; 
Our Pzinceſs and her Bother , woho ſuſpected noſſuch trea- 
fon, . 
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ſon, ſome time after be was gone, baving taken. leave cf the 
1 Se uldan and the Pzindeſs Florisbella, departed in tte company 
of twenty Knights fo? tbeir Guard: but we bad not trabelled 
i: above two days when this Traytoz Alciter with all his compa- 

ny ſet upon us, flew many af our Knights, and tek the Pzin- 

ceſs and her W:other pꝛiſoners. I ſ&ing that thep were taken, 

fled from them, and have followed them tbeſe th:& days to ſe 
till where they lodged at night, and endeavozing to finde fome 
4 belp to relieve them, and Sir Knight, tbis is the laſt day be⸗ 
5 foze they will embarque themſelves fs2 the Iüland whereof be 
ts Chief, and then all the means that J eanuſe , will be inef- 
fectial foz their Releaſe. This Sir Knight, is the ſubſtance of 
my Peſſage, and therkfcze pay fail not to gide me the beſt dt» 
recticns pou can. 

Don Bellianis having beard this Dilcourke, and confſdering 
that in reliebing tbe Pꝛinceſa Mattaroſa, be ſhould do his Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſs her Couſin a confiderable ſerbice, reſolved to undertake it, 
and therefoze the-Company being now come up to bim, he went 
to the Pzinceſs Perſiana and her Husband, and recounted to 
them the Damiſelg diſccurſe , and told them that be muſt beg 
leabe cf them ta go and relieve the Pꝛinceſs and ber B:otber, 
pz: mifing them to return with all ſped poſſible, as ſoon as he had 
cffected bis Enterpꝛize. 

They not onelp conſented to his departure, but alſo gabe

Ze !'sn1s therefoze adbifing with himſelf, le two of his knights 
!0 attend there, wbileſt be and the reſt travelled on the way the 
Eranrs were ts take , and there thep hid themſelves in a tþic- 
of Trees. 

71 Des not fullp an beur befoze the two Knights came gal- 
ieping smain ts Don Bellianis, inſoꝛming him that the Gpants s 
and 75 campany were come out of the Caſtle, and were c:- ; 
44 gt hither⸗wards with the pꝛiloners. The Prince Baltaſano

125 was yet but early in the moꝛning when Don Bellianis 
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they tyed on a hozſe with his hands behinde him, and ſo they 
did to about twelve Knights moze that were pꝛiſoners, and the 
P:inceſs Mattaroſa and ſeveral of her Damſels, were carried 
betaze certain Knights cn bozſeback , and did make great la 
mentation. 

The Knights did like wiſe advife Don Bellianis not to ſet on 
the Gpants and their company as pet, foz that the Gyant of the 
Caſtle where they lay was come cut with them, with above 
twenty Knights to bear them company a little wap, and there- 
fcze it was beſt to fozbear ſetting on them t ill Wey were gone: 
As this adbiſe Don Bellianis could hardly be perſwaded, ſo ear- 
neſt was bis defire todo ſome fignal Service fo? bis Lady the 
Pꝛinceſs Florisbella; but in the end he was over-ruled by the 
Damſel, and pzomiſed to attend their parting fs2 an hour o: 
two, and if thep did not by that time leave one another, that 
be would ſet upon them all.

tumbling to the earth, and then coming to the Pꝛince Baltaſa- 
no, be immediately unbound bim, and gave him a Sword, by 
wb: ſe example the reſt cf his Knights releaſed the reſt cf the 
pꝛiſoners, and then began the fight to be mcſt bloody. 

Abe Giant Altifer, and bis two bothers fing tbe vall z of 
that ene Knight, reſolved to let upon bim, and ſo the? all thx 
came wich the ſame reſolution, but be cuickly ſeeing the danger 
be was like to run into, ik be did not diſpateh, gabe one cf 
them ſe powerful a blow , that be cut cf his Arm » and foꝛced 
him to let his Mace (all to the greund. 

The two brothers ſeeing this, came with both their M2ces 
at once, intending to beat him to pieces; but Baſta ſano who 
be bad inbound baving gotten a Sword, Buckler and Helmet, 
received one of them, and gave bim in return fu puifſant a 
N:oke, that be cut cf one of bis armes and wounded bim in the 
Foulder : the enraged Giants did all they could tg revenge the 
wounds thep Fad received, and Altifer timſelfſeing that he 
wes likelp to loſs bis Wiftriſs, left the combat, and coming to 
the Knight that tad the Pzinceſs in guard befoze bim, and took 
ber and ſet her on his cwn heꝛſe beſoꝛe bim, and did ride away 
1th all the ſped poſsible: at which action the Tainſels gave a 


great. 
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great ſertetch, which Don Bellianis hearing much wondzed, and 
leaving tte fight, turned himſelf about: but he bad no ſowner 
perceived the cauſe, but like lightning be made baſte afi?r bim, 
and being very well m:unted, be ſon over took him, Which tbe 
Giant ſ&ing, be let tall the Lady, and turned about to encoun⸗ 
ter Don Bellianis, being glad tbat he bad gotten him s lone, and 
Don Bellianis was no lets glad then he, nct onely foꝛ that, but 
alſo in regard that he bad let go the Pzinceſs , fearing much 
that if he bad held her ſtill ſhe might bave been kurt in the com⸗ 
bat. Thus theſe two Combatants equally reſolved , aſſaulted 
each other. and gabe and received many wounds; but Don Bel- 
lianis whoſe valcz was not to be equalled by any Etant gz? 
Knight , reſslving now in the pzeſence cf big Ladies kinſws- 
man to ſbew the utmoſt effects thereof, gave the Giant two ſich 
mighty blows, that with the one he cut off his leg, and with the 
other be quite dilled him. 

The Pzirceſs all this while beholding the combat, and ſe⸗ 
ing the mighty blows Don Bellianis gave the Giant, could not 
imagine who it {Gould be, and that ſo much woꝛth and ſtrength 
ſhould remain in one fingle Knight, but well viewing his arms. 
ſhe rem embꝛed bim to be the Knight of che Baſilisks, who had

done ſuch bzabe ads at Babylon fez the relief of ber Couſin the 


P:inceſs Florisbella, and viewing ber Picture on bis ſþield, ſhe 
immediately cried our, Ah wozthy Knight! pattern cf all true 
Ualoz and Magnanimity, much am J bound to pou fo? pour 
great aid and eſsiſtance, and many thanks bave I cauſe to ren- 
der jou fo? this ſo mighty deliverance in this mp moſt extream 
neceſſito: Paving thus ſaid, ſhe came nter him to kiſs big 
bands, but be refuſed that and kindly embzacing ber, ſaid: Ma. 
dam, it is time foꝛ us to return back to (& in what condition 
the Pꝛirce pc ur bother is, and if occafion be to lend him my 
ↄſsiſtance: wheretoze he cauſed fer to mount on the Giants 
loꝛſe, and he mounting on his own, ſet f. z wards towards the 
place of the combat ; in which time ſhe s gain thanked bim fo» 
the aid be had aff.zded ber , pꝛomiſing him to do him all the er 
fairs ef love ez friendſbip that ſhe could, if be wculd pleaſe ro 
come to the S:uldan of Babylons Paace as te had f.zmerip pꝛe⸗ 

miſed, 
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miſed, telling bim that ſhe was now reſolved to return back chi⸗ 
ther , and aſſuring bim that che Pzinceſg Florisbella her Cculim 
bad an extraozdinary eſteem fo him, and expected bis coming: 
and ſhe aflured bim, chat ſþe would endeavo2 to increaſe her 
god aftetton towards him. | 
Much joyed was Don Bellianis at this diſcourſe , and thus 
they arrived at the place ef combat, where the two Giants and 
all tbetr Knights were either lain oz banquiſhed ; Thug was 
this fight bappily ended to the eternal honoꝛ of Don Bellianis. 
{be Damſels of the Pzinceſs pzeſentlp applped ſame reme-

ed:

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fied: they were now come within two leagues of Skyraz , and 
many of the Nobility had already come to them to give them 
the welcome, which they thankfully received. 
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After tbep bad pafſed the Tapyrian Mountains, they came to 
a great River called Bradamir, which watereth the Citp, and 


aiterwards fallerh into the Perſian Gulph with twenty miles 


circling about on tbe land: when they came near the Citp, it 
was the pleaſanteſt thing in tbe wc2zld to behold, ſo ſtately a 
Building, twenty larelp Temples appeared at cne time, and 
the Pallace with its lofry Towers made an extraozdinary ſplen⸗ 
doꝛ in the epes of the ſpeſtatozs. Infinite was the reſo2r of the 
Plebeans that came out to hebold their New King and Queer, 
and when they were a mile eff from the City, the Chief Magt 
ſtrates came out ts do their bomane to the Bing and Quten and 
in this manner tbey entred the City, wor ich is one of moſt an- 
cient and famous thzoughout all that part of tbe Wezld. Here 
Art Magick was firſt hatched. Pere Nimrod, after the Conf1:- 
ficn of Babel, libed and was buried. Pere Cyrus the moſt ercel- 
lent of Peathen Pꝛinces was bozn, and all but bis bead intom⸗ 
ved. Bere the Great Alexander glutted bis ambition and d2un- 


kenneſs. Pere the fir Sydil.a fling our Daviozs Incarnatten. 
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Menee the Magi are tbcugbt to ſet foꝛth toward Bethe'em, and 
bete manp Rings babe ſwayed their Scepter s: in fine, it is a 
place de fenboed by nature, imricht by trade, by art made lcvely, 
the Vineyards, Gardens, Cypzefſes, and Temples, rabiſþ che 
eye,and ſmell in every part ſweet and delightful. 

T beſ? excellent perſons were received into this moſt delight- 
ſo me place, with a great deal of ſolemnitp and jop, and in all 
t be pꝛincipal places of that Citp, and all other places of the 
nation, tbep wer? immediately Pzcclatmed King and Queen of 
Shyra 2, Lar, and jaarown, Lozd and Lady of Ormis, Maque- 
roon, Kermoen, Chuſeſtam, Sigeſtan,and Farſeſtar, Pzince and 
P2inceſs of the Gulph of Perſia, and ef the Jfles there. Theſe 
were the titles, and great was the joy and acclamations of all 
that vaſt kingdom, wbich reaches above fir bundzed miles round 
«bout. If J (bould recite to pou the many ſþews, pageants,and 
trtumpbant arches that were built, and the ſeveral congratula- 
toꝛr Spteches that were that day made to their new King and 
Queen, I ould as much weary you with the reading, and mp 
ſelf with the w2iting tdereof, as thep were that dap wearied 

ith tbe bearing of them, and indeed thep were ſo tedious, 
that althaugh they came to the City by two of the clock afrer- 
neon, pet was it nine cf tbe clock at night beſoꝛe they came to 
the pallace: whitber thep being arrived, they diſmiſſed moſt cf 
their ſubjects, and being much wearied they went to take their 
c2dinary repoſe, wbich rbozough wearineſs every one enjoyed, 
except Don Bellianis whcfe defires were wholly fired on the in- 
comparable Florisbella, from whoſe pzeſence he bad been ſo lon g 
abſent, that be was in great doubt of bis reception into ber 
ſervice. but the pzcmiſe that day made him by the Pzinceſg Mat- 
taroſa, did ſomewhat conſolate his difturbed fancy. Thus ſpent 
be the whole nigbt in continued c3ntemplations till day appea- 
ring, ve roſe and went to ſalute the Bing and Queen, and hum⸗ 
bly befought them fince be bad ſen them ſafely received into 


their kingdom, they would be pleaſed ts give bim leave to de- 


part about bis moze weighty affairs. This diſcourſe much trou- 
. vied them, boping that they ſþould enjoy big company fo? a lon- 
ger ſ:aſon, but fince be waz ſo defircug to be gone, they pꝛaped 


bim 
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him that be would do them ſa much bone as to ſtay tem daps 
longer, in wbich time the; intended to be Crywned. 

on Bellinnis not well knowing how to deny anp thing te 
perſons ſo, bliging, conſented to this Requsſt, pꝛovided that as 
ſoon as the Solemnity was ended, they weuld no longer deſire ta 
de ta in him from bis other Adventures: To wbich they both en- 
gaged themſelves , and thereupon that day the Ring iſſued 
tozth his Commands to all perſons concerned to repair ts the 
Court on that day ſeden⸗night, ts aſſiſt at the Ceremonies 
which wert accuſtomed at the Coxcnadten, with free liberty fc2 
all Knjgbts, as well Chxiftrans ag Pagans, to ge and cunear 
the lame time, and during their ſtay to bew their Uals? and 
Panbodd in Tilting, Jcuſting; and all otter Knightp Exerciſes. 
This Pꝛoclamatien being ſont abꝛoad octraſtoened many knight x 
ta retoꝛt to the Curt , fo that by the time pꝛeflxed foꝛ the Tri- 
umph, as well the fields adjoyning ts the City, as the City it 
ſelf, was filled witd Knights, © that it was a moſt delectable 
ſigbt to bebold, and mc deliciaus to bear the found of ſo many 
Warlike Inſtwments as was ar that time heard. And the 
King cauſed certain Wrls to be made en the out; de of the Ci- 
ty, wittin which the Anigbts were to Tilt and perfozm tboir 
Deeds of Bnightbod , and caufed a Thzcue ts be placed there 
fz himſelf and bis Queen, and Seats foz the reſt of the Robi⸗ 
lity , where-tbey migdt ſit and f& the Tournaments : and he 
further oꝛdained twenty Knights of dig own, who were com- 
manded by one Don Lorino Son to his Wzether Don Gorino, 
a rohngand hardy Anigbt, to reſiſt all ffrange Knights. 

Theſe things being thus cꝛdained, all people waited foith a 
great deal of impatience, till the appointed day foz the A lem- 
nity of the Conozation das came; which day being noto 
come, tbere bappensd that which ſhall be declared in the chap⸗ 
ter feflowung. |

The dap being come wherein this great Ceremenp of Crowns 
ning the King and Queen was to be perfr2med, we one aroſe 
earip either to aſſiſt at, oꝛ behold the Ceremgny : The King and 
Quten being ready, mounted in a Triumpbant Chariot, and by 
four Unicomns were dzawn to ths great Temple , where thee 
being arrivsd meunted cn a Seaffold pxparsd to thar purpoſe, 
and then the Chief Flamia cf the City, afvex the oꝛdinary Ce- 
remenies, placed two Crowns of Gch, enriched wich mang 
P:ecicus Stones cf ineſtimable value on their heads, pꝛaping ts 
the Cods to bleſs them with perpetual vleflings, and blefing all 
their friends, and true and loval Subeds, and curfing allſuch 
as were. oz ſpould be thetr enemies. This Ceremony being 
perfozmed, they both deſcended from their Thzones, and wakk- 
ing tbzcugh the Temple remaunted their Chariot, riding there⸗ 
in thꝛaugh the City wiuh thetr Crowns on to the Ceurt, where 
tbey were no ſooner arrived, but rhe Tables were ſpꝛead with 
all manner of delicicus Miands that the Countrey could awozd, 
many Pealchs going round the Tabls foz the pꝛaſperttp of the 
King and Queen. After Dinner was ended, befoze any perſan 
did arife from Table, the Perald as Arms(accs:ding ta cuſtom 
did, after the ſound of an innume able company of Teumpers) 
again p:aclaim the ſaid Duks and Prince to be King and 
Quien of Shyraz, Larr and Jaarows, Ka and Lady et Ormus, 
Maqueroone, Kermoen, Chuſe ſtan, Sigeſtan and Farſeſtan, 
— and Pꝛincets ef the Gulph at Berka , ang of the Ifles 
there, 

Tbeſe wozds be pronounced twice, and at the end of every 
ſueb Proclamation be (ad, if any ons had ane right tu the ſame, 
92 aànꝑ part thereof, be bid them _ fozth — 
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A bis dad been done twice, and the Herald was about to begin 
the third time, wben a Knight armed in an aztire Arma, coin- 
manded him to bold his peace; which be cbeped, and then the 
Knight going up ts the place, where the King and Auten ſar, 
ſpake as (8s!loweth. 

Deke Alſiron, for by no other name ſhall I own you: It, is not 
anknown to moſt ct the people here preſent , that my Title ta 
cdis C:own of Shyrad, and all the Territories thereto belonging, 
is jult and good, when they ſhall know that I am Son to the fax 
vous Gozmen, ſometimes King of this place, I had long ſince ex- 

pected that the Souldan would have retored me to my undor b- 
— right, but ſisce I fee that he hath been fo unj aſt as to give 
ic au ay, Jam to tell thee, that if thou wilt enjoy it, I muſt firfk 
be dead; and therebore I will thee preſently to appoint at thy 
Champion to defend thy Title, and to enter into the Liſts wich 
me immediately, not tonne bur the Gods will ſo-far do me

Paving thus ſaid, be beld his peace: This Sptech gave a 
wonderkul oftonifpment to all the perſons there pꝛeſent, and 
gabe tbe King and Queen a ſenſible trouble to be thus inter- 
rupted in the midſt of their S:lemnity. The King anſwered, 
T bat be was ſo well ſatisfird in the Fuſtice of the Quarrel, that 
be was ready himſe lf to enter the Field to bindicate his Kight, 
bur tbe Queen diſwaded him tberefrom, not queſtioning but that 
i bey ſpould finde ſame otber Champion: 

Pany Knights p:eſently aroſe , and deſired the King and 
Queen that thep migbt have the Bono? of the Combare , but

led, and was known to be the beſt Knight in all tbat Ceumtrep. 

Don Bellianis baving Armed bimfſelf, pꝛeſentlp repaired tu 
tte p'a:e appointed fo? the Combate, where when be came, be 
found the Knight of che Iiland of Pearls, amd the King and 
Qucen, and meſt ofthe Nobiltty ſeated near tbe Lifts, to be- 
beld thts Combate. Both the Combatants were armed with 
ve ry good Armez. Don Bellianis being arm ed with that famous 
Armoꝛ enriched with Bafiltsks , and big SHield where:n was 
tbe Picture of tbe Pꝛirceſs Florisbella, and meuntedonan ex- 
cellent Bozſe. The ctl.«r Knight was as well armed and moun- 
ted, wben taking eacd of them a Launce , at the ſou of the 
Trumpets they c:ucted theit Launces, and Don Bellianis with 
the great deſire be bad to hit big enemy, miſſed his encounter ; 
bat the other Knight did not ſo, but hit bis enemy fs fi rmiy on 
the Syield, that Don Bellia nis loſt bach big Stirtops; wherear 
he was ſoertteamlo enrsged, that tbreowing awep bis Launce 
without making any vſ? ibereof, be dꝛew bis Sword, which 
his enemp like wile did, and gave Den Bellianis a mighty blew 
on tbechelm. 

T be Knigbt of the 1Hand of Pearls ha bing giben bis ename 
two ſuch notable ſtrokes without receiving anp, did certatnly

Dinner being ended and everp one riſen , the Empreſs tay 
king Don Be hani by the hand, ſatdto him: Dir Knight , Jam 
bery [:2r7 that ſo unfo:tunate occaſion hath happened that will 
ſluddenly cuſs 1's ts loſe ur god company, but J hope that 
with the Affiſtance ot the Sods, rgur incomparable Ualo?, and 
the contiuual go foztune that fil accompanies you, will gut an 
end to all our troubles; and therefoze that pou may g pꝛonided 
wich ail things neceffary foz ſo hazardeus an Expedition, J ha be 
bꝛdered the Council to fit this Aternan, to now of u D.

Lo which be replyed , All that A defire, Wadam, ts onely the 
company 
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company of the Pꝛince of Num dia, and J queſtion not but mp 
gd foztune will ſon bꝛing me to the place where J ſþall be en⸗ 
abled to ſerde pon: But (ſhe deffred to confer with the Council 
of this matter, in ozder to which that Afternoon be went to 
them, and thep pꝛopounding to raiſe a great Ariny, and a Nabp 
of Ships-p;opozticnable to receive them, and ſo with thts pow⸗ 
er under bis Command, to ſearch all the Caſpian Sea: but he 
ixterly refuſed that Offer, and onelp defired that one Ship 
might be readp at the Sea lde to receibe bim againſt b's come 
ming, and be told tbem be intended to be going within thzee 
daps.

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Worthy Sir, Since it hath pleaſed the Heavens to pue fo 
2 a croſs upon us, as ſoſoon to part us, I beſeech you by the 
friendſhip and love that you have fo zealouſly profeſſed to me, 
that you will not onely make all the expedition you can in retur- 
ning back from this Adventure, bat alſo do the beſt you can to 
ſecure your perſon, not thruſting your ſelf into any unneceſlary 
hazard; for know Sir, that ſince you are become my Knight, I 
reſolve to keep ſueh a ſtrict power over you, that I ſhall nos be 
won to conſent that you ſhall do any thing to endanger your 
perſon : and were it not on ſo neceſſary an oceaſton, I ſhould 
not give you leave to depart. 

Maving ſaid thus, ſþe hung down her head and fercheda dep 
figb , expzefſing by that the ſozrow ſþe took fo? his departure, 
wberetoze be thus replyed to bet: 

Gracious Madam, Since it hath pleaſed you to give your felf 
ſo much trouble to have ſome care of my unworthy perſon, I 
ſhall endeavor in this, as well as in all other things, to obey 
your Commands, afluring you that this Adventure being finiſh» 
ed, I ſhall immediately return back, and ſha!l not hersafter un- 
dertake any Adventure without your leave firſt obtained, nos 
queſtioning but I ſhall be able to perform whatſoever I hal! 
begin, through che mighty aiſiſtance I have received by being 
under your protection. 

Thus did theſe two Lobers diſcourſe with one ànotder, came 
times embzacing each other : and Don Bellianis knowing that 
be was to be gone the next day, took moze fredom than ozding- 
xp, and raviſþed from her tips many amo2zdus Riſſes, which rg 
bim were moze pleaſant than Nectar and Ambroſia , oz the food 
of the Gods. Thus ſpent they much time, and would habe con- 
tinued their amozous diſcourſes longer, but that the Pzrnceſs 
Mattaroſa cauſed them tu bzeak off and depart , whrch they at 
laſt vero unwillingly conſznted to: Thus at length they reti \ 
red to their ſeveral Lodgings and went to Bed, taking their oz 
dinarp rep: ſe. 

T be mozning being come, Don Bellianis aroſe early ro put 
all things in oꝛder foz his departure, but be had not been long 


up befoze the Pꝛince of Numidia and two of his Kinſmen came

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to watt on him in bis Lodging, buy not finding him there they 
walked into rhe Garden where thep found him, and there the 
Pzance of Numidia told him that he was ready to go with him 
whenſicever be ſhould apponit bim, but told him that be humbly 
begged bim to permit thoſe two Unigbts to go in their cempa⸗ 
ny. Don Bellianis who was unwilling to deny him any thing 
be ſpould ask, at length at the intreaty of the two knights them⸗ 
ſeives conſented; and thereupon be bid them be ready, foz that 
Afternoon he intended tc ſet fozward cn his Jcurnep, they reſt- 
ing very well ſatisfied, and pꝛepared all things arcozdingly. 

This Neon being come and Dinner ended, be tek bis fare- 
wel of the Empzeſs, the Pzinceſs Florisbella, and the Pzinceſs 
Mattaroſa, and all the reſt ef thr Court. The Pzinceſs Flo- 
risbella gave him a new Shield, wherein was her own Picture 
dea don to the Life, and richly guilded, whereby he went by the 
Name of the Knight of the Golden Image. The Pꝛince cf Nu- 
midia was armed in an Azure Armoꝛ, and in bis Shield he had 
a Boars- head, be having fozmerly killed a monſtrous Bear, and 
therefoze he was called The Knight of the Boar. The other 
two Knights were armed in white Armoz, they being new 
Bnigbts : the one, who was amozcus cf the Pzinceſs Macta- 
roſa, had Hope painted in bis Shield, and the Pꝛinceſs gave 
him a Scarf as a Faboz from ber: and the other had a flaming 
Swoꝛd painted on his Shield, "becauſe when he was knighted 
it was with a Swoꝛd tbat refembled a Flame. 

Being thus moſt richly armed and bzavely mounted, after 
ſeveral Complemental expꝛeſſions bad paſſed between many ot 
the Souldans Knights and Don Bellianis and bis Companions, 
wiſhing them a pzoſperons ſucceſs in their intended Adven- 
ture, they took their leave of all the fair Ladies, and onelp at- 
tended by Don Bellianis his two Dwarfs, thee left Babylon and 
jdurneped towards the Caſpian Sea.

travelled very bard, till within one days Jdurnep of the Caſpian 
Sea, they aw befoze them ſeveral Knights and Ladies journey» 
ing together, but he being very Miner; to avoid all company, 
rode on without ſatutingthem ; whereupon a Damtel riding at 
ter him, ſaid, J am come from one of reve an Ladfes ronder, who 
ſay that be who gabe you the eder of Bnightba? did nor de 
well, in that he did not inſtruct you in your duty to Ladles when 
you met them, and therefoze defires if vou be pe in 19 bag 4 
tbat you, 'oz ſome cf your company., ond bebt aLan 
tome of ber unigbts, to the 401 ſhe maß mm whether 
better furniſhed with valoz than with courtefte. 
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Don Bellianis being ſomewhat troubled ar this Peilage, re ; 
plyed, That his baſte would not permit bim tc give her that la- 
tis faction which fbe deſired, but the Knight of the flaming Sword 
who was in bis companp, deſired him ro permit bim to beatz a 
Lance with ore of the Knights, to which Don Bellianis atlaſt 
conf: nted, fs that after chat they ſhould not be enjoyned to ane 
further ſtap, to which the Daniſel conſenting , departed. ' She 
was no ſoner come to ber Lady and delivered her P2:fſage, but 
one ef her Knights advanced towards them , which the Knight 
of tlie flaming Sword ſe ing, tk à Lance and went to meet tim. 
ZXbey ſon couched their Lances and met each other with ſo much 
vigoz , that tbep bath loſt thetr Stitrops and broke their Lan⸗ 
ces, when taking new ones, at the next encounter the Ladies 
Knight meaſured his length on the earth , andthe Knight of 
the flaming Sword was fczced to get hold of big Pozſes neck te 
ſave himſelf from falling. 

Noſeoner was tbis dene, but out came another Knight, and 
deſired ſince the Knight of the flaming Sword was well nigh 
down, tbat the Knight of Hope would try his feztune wich him: 
To which he conſented, and thereupon thep both ccuching their 
Lances, tbe Knight of Hope perfozmed fo well that the Ladies 
Kntght meaſured his length on the earth, and ſo be ſerbed two 
 moze, but at laſt when he was running with the fourth Knight 
bis P:2ſe tumbled, and they both fell on the earth,

Or, The Hoaor of Chivalry. $5 
tbe Firmament, but our Knights all arte, and Arming them⸗ 
lelves went to the Sea (ide, where they met with their Ship⸗ 
and pzeſently they embargued themtelves and hozſes, and ha⸗ 
bing a fair wind they ſet ſa”l and departed. 
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Long time ſapled they about this Sea, coaſting the Coun- 
trep, and landing in ſeveral places toenguire afrer news of the 
Souldan but all was in batn, One day a great Calmneſs hap⸗ 
pening, they ſapling very lowly, deſcried a Ship from afar off 
ſayling tbitherwards, wherefoze command was given to the 
Mariners to bear up to them, which was done wich all the ex- 
pedition they ceuld ; when they came ner the Sbip they heard 
the voice of a woman why made great lamenration : At which 
roiſe Don Bellianis wondzing, cauſed them to call abzard to 
ttem , when pzeſently two great Gyants armed at all points 
bit their beads,demanded what tbep required?

dzew their mighty Symetars to hinder the entrance of the 
Knights , who by the example of Don Bellianis, were all pꝛovi⸗ 
ded to afſatl the Gyants in their own Sbip : but our Knights 
ſolaid about them, that one of the Gyants was ſ@n laid along 
the Ship. At this noiſe ten well⸗ armed Knights wh? were be⸗ 
low, came up, and dzawing their @w:2ds went to aſſail our 
Knights, who defended themſelves very bzavely, and Don Bel. 
lian's ſo ſtoutly laid about bim, tbat he ſcon diſpatÞed four ef 
them, and thzew their bodies into the Seas; which the Gyanr 
ler ing made up to him, and gave him ſo fierce a blow on tbe 
Helmet, that he was aſtoniſped, and fozced to lap both his 
hands on tbe ſide of the Ship to raiſe himſelf up : but he was no 
ſooner got on his feet but be quickly revenged that blow, and 
gave the Gpant ſuch a return , that lighting on bis head he cut 
bis Helmet quite in two pieces, and alſo his Head was clea- 
bed down to the Jaws. 

Thus this Gyant being diſpatched, be turned him about to

Ao which fbe replred , Jam confident Sir Knight , that Jam 
not miſtaken in my knowledge of vou, foz without doubt pou 
muſt needs be the valiant Pꝛince Don Bellianis of Greece, of 
whoſe p:oweſs and bertue J am ſufficiently acquainted; where- 
foꝛe know Sir, that J belong ts theſage Bellona rour very god 
Friend. who underſtanding of the Enterp2ize that you were 
f0ing eb3ut to releaſe the Emperoꝛ, and knowing that all the 
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skill and art that your Mariners cc uld ute would not be to any 
purp: ſe , fo? it is impcſible to finde cut the place where be is 
kept without her help, fbe there foꝛe tent me to conduct pou thi⸗ 
ther: and commanding me to get wards the Court of the Seul⸗ 
dan of Babylon to met you, I being on my way thither , was 
met by theſe two Cyants and Knights, whem you have happily 
diſpa:tþed, who ſ&ing me alone tozced me to go absard with 
them, and whitter they would habe carryed me Jam uncertain, 
but thanks to rour velcz J am releaſed from that peril. ' 

Don Bellianis having heard this Relation, was verp glad that 
be ſhould noto be able to finde the place whither be was to go, 
and therefoze thanked the Damſel very kindly fo? the pains and 
peril the had undertaken foz his ſake : and thereupon be cauſed 
her to 40 out of that Ship into bis own, where ſhe was no ſcon⸗ 

er come, but fþe eſpping the Numidian Pzince, began to renew 

ber lamentatiens; at which they all wondzing, asked her the 
cauſe cf ber ſudden ſozrow ? To which ſþe replred, Ab, Sir 
Knigbt, when J came frem my Miſtriſs ſhe gave into mp cuſts- 
dy a Swoꝛd, Which ſhe commanded me to pzeſent to ber Ccufirr 
Balraſano , which ſbe told me he weuld ere long land in need 
of, foz tr bad ſo bidden a vertue that it weuld make its way tho- 
row any Armcz, though it were enchanted, and teld me that 
next to the Swoꝛd which j ou bad it was the beſt in the wozld, 
and theſe-two Grants when tbey took me, foꝛced the S woꝛd fro 
me, and what thep babe done with it J know not. | 

The Numidian Pzince bearing of this was much troubled, 
fearing leſt it ſþ.uld be loſt 62 thzcwn into the Bea with ſome of 
the dead Knights , wherefoze be and the Damſel immediately 
went into.tbe Sbip tc ſearch fo it: to after a little ſearch they 
found it in one of the Cabins of the Gyants , at which he was 
bery glad; and ſo returning inte the Ship of Don Bellianis, 
they fhewed it to him, and the Swozd was bery plain, onelp the 
Milt was mode of entire Emerald: : : | 

This being done, tbey deſired the Damtel to dired them to the 
place wher? the Bovldan remained: but ſpe told them that if 

tbey would take ber directions, they muſt firſt ſa71 to the Mouth 


of the River Araxis, and being there ſbe thin knew bow to — 
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duct them. They baving beard this. commanded the Mariners 
to obey ber Command, wbic< they fozthwith did, and ſet ſapl 
foz the River Araxis. In few bours tbey came tbitber, and ba⸗ 
ding infezmed the Damtel theres, ſbe adviſed wich the Maſter 
of tbe Uefſel , and told bim that be muſt tai croſs the Sea di⸗ 
rettlp nozthwards, whicb be accoꝛdingly did: thus they leaving 
the Gyants Ship bebinde tbem, ſzyled croſs that great Ses. 

Don Bellianis being bery impatient of tbetr delarzs, thinking 
that eberp day be bad bin abſent from bis Pzinceſs to be a year, 
and tberefs:e be diſcourſed with the Damſel of many matters 
during the Woyage, that be might p3ſs away the time the bet- 
ter: And ſþe teld bim that ber Piltreſs bad given ber no ac-

them that they ſoon oper-turned the Boat, ano bad not the Ma- 
riners immediately th;own cut Kopey tte two Unights bad 
been dzowned. 

Don Bcl!ianis ſtt ing this, and that theſe M:nſters wauld en- 
deaboꝛ to binder bis landing, and ſteing that the fþoze was ſo 
ſbelbing, that it was impoſſi ble fi ⁊ the Sbip to come ſo neæt it 
ag to lend bim, taking bis Swoꝛd in bis band be thꝛew bim- 
ſelf into the Sea, where he was aſſaulted by theſe Wonſlers 
who canie all about bim, but he being well skil'ed in twimming, 
did ſo bzavely bebate himſelt᷑ that in deſpigbt of them be get to 
land, killing one of them with every ſtroke he ſtruck By bis 
Crample the Numidian Pꝛince fe llowed him, but with very 
great perilcfbis life, foꝛ te was marvellouflp stcaufted, but at 
laſt having killed many» cf them with bis ſwozd, he got to ſhoze. 

Lhe Knight of Hope fe ing this, reſoited to ds the like , bus 
be failed in bis Enterpꝛize; fo? many of tłeſe Ponſters came 
about bim, and4n deſpigbt of bim bit bim in many places, and 
no twithſtanding be ſtruck at them witb bis cwoꝛd, pet it did no 
more execution upon them than if be had ſtruck upon an Anvile, 
foz bis Swoꝛd had net the vertue in it to withſtand Enchant- 
ments; wherefoze by the advice of the Damſel be came back 

again ta the Ship, where Le and all the reft were forced to flap, 
not being able ta land.

a Kock, and thougd tber walker rend rem t, they — 
finde any wap to enter into it. r W 
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the entrance into it was lie a Mell, fo? it was dston-right , 
and thep ſuppoſed it to be a Mell, but that there was no water 
init: Dereat thinking that that was the way into the Caſtle, 
they cut down ene of tbe talleſt Trees tbereabouts, and Don 


Bellianis eauing the Numidian to hold the one end of it, was let 


down into the Cave, but it reached not to the bottom, where⸗ 
foze he was fozced to take a great leap, and fo be fell to the 
ground ſoze bzuiſed with the fall , and befoze he could well get 
up be was aſſaulted by two great and bideous Serpents, who 
ran upon bim and trampled bim under their feet , but be ſon 
arsſe, and wounded them m3ſt piteoufl» ; whereupon they again 
came upon bim, and gave him ſuch laſhes with their monſtrous 

tayls that it cracked his Armoz ; but he waiting bis oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitp cut off their tayls, (> that they could not «fend bim that 
way, and they making a bideous noiſe, coming on him to be 
revenged, be cut off both thetr Peads at one blow. After he

When be bad done this be tate down, being to faint wich che

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Batket and a lng Rape tyed to it, toberefoze p:mering with 
bimtelf what uſe that ſhould be fo2 , he believed that with it be 
might dꝛaw the Numidian Prince up into the Caſtle, and ſa 
din about be ſaw a Pair of Stairs which went up to tbe 
Battlements of the outward Mall of the Caſtle, wbere be be⸗ 
ing come ſew tbe P2ince walking about the Gꝛten, pꝛying tobt ⸗ 
ther he might finde anp place to get into the Caſtle: Don Bel- 
lianis ſeeing this called to bim, and told bim if that be would 
come in to bim, he would help bim up by that Kope and Baſkef, 
to which he teadilp aſſented, and ſo letting of it down, be dzew 
him up accozdingl”, 

When they were come down into the Court-pard, he percei - 
ted that Don Bell.anis had not been idle, foz he ſaw the two 
D2agons that were flain, at which they much admired , and ſo 
they paſſed f:2wards, when coming to a great Gate they ſat a 
tall Pon, which one of them having funded, the Gates flew 
immediately open: but as they went to enter, there was two 
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mighty Gpants oppoſed themſelbes to fozbid them, and taking 
uo their mighty Battel-Axes , laid many ſtrokes cn the two 
Knights, but they who were undaunted repaid rhem wich man? 
weighty blows: and Don Bellianis being angred that as pet be

- T his tbeſe two friends babing finiſþed this Combate, went 
Co2wards and entred into a dꝛabe Pall paved with Marble, and 
Cuppo?ted with ſeveral Pillars of Iaſpir : wslking about bere 
thepſaw a Do that ledttem into a Carden where were many 
pleaſant, Wialks , among tle reſt one led them to a Mault, at 
ihe ded? <f which tber awo an Inſcription thus wzitten: 


They who ſhall bave ſo greac prowels as co kill all the Gvards, 
and paſs hither, ſhall yet fail in their expectations, unleſs the 
Fire that is here preſerved be put out; which being done, this 
&ochantment ſhall end. 


Tie Knights babing read this, were ſometobat ſatisfied 
Sat wey knew wbat weuld put an end to this Adventure, and 
ederefoze they reſolved ts uſe thetr utmeſt power to accompliſh 
it: but they knew not how to enter (bis Cave , the do being 
very ſtrong, ſearching furtter wey ſaw anotter deo belonging 
io the ſame Cave. and a Bell banging ttereto, which tbep rung 
and then the den opened, and there they ſaw a ſmall Firein the 
middle of the Cave : As ſon as wey were entred they were af- 
ſaulted in marvelious manner, but they» could not ſ& by whom; 
they felt many migbty ſtrokes, ſo that ſometimes thep were dꝛi⸗ 
ven to fall down on their knees , but thep could not ſ& any bedy 
that gave them, and it was in vain to uſe their S woꝛds, fox 
wep cut nothing but the Air, at wbich tbey botb marvelled. And 
te Numidian Peince underſtanding by che Inſcription that they 
pad read, that tte quencbing of that Fire gave an end to tbe 
Enchantment, be left Don Bellianis and went out of the Cabe 
to the Fountain which they bad ſen in tbe Ccurt-yard, and tae 
king off bis Pelmet, intended to fetch ſome water ſrom tbence, 
but when he was come nter the Fountain, and went to dip bis

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Helmet therein fez water, there iſſued out of the water a ſterce 
Crocodile , and flying in dis face wounded his head, fo chat be 
bled exceedingly : at Which being amazed, be dzew his Soze 
and had a great C.mbite with the Crocodile, but in the end

ter, 02 elſe ſhe bad kept rou c unpanp. - & 
The S9ildan bearing this, went ro Don Bellianis , andlifts 
ing dim from the greund, ſaid : Jnd&d god Bnight, be who 
, bought 
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bꝛougbt me hicher, told me that if J would not conſent that be 
pould difpoſe of my Daugbter, de would ere long kezce her to 
ktep me companp, and woe ſhould end our woꝛetched libes toge ⸗ 
ther , but J reſolved rather to ſuffer any tozment than to cen⸗ 
ſent ta ſs great an evil as the delivery of my Daughter to bim, 
truſting that the Peavens would be Ca geo) to her as to pzeſerve 
ber out of bis bands, and rather <&@fing to have perpetual im-

Don Bellianis bearing of this, was wondercus deſirous to 
know the truth of this matter, and therefeze be thus replped: 
'Aruly Sir Knight., Jam a ſtranger in this Countrey, being 
but lately come into theſe parts, rberefoze J p2ay pou gibe teur 
elk the trouble to gibe me a particular acc:unt of tbis matter. 
Know then Sir Knight , quotrb tbe other, that pou are now in

foz her abl lute Anſwer, wbich ſhe gave tbem to the ir ſmall con» 
tent; (oz ſhe very beldly told them, that though ber Father 
were returned, yet ſhould ſþe always continue in this opinion, 
that ſbe would never accept their Maſter foz ber Pusband ; with 
which Anſwer they at laſt returned, being berpſoprp that their 
Embaſſie turned to no better effect. 

Arriving ar Trebizond, and returning tbis Anſwer to their 
Walter, be was at firft much troubled, but in the end underſian- 
ding cf tte abſence of the Sculdan, be reſolved to make uſe of 
the pzeſcnt «ppoztunity to be retenged, as well foz the old 
w2ongs his Empire had ſuſtained by the Sculdan, as fcz the

friends in the woꝛld, that if occaſion ſerves I ſhall be able te 
raife ſuch a power, as ſhall eaſilp ober thꝛow the _— of your 
enemies to their confufton, and pour own banoz, In theſe dif- 
eourſes ſpent they the msſt of their time that they travzlled, and 
tbe Souldan was fozced to diſguiſe himſelf, till be came inty 
bis own country, leſt he being known by any of his enemies, 
P0ud be taksn and kept pziſoner: but it was not long ere be ar- 
rived in bis own dotninions,and then he travelled the moze bold⸗ 
Ip, but he as pet ſaw no pzeparations foꝛ war , at which be much

Ah Madam, 
ſatd he, if mp diſcourſe bath given pou any ſenſe of ſozrow , af- 
ſure your ſelf FJ tvag much moze afflicted when J has firſt the 
relation of your migfoztunes abour the Etnperoz of Trebizond, 
and altbcugh J did not gueſtion pour Loralty, ret J knew not 
Dbat you might be compelted unte by a fearfut Mother and a 
Nobiltty without a bead: but J am to render you infinite 
thanks foz your fo reſolute anſwer to his Ambaſſadozs , not 
queſtioning but ſome conliderations of me the meaneſt cf pour 
ſerbants, occaſioned you to return that anſwer. 

Sir, ſaid ſpe, J never bad any inclinatisn fo2 that Pzince, 
foz bis perſon does not pleaſe me, o beſides that there is ſucb an 
anti- 
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antipichy in my nature to any cne of the family of Trebizond, 
though never ſo well accempliſped, that J ſhould have refuſed 
bim; but were there pzefented to me the moſt accempliſped per- 
ſon fo? bertues and magnanimity,and were be likewiſe ſole Pe⸗ 
tentate cf the wobole earth ſet in campetition to rou, Dir, and 
were peu but a bare Knigbt-errant , my choice ſþculd quickly

The next day be was up early in the mozning , and the 

two Knights of Hope, and the Flaming Sword, defired that they 
might be admitted to wait on bim in tbis Expedition: to whit 
f requeſt te being ſufficiently. ſatisfied of therr valoz, 8ffented, 


and gabs them both ſufficient Commands under bim, 3 
ohen

How Don Bellianis marching towards Trebiccad, and increaſing 
his Army, arrived at laſt neer to his Eremies Camp. 


— Arly the nett mozning did Don Bellianis ariſe, and cau- 
ſed the Drums, Trumpets , and all other Marlike In- 
ſtruments to found a March: which Command being 
accozdingiy obeyed, they adbanced fozwards, but he wag 
much t indered in his marches; bo reaſon of tbe great quantity 
of Foꝛces that ſtill came in to bim, fo that befuze be had march⸗ 
ed one hundꝛed and fifty miles, his Army was one hundzed thou- 
ſand men compleat, at which be was very joyful; and therefoze 
be made all the expedition poſſible ts met the Enemy befeze be 
ſhould be come out of bis own Kingdom. But the Emperoꝛ of 
Trebizond habing carrped on his bufineſs with great privacy, 

TD had 
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bad gotten bis Fozces tegetber, and muſtring two hund ꝛe 

thouſand men, belldes many fierce and — — — 
adbanced with his Army very far, and was come into part of 
the Domintons of the-©:uldan of Babylon „ befoze he heard the 
News cf the Sguldans being returned, wbich did ſomewbar 
trouble him, but towever be refolved to goon; and not leave 


bis Enterpzize unattempted. 
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Hearing this news, he was ſcmewhat diſcontented 
foz be had been in the Mars between the —— 
the Duke Alfiron, and there he had both beard and tern the va- 
liant Aus ofthe Knight of the Golden Image : but $9 
relolted to perſiſt in big Enterpꝛize, and like a good and dy 
Knight to go fozward., and endeabs; to give bis Enemy battel 
bef:ze be ſpould increaſe his Foꝛces, not queſtioning but tho* 
row te magnammity of his-pwn valoz; and wat ot his Knights 
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following. 
CHAP. XXIIII. 


How Don Bellianis ordered his Forces, and of the cruel bloody 


Battel between the Emperor of Trebizend and his Army, and 
the Forces under the command of Don Belliang. 


Be moming being come wherein this great Wattel 
was td be fought, Don Bellianis are ſe earlv , and dipi⸗ 
ding bis Army into the Squadzons , teok fozty thcu⸗ 
ſand men under bis own command, twenty thouſand 
men he ozdered to be commanded by the Knight of Hope, and 
twenty 
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{vente tboutand men under the command of the Knight of the 
laming Sword, and twenty thouſand men moze be oꝛdered ta 
be under the command of the Pꝛince of Meſapotamia, and not 
ts ſtir to the Battel, until there ſhould be an abſolute neceMMty, 


oz that he ſpeuld be commanded by bimſelf. 
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Thus having ozdered his Battalions , be commanded t th 
Heads ef every Trop to come ta the Front of the Army,ty 
be enccuraged them by this following diſcourſe: Sine 


and fellow Souldiers, the caute ct this war J hall not nerd 1 


infozm pcu ef, you being already ſatisfied in that particular, 
the courages ofyour enemies you likewiſe are acquaſantsd with, 


baving by often experience found that neber any auß

chief occaffon cf this boldneſs in tbem , 0 eiſe they would not

92der and with:ut a Yead,but thanks be to heaven you babe not 
onelp a Head to rule over ou, in that your gracious ®overaign 
is reſtoꝛed, but allo à General who will hazard his perſon to the 
utmoſt with pcu, and therefoze J queſtion not but ou will habe 
hearts to follow my example, and if pou ſ& any thing of courage 
in me to imitate me therein and follow my example , and aſ- 
ſure Tour ſelves that J reſolbe to conquer oz die: thus hoping pon 
habe all the ſame courage and reſolution , let us bzabely fall on 
our enemies. 

This ſpe being ended, cauſed a great ſhout thꝛeugbout the 
whole Armp , and pzeſently every one repairing to his own 
command, they marched on ts afſault their enemies; who all this 
while were not idle, but tbe Emperoꝛ not fozgetting what was 
neceſſary to be done, did likewiſe oꝛder bis Fattel, and divided 
them into four parts, one of fifty thouſand men be commanded 
bimfelf , the Pꝛince of Albania commanded the like number, 
and two mighty Giants cf bis kindzed, commanded the other 
two Squadꝛons. | 

Thus having divided his Fozces, and 92dered his Battel, be 
was likewiſe about to make an Dzation to bis Souldiers, but 
the noiſe which his enemies made in tkeir appzoacbeg diverted 
bim, and therefsze caufing his Trumpets and Dzums, and all 
maner of millitary Inſtruments to ſound, he being armed at all 
points in the Front of the Army, went fezwards to receive the 
Babylonians, Don Bellianis being likewiſe in the Front of his 
Armp, ſ&ing bis enemy appzoacþ , and believing it to be the 
Emperoz , becauſe he bad on bis accuſtomed black Armoz, tn 
which he had gotten great rendwn , anger and jealouffe fo in- 
cented him, that taking a ſtrong Lance, and ccuching the ſame, 
be ran füll againſt him: and the other being alſo per vided did 
tbe fame in ſuch bzave manner that their Lances ſþivered into 
pieces, and their bozſeg miet ing, had like to habe obertbzewn one 
another: but tbeſe two bꝛabe Warriozs ſon recovering them- 
ſelbes, and dzawing their Swozds, aſſaulted one another.with. 
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incredible kurs: Long did cheir Combate endure together, co 
that boch Armies jopned, and as well the Soldiers as the Com- 
manders perfeꝛmed wonders, making an incredible laughter : 
at length one cf the Gyants, Couſin to the Emperoꝛ, adbancing 
with bis Treop , arrived at the place where the two Generals 
were in Combate, and reſolving to diſpatch Don Bellianis, cc w- 
ardly came behinde bim, and gave bim fo weighty a blow on che 
Melmet, that be fell backwards on bis hezſe, and be going ts 

redeuble the ſame bad certainly killed bim at tbe ſecond blow, 
had not the bozſe of Don Bellianis run away with bis Maſter, 

who ſ&n coming again to himſelk, and being extraozdinarily 
enraged, perceived that it wes the Grant that had uſed him ſo 
hardly, foz be ſtill purſued him to take à wap his life; which he 

ſeeing, being moze enraged than any Numidian Licneſs berea- 
ted of her whelps, the fire ſparkling from bis eyes, let fall bis 

Target, and taking bis Swozd in both bands, laid ſo puiſſant 

a blow on the Gyant, that be did clea be him down from the head 
to the middle. The Black Knight ſeeing this, cryedvut, Ob ye 
Gods ! with bow much fezce and tale; habe yau endued one 


fingle Knight ? 
Don Bellianis having done this execution, ſpurred on bis 


beaſt, and moze furicuſly than a baited Bull entred the Army of 


bis Enemy, where te did kill and ap all that came within che 
reach of bis So d. The Black Knight. did the like , till at 
length be was encountred with by the Knight of Hope, who in 
deſpigbt of bis reſolutten to go fozwards , made him ſtay and 
b:avelp received bim: but the Black Knight being of admirable 
fozce and dexterity , ſo handled him that in ſhozt time he left 
bim without ſenſe s: motion, and ſo he departed and went foz- 


wards, killing and flaping all that bad the valoz. to oppoſe him. 


Abus continued be a long time, till one came to him, and told 
him that bis pzefence w. uld be very neceſſary in his own Ar - 
mp, foz tbat the Knight of the Golden Image, and thoſe wbo 


followed bim, bad put one of the Squadꝛons of bis Armp to the 


rcut , which he hearing pꝛelontſp de parted: and coming to the 

place where Don Bellianis was, bz ſaw him perfoꝛm things in - 

credible, f:2he was in purſuit of many Bnights, none abb 
N abing 
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baving to much reſolution; as to turn their faces towards him» 
foꝛ if thep did they certainly met with their deaths. ; 

The Ennperoz ſeeing this, was fozced foz the ſafety of bis 
own men, to engage himſelf once moze in Combat with bim, 
which Don Bellianis was not ar all diſcontented at, but renew⸗ 
ing his fozces, he likewiſe renewed the Fight with him. Theſe 
two valiant Champions continued long in fight together, and 
gave to each other ſuch biole nt blows, tbat thoſe F. 2ces that 
were there (ted ſtill and fozboze fighting, to behold them: But 
Don Bellianis whoſe match was not to be fe und thzougbout the 
whole Univerſe,being angred that tbe Fight continued fo long, 
gabe the Empero? ſo mighty a blow on the arm that he wound- 
ed him fo mightily, that bis @w-2d fell out of his hand; which 
Don Bellianis ſ ing, and intending to redouble bis blow, was 
pꝛevented: foꝛ many baltant Knights who had till then ſi@d ſtill, 
ſeing their Peince in ſo great danger, went and ſuccozed him, 
and in deſpight of Don Bellianis carried him away to his Tent, 
where when bis wound was dꝛeſſed, be would have entred the 
Fight again, but bis Chirurgrons would not in any wife per- 
mit it. 

Thus the abſence of the Empercz cauſed Don Bellianis and 
bis party to pꝛevail: but although be behaved himſelf with great 
baloꝛz, and killed many Knigbts and Giants, yet their great 
numbers till freſþly coming on, in the end tired him, ſo that 
when the night app:oacbed (be baving continued the Battel all 
that day) be withdꝛew bis men, and contented himſelf with 
what he had done; foꝛ the next mazning having taken an account 
of the numbers that he badloſt . be fcund that be wanted but 
Fifreen thouſandſnen, when on the enemies part were flain 
at leaſt fifty thouſand men. 

That day the Knights of Hope, and of che Flaming Sword 
did perfoꝛm bꝛavelv, and net having ever been in any Battel be» 
fege, tbey by the example of tbetr General perfozmed excellently 
both in commanding and executing , andthe Pꝛince of Meſapo- 
tamia though a moſt vattant Knight, and much againfthis will, 
this day perfozmed nothing, for be temained where his Genera! 
bad commanded him, and there was no occaiion touſe that foꝛce 

= that 
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tbat was under his Command till it was night , and then 
they retreated in gd oꝛder to the place were he was placed, and 
there taking up their quarters expected tbe appꝛeach of the next 
moznings fiin to renew their fight, Mews was ſ@n carried 
ebery where of the god foztune of the Knight of the Golden 
Image, and the Foꝛces under his command, and how that in 
linge Eombote be had fo wounded tbe Emperor ö Trebizond 
in the arm, that be was foꝛced to leave the fight, and or t hole o⸗ 
tbet advantages that he had gotten, which cauſed many moꝛe of 
the Bouldan gf Babylons Subjects to come in unto him, and the 
next day there arrived a freſþ ſupply of fifty thouſand men from 
the Pzince of Numidia; with p:omiſe and aſſurance that be 
bimfelfmould within fe w days be with bim in the Þead of cne 
bod thodſond men, and tben they did not queſticn but they 
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ſpouſd be able-to expet thecr enemies out of the Ccuntrp. 

jut Don Betlianis believing that be bad Fozces enough al- 
ready to perfozm that without any new Additions, reſolved to 
try the foꝛtune ef another day with his whole Armp, reſolving 
$0 die oz dzibe bis enemies out of the field, In this reſclution 
be continued, and therefoze gabe ozder that all ſhoulo be in rea- 
*dineſs to fall upon their enemies, Whenſoever be ſpould cem⸗ 
On the other fide the Emperoꝛ of Trebizond was much difcon- 
tented at the wound be had received, but be reſoleed that ſbould 
not binder bim from fighting in bis own perſon in the next 
Wattel which be intended ſpould be within two days, foꝛ by 
that time he expected a recruit of fifty thouſand men wich 
were already raiſed, and onely ſtaid bebind to expect his Co'r- 
mand foꝛ them to advance: which F2zces be ſent foz with this 
veſolution , that as ſon as they were come to bim be would a- 
gain hazard another Field-batrel , but be was bindered of bis 
purpoſe, foꝛ Don Bellianis accoꝛding to bis teſolut ion be bad 8l- 
readp taken, did engage. bim and all bis Fozces in ancther 
Field: battel, beſoze the arrival of bis other Foꝛces, as Þall be 

ſpewed rou at large in the Chapter following: 
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CHAP. XXV. 


How Don Belianis fought another B ttel with the Emperor of 
Trebizond , and how he forced him to leave the Field ; and 
how he followed him into his own Countrey. 
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lianis, without any noiſe of Trumpets, oz other Mar⸗ 

like Inſtruments, leabe his own Camp, and with his 

whole Fozces marched to aſſault bis Enemies, bobo 

baving kept a ſtrict Watch tos the Alarm, but befoze they could 
put themſelves in a readineſs, Don Bellianis and his F. ces had 
ſacrificed the lives of above twenty thouſand men. | 
The Empercz cf Irebizond being entaged at this ſurpziſal, 
(con called foꝛ bis Armoz, and baving armed bimſelf tberewith, 
and being meunted cn a luſty Courſer , ſon rebenged bimſelf of 
- Come of his Enemies, foꝛ befoze be bꝛake big Lance be difmoun- 
ted above twenty Knigbts, and being accompanied with twenty 
fierce Gpants (who were appointed foz his Guard by reaſon of 
the laſt days mis oꝛtune) they with their bzoad and ſharp cut- 
ting Cpmetars and Battel⸗axes made a woful deſtruction , to 
wat place ſoever thep came pꝛeſent death followed to thoſe chat

T hours be foꝛe dap the next moꝛning did Den Bel- 
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reſifted them: at length tbey met with the PNince of Maſapota- 
mia, wha baving been idle all tbe laſt Battel , was refolbed to 
make amends in this days Combate, and went with a Guard 
df one hundꝛed Knightz , killing and fezeing their ways tho? 
row the enemies Camp: Mim and his Knights did the Em⸗ 
peroz and bis Giants aſſail, and betwwen them bappened a 
bloody Conflict; foz the Giants being of tbe beft in tbe whole 
Army, had p2elently flain twenty of bis Knights, which fo en. 
raged the Meſaporamian,that mangre all their refiſfance,tefent 
two of their black fouls immediately to accompany bis Knights, 
and fiercely bzeaking thoꝛeugh the midſt of them, be ran againſt 
the Empero? with great advantage, fo2 be well nigh dilmoun⸗ 
ted him from his hozfe : fox be not being p2ovided foꝛ the — 
counter, was foꝛced to catch hald of his bozte neck to ſabe bi 
lelf from falling. At which afſault be recovering bimſelf, and 
being enraged, with bis Swoꝛd gave his adverſary ſo mighty a 
blow on the helmet, that be bent dis head to the bozſes neck, 
and would have ſen diſpatched him cf bis life, but that tht 
Knight of Hope came then timely encugh to pꝛebent bim, and 
ſo received the blow, and returned it ſo fiercely on the @mperoz 
that be was wounded on the Thigh : and by this time the 
Pꝛince of Meſapotamia was recovered to his ſenſes, and.find- 
ing the danger be was delivered from, was firſt thankful to wwe: 
beavens, and then revenged bimſelf on one of the Giants, we 
was next bim, whole Arm be cut cf, and woundedhim fo in th 
| fide,that his liſe was ſacrificed to his rebenge, 3 
Thus the Battel was in this part ofthe field, but ths Knight 
of the Golden Image, and ths Knight of the Flaming Sword. 
keeping company with one another, made very great havock of 
4 their enemies, and being followed by a great party of balfare 
Knights, gave the enemy ſo terrible an Dn-ſet,that after two 
hours contention they fled and left the field, having firſt lefc it 
thickly ſtrewed with the dead bodies of the Emperozs Foꝛcen. 
Don Bellianis purſued him fo long, that in the end they came to 
3 great River. and ſ&ing that death was both befoze and behind . 
| them, they made a ſtand and bzabely refiſted bim and all bis 
Forces, where they fought ſo — that the mon 
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the Eiver, which were went to be of a chziſtaline bew, were now 
by means cf the great laughter was there made, become ef a 
ſcalret dy. N 
All this while the Emperoz and bis Grants, with great part 
of bis Fozces, were engaged, as J t.id pou, with the Pꝛince of 
Mefaporamia and the Knight cf Hope, wbere though they on 
both fides perfeꝛzmed miracleg, pet in tbe end be in deſpigbt cf 
all the reliſtance be could watze, after the death of many ef his 
Gtants. and a very great ſlaughter of bis men, was likewiſe 
fozced to retreat, which be did with a great deal cf ſobztery, ho- 
ping that the other part ef bis Army was in better caſe then 
that which be commanded. Wut te was not long wittout tte 
knewledge of what bad kappened to them: and bearing that 
they were engaged at the River fide, he then commanded ſcme 
Df rhe miſt baliant cf the Grants to make good the Retreat 
with the beſt advantage, and the leaft loſs that tbey c:uld, while 
be bimſelf went in all beſte to his Forces, Hoping by his pze- 
ſence to put new courage into their bꝛeaſts. When he came to 
them, be found that they had made a mighty refifſtarce , and 
tbat the Fight was tery blggdy ; whereſoze tbat be might exer- 
eiſe tte part of a diſcreet Gencral , and being them off with the 
leaſt loſs , be knowing that there was a Bzidge not far off, ſent 
topifeſs it: which wben be bad done, be commanded his Ar- 
my to retire thither as faſt ag thep could, be bimſelf, with the 
moſt taliant Knights of his whole Armp, making good the Rear 
as well as they cculd; but nctwitbſianding all tbe diligence 
and veloꝛ that they could uſe , Don Bellianis and the Knights 
with him pled their buſineſs ſo well, that ere they got over the 
River niany of them leſt their lives: At length they got to the 
other fide of the Kiber, and in deſpight of Don Bellianis and all 
bis Fozces,tbey cut down the Bꝛidge, ſo that there was no wap 
ſoꝛ him and bis Foꝛces to ſoll w them. 
This being done, he left a ſtrong Guard at tbe Rivers fide, 
and then returned to the plece wbere the Empero; had encam⸗ 
ped, where ther feund great Treaſure ; foz ſo great was their 
baſte in their Retieat, that the: bod not time to tetze any thing 
with them. All tte Weoty cf the Emperozs Camp fe gave to 
| | the 
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the Souldiers, which gave them a great ſatisfaction, and cauſed 
them ever to have a great eſteem of bim. 

Tbis being done, be diſpatched meſſengers to infozm the 
Souldan , of what he had dine net fo:getting to wꝛite to his 
Dear Pzinceſs, the remembzance of whom made him the moze 
defircus to put anend to theſe warg , that he might ſolace bis 
ſpirits in ber cempanp. The Emperoz of Trebizond being 
thus fozced to leave the field, and ſ#ing that foztune wag a 
little contrary to him, pet being of an extraoꝛdinarp courage, re- 
ſol bed till to perſevere? in bis entetpꝛiſe, and not to leave off 
baſely, hoping in the end to attain bis defires, and in o2der to 
the ſtrengrbning and recruiting bis Fozces, be ſent commands 
to thoſe Fozces that were behind, to a wait his coming to a 
City called Pharez, which was the firſt City in his Empire; 
which being accozdingly done, one evening leaving ſome hozſe- 
men at the River fide,be raiſed his Camp and departed to Pha- 
rez, and the next day thoſe that be had left bebind at the water 
followed him: He tus being arrived at the City, foztified it 
both within and witbout, and ſent thezougbout his Empire to 
all places foz belp, reſolving to make that place the ſeat of war, 
foz elſe be knew that the Souldans Fozces would fellow him 
kurther. 

Abe next day after their departure, Don Bellianis was in⸗ 
fczmed thereof by thoſe be had left at the water ſtde, wherefoze 
be marched down tbicher, but do what he cculd it was two days 
befoze be could mend the Bzidge, which the Emperoꝛ of Trebi- 
zond bad cauſed to be bꝛoken; which when he had dane, he paſ- 
ſed oder with bis wbole Army , reſolving to purſue his enemp, 
which be did accozdingly 3 and thus in geo) oz der he marched 
till be arrived ner the City cf Pharez , wbere be ſaw that the 
enemy had made ſtreng entrenchments without the Town, ſo 
that all be did at pzeſent was to encamp bimſelf nter them; 
which when be had done, be pzepared to give them an affault, 
which be did, as ſhall be ſpewed pou in the Chapter following. 
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CHAP. e 


How the Emperor of Trebicend being beſieged in the City of 
Pharez,ſcrt Ambailadors to 4/bania, Georgia, Muſcovia, and 
ſeveral other Kings his Allies, eo help him in his Wars with 
the Souldan of Fabylau; and how Don Belliaris aſſaulted his 
Forces that were encamped without the City. 
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On Bellianis being extreamlp deſtroug to do all that 
might be poſſible ſoꝛ the overcoming of bis enemp,be- 
foze anp other belp came ta him, that he might acquire 
| tbe moze honoꝛ thereby , reſclbed to ſet upon his ene- 
mies Camp tbat was wittour the City, and (if p. ſible) fozce 
them to retite into the City, that be might lay a cloſe Siege 
tbereto, and ſo binder them from geing ab2cad fo? pꝛobiſtons. 
In order to which reſolutien , after his men had reſted tbem⸗ 
ſelbes, he commanded them to provide to aſſault their enemies. 

On tbe other lide the Emperc z reſolving to abide him there, 
tk care fs? freſþ ſupplies, foꝛ he not onely ſent tboꝛough all bis 
own Dominions foz moze help but likewiſe ſent Ambaſſadozs to 
thoſe-Kings that were either bis Friends oz of his Alliance, 
fur as were the Kings of Albania, Georgia, and the Empercz 
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of Muſcovia, defiring them not to ſail bim in this occaſion, and 
the Ambaſſadoꝛs who went made ſuch expedition, and bad ſich 
god ſucceſs in tbetr Embaſſies , that the Empe rag had great 
üſſiſtance, as y ou ſhall bear hereafter. In the mean time,knoty-» 
ing that he had not onelp a valiant , but a politic enemp to 
deal witb, be kept ftrict Guards both within and without the 
City, left be (ould be ſurpzized. 

Don Bellianis notwithſtanding all the diligence be twk,did lin ⸗ 
pꝛize him, foꝛ having dzawn out a Squadzon of fifty thouſand 
Knights,the meſt accomplifhed in tbe whole Armp, cauſed them 
to put a piece et white ülk, oꝛ cloth in their Pelmets, that they 
might know one another theugh in the dark 2 and in Fe middle 
of the night , when his enemies expected no ſuch matter, be 
came to the Camp, and killing tbe Centinels,fell in among the 
Einperczs Fozces,and lew many of them befcze tbey could arm 
themſelves, and ſich was their confuſton in the dark, that they 
without knowledge Cew one another, not knowing their ene⸗ 
mies from kriends by reaſon of the darkneſs of the nigbt, and 
tbeir not being acquainted with his ſtrats gem. In this man⸗ 
ner be run thoꝛougb the Camp, and being followed by the beft 
cf his Armp, came to the walls cf the City, defiring them to 
open, perſmading the Guards that they were of their own 
party, telling them that they muſt needs peak with the Empe⸗ 
re: but the Euards who bad commands to tte contrary, went 
im ediarely to the Emperoz and told him the reef, who arifing 
from tis bed, came tothe wall, and then be verp well under- 
ſtod that the Army was alarmed; wherefoze be refuſed togpen 
the Gates, net knowing whirher they were cf his son Armp 02 
Enemies. 

Don Bellianis perceiving this, and that it would be to dite 
pur pole to continue there, departed, and fo returned th&ongh 
the enemies Camp ; killing and ſteping all that were in dis 
way, and ſo. being gone thoꝛeugb the Camp and paſſed alb4be 
Guards, he cauſed the retreat to be ſounded : wbich bis Scul- 
diers Learing,ſon underſtood the meaning thereof, and ſs lefr 
the Camp and came to him; who when they were ce, fairly. 
retteated to their.own Quarters; But Don Ballianis who had 
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an intent to furpꝛize the City, and fayling therein, ag pou 
babe beard, was ſotnetwhat vered : but bowever be conſidered 
that be done them a ſufficient miſchief, fo2 be bad killed abobe 
twenty thouſand of his enemies, and came off with the loſs of 
not above five bundꝛed men. ' 

This action gave the Emperoꝛ a ſenſible diſpleaſure, and did 
reſcive tf poſſible to rebenge it, but he could not at pzeſent put 
bis re ſoldes into execution, wherefoze be gave ſtrict commands 
to ktep double Guards , and moze ſtrict Watches, hoping in 

ſpoꝛt time to have ſuch aid that he might be able not cnely to 
revenge that lets, but to beat bis Foes out of the field: But 
befoze and Fozces came to his aſſiſtance , Balcaſano Pꝛince ok 
Numidia arrived at the Camp of Don Bellianis with one bund⸗ 
red thouſand men, and witz new D2ders trom the Souldan, chat 
if the Empero2z would pay the coſt ef the Mar, and disband 
bis Foꝛces, that then te ſþ3uld babe peace, otherwiſe chat they 
(ould pzoſecute the War againſt bim to the utmoſt ; ſuch was 
the defire and inclination wat the Souldan had koꝛ peace. 

Tbeſe D2ders much treubled Don Bellianis, being verp dit⸗ 
contented that the Mar muſt end, and chat he could not ſacrifice 
the life cf bis rival, fearing him C3 long as he ſb:uld live, leſt he 
ſpould fo pꝛopound the babing of tbe Pzinceſs Florisbella, as 
tbe Souldan ſþculd accept of it, and indeed when the pꝛe pe fi⸗ 
ttons were ſent to the Emperoꝛ, be was willing to accept of them 
pꝛovided be might have the Pzinceſs ſoz his Wite , otherwiſe 
be weuld ſtand to che utmoſt hazard cf tbe war, nor queſtioning 
but by the help of his Allies and Friends, but chat be ſhould not 
onelp be able to beat his enemies cut of bis Country, but to af» 
ſault them in tteirs, and give them ſucb trouble that the Sa ul⸗ 
dan would be willing to pz:pound bis Daughter fcz a compoſt- 
tion of the War. 

This Anſwer being returned to the two Ge:terals Don Bel- 
lianis and Baltaſano, diſpleaſed them both, but the anger that 

Don Bellianis was in at this pzopoſition was t great that J 
am not able to expzeſs it; fo? riſing fron the place where he 
fat, be delivered this anl wer to tte meſſenger: 


Go tell thy Maſter,ttat ſo long as the Souldan of Babylon has 
Sub- 
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Subjects in his whole Empire, that he ſhall never compel him to 
ſuch baſeneſs as the proſtituting his moſt Royal Daughter to one 
ſo baſe and unworthy : and were all the treaſure of the Souldan 
exhauſted, all his Subjects ſlain, and none left in his whole Em- 
pire to defend him, yet I would command ſuch an Army from 
ther parts in defence of the Royal Princeſs Flori lla, as ſhould 
not ont ly be able to expel thy Maſter from che Souldans Domi- 
nions, but alſo todeſtroy him, and all his in the very heart of 
his own Kingdom. And tell thy Maſter, that ſince he hath neg- 
led ed the gracious and favorable Propoſitions of the Souldan, 
that he now expect no more, but prepare himſelf for all the 
misfoi tunes that a cruel and bloody War can bring him: And 
tell him, that I the Knight of the Golden Image, do reſolve when 
next I meet him to bereave him of his life or loſe my own in the 
attempt, and hereupon I bid him mortal battel. 

T bis was tbe anſwer of Don Bellianis, and it was ſpcken 
with ſo-much fierceneſs, that the very fire iſſued from bis epes 
f.2 anger, and he c:uld hardlp utter bis wo2ds foz tbe inward 
be tation that be took at the demands of rhe Empere z. Thus 
the meſſenger being returned, Don Bellianis and Baltaſano te- 
ſolved both to aſſault bim on tte next day, and uſe their utmoſt 
endeabozs to gain the Citp, and rhereupon they p2abided all 


things ready foꝛ an afſaulr. :

E will now f2 a while leave the two Princes 
of Greece and Numid ia, and all their compant- 


hed a uo at DDr 
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There was ſo great jop foz the return of the Q ten, that 
molt of the Nobility of the countrey reſozted to Antioch to ſe 
ber, and to tender her their dutiful Allegtance , which ſþe gra- 
ridufly accepted; and they ſtill ſtayed ts continue the Triumph 
that ſþould be at the Wedding. The dap being come, and a1 
things pzovided , the Queen and Don Brianel were married in 
great pomp , and ſþe that day was moſt richly attired, ſo that 
notwichſtanding all ber ſozrow in der travels, ſhe appeared to 
be one of the moſt handſome Pzinceſſes in the wozld : Dinner 
being ended, every one reſozred ts the Tilt-yard , which was 
nter the Pallace , wbere a Scaffold was erected, and on that 
was placed two Chairs of State foz the King and Queen to fit 
and bebold the Tournaments and Feats of Chivalry that was 
to be perfozmed, 
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Don Ctarineo, Don Lucidamor e, Don Contumelian)o, and 
Flioriſpiano, and & poung Knight called Trion, oz the Knight of 
the Wolf, wbo was Bon to Damartino the late Govern: z, 
were the Challengers, who undertok to Jouſt, and kep tbe 
Field againſt all comers feꝛ fix dars, and accozdingly they be- 
ing armed at all points, entred the Liſtg , and —— the 
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Trumpets to ſound, and the Herald to pꝛeclaim, that if there 
were any adicentirous Knights that would tn bono? of the King 
and Quten bꝛeak a Lance,they were there ready to receibe bim; 
which wag no ſeoner done, but there came a Knight armed in 
white Armoz , who taking a Lance entered the Liſts , and 
expected the ſound of the Trumpet that be might begin his 
Courſe : the Knight of che Wolf did the like, and they bzavely 
meeting bake their Lances in the encounter, and ſo paſſed on; at 
the next erceunter the Knight of the Wolf bad ſo god foz- 
tune, as toovertbzow the ocher Knight out cf bis Saddle, and 
paſſed on being unſhaken, and expected another Aſſaplant, 
when pzeſently another Knight armed in azure Armoz , entred 


tbe Liſt, and doing his ober ſance to the King and Queen, ex⸗ 


pected the encounter , which was ſo fierce that be loſt both his 
ſtirrops, and the hozſe cf the Knighr of the Wolf was cn bis 
buttocks, but he ſon made him riſe and ſa went bzavely on, 

ben taking another Lance, and reſolving to be rebenged of 
is late diſgrace , be ran ſo fiercely againſt the Knight in tbe 
azure Armez,tbat be ſent bim from bis hozſe to the ground with 
his Saddle between bis legs. 

After this, anotber Knight entred the Lift armed in a greet 
Atmoz, and on bis Shield was painted a Knight leaning on 
the ground under a tuft ef trees, and be went by the name of 
the Solitary Knight: This Anight after his due reverence ts 
tbe King and Nueen, pꝛanced abaut the field with a great grace, 
at laſt he arrived at the end cf the Liſts, and taking a Lence 
frem ene of his pages. at the ſaundofthe Trumpets began bis 
Careſs, and perf. zmed ſo well that be made the Knight of che 
Wolf lofe both bis ſtirrops, be being very little ſbaten with 
the enccunter : At the ſeccnd courſe the Knight of the Wolf in 
revenge ef the fozmer blow , ran ſo fiercely that be thzew che 
Solitary Knight bozſe and man both to the earth: at which 
there was 8 great ſhout. 

And thus did tbe Knight of the Wolf thzow many Knights 
from their beꝛſes, ſo that he that dap diſmounted fixten , and 
the night coming cn they left off that ſpozt , andretiring into 
the Court, they diſarming themſelves , fell to dancing : In 
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which exerciſe tbey were as perfect as the other , ſo that they 

are as fit fo: Venus as Mars. Mucb cf the evening thep ſpent 

'F in theſe kinde cf ex:rcifes , but at length they left cf, and con⸗ 

bi duſted ihe Ring and Queen to Wed, where the fair Pzinceſs 

f gave to Don Brianel ag full and free poſſeſſten ef bet Body, ag 
be bad ſoꝛmerly given ber of her Kingdom, and there be recet- 
— a full ſatisiaction foꝛ all the travels he had ſuſtained in her 
erbice. 

Much was the content ther both receibed,and J ſi:ppoſe there 
was but few Knights in the Court but did envy their bappt- 
neſs, and would have bgn glad to bave bad the company of ſg 
wert a Bed-fcliow as be ᷣnjo ed; in which enjoyment we will 
leave bim and 811 the reſt to thet: ſereral thoughts till the moz- 
ning, which being come they all aroſe , and the Muren ſignified 
by ber bluſbes, that ſpe had parted from that Jewel which till 
then ſhe bad pꝛeſerved 

Lbep being all dꝛeſſed, neon was come when tbey ſat down 
ts Dinner, which being dene they all went to the Tilt⸗pard to 
pꝛoſecute that Spozt they had begun, where every one being ſea- 
ted in the ſame oꝛder they were the dap befoze , the five Cham- 
pions rid about the Field expecting the arrival of ſome adventu⸗ 
rous Knight ; they bad not ſtar ed long ere thep had their deſire, 
fo? the re entred a Knight into tbe Field armed in black Armoꝛ, 
cauling bis Pozſe bzavely to pzaunce about the Field, perfozm- 
ed bis Duty totbe King and Queen, and then taking a Launce 

expected the ſound of the Trumpet, which being heard be put 
fozwards, but he was encountred with ſuch f:2zce by the Knight 
of the Wolf, that he was thzown from his hoꝛte, and fczced to 
meaſure his length cn the earth; which having done he retired, 
and then there entred into the Liſts a Knight armed with a 
white Armoꝛ, as a New Knight, and on his Shield he had two 
Beyes of Gold painted rery artificially: this Knight gave all 
tbe Spedeteꝛs cauſe of admiration, foꝛ be demeaned himſelf ve- 
TP courtesy. no! one'y in his ſalu ing the King and Queen, 
but in his reſpeCts to all the Spectaro2s , and tab ing a Launce 
in bis hand he ran againſt che Knight of che Wolf ſo furiouflo, 
that at thy 1ſt encounter he thꝛeto him ts the earth , to the 
great 
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. from falling; at which be was much enraged,ſeing his Adber» 
lary ſtill on hozfe-back , and having on?ly loft one of his Stit⸗ 
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great ama zement of the C mpanp, who n_ to tk him fo? a ve» 
ry bzave Knight, Paving perf. 2me? ſo well with the Knighe 
of the Wolf, be faced about and exoected to met wich ſ-me other 
Kntgbt, and be tailednot leng in his expectation , foz Flioriſ- 
piano of Swevia taking a ſtrong and knotty Leunce, at the 
ſound of the Trumpets met bim with Cf: great fury, thinking to 
revenge his Companions quarrel, but he was deceived therein; 
foz be onely bzake his Launce upon bis Enemies Spiels with⸗ 
our d.ing him anp other harm, and the Knight of the Keyes 
baving like wife broke bis Launce, took another and ſo they be. 
gan a new Carter: but that ſecond was moze to the dit adban⸗ 
tage of Flioriſpiano than the fe2zmer , foꝛ be loſt borh his Stir- 
rops, and was fozced ts catch hold of his hozſe neck to keep him 


rops ; but befoze he came to the end ef the Lifts he bzavelp re» 
covered himſelf, and ſs they did both, and taking new Launces 
ran again, but to tbe greater misfoztune of Flioriſpiano than 
befoꝛe, foꝛ be was now tumbled from bis hoꝛſe. This gave much 
wonder to all pzeſent to think who the Knight of che Keyes 
was, foz be was wholly unknown there, and came then by 
chance, as ſhall be told pou Fereafter. 

The Knight of the Keyes having perfozmed ſo baliantly, ex⸗ 
pected another Knight to encounter bim, when pzeſently Con- 
tumeliano Pꝛince of Phenieia pzepared bimfelf foz the Encouns 
ter, and taking a Launce in his hand went fozwards to the 
Knight of the Keyes, and ſaid to bim: Str Knight, J habe one 


requeſt to make to you befoze we try our foztumes with che Lance, 


which is, chat peu would tell me pour Name, and of what goun» 
frep FO are. 

To which the Knight of the Keyes courteoufly reptyed, Bir 
Knight, Jam known by no other Name than che Knight of che 
Ke yes, and to tell peu ay other Name would little ſatisfte pou, 
fo? I was been in a Countrey ſo far from bence, rbat it bath 
ſeld m bere been beard of; and Ile aſſure pou J came hither by 
accident, and never was in rour company, no? in this place be» 


foze till this day, and rberefoze if ycu have nothing viſe to lay to 
| R 2 | me; 
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me, let us pꝛecced wich cur Lances, To which the Prince of 
Phenicia replyid, J to my experience knew, Sir Knight, that 
pou ds petfeꝛm bery well wich the Lance, therefoze I pzap grant 
this Requeſt , that if we chance both to bzeak ine oz two Lane» 
ces without any effect, and neither of us have any advantage, 
that pou will pzoced to the Swoꝛd, where we may have moze 
occaſion to try out balozs. To tbis Requeſt che Knight of che 
Keyes conſented, and ſo they (o:thwith bzake off their diſcourſe, 
and began their Career. 

Great was the fury with which both theſe Champions met, 
and thep reſolving to ſhew all their ſtrength, bzake their Lances 
in pieces, andſo paſſed on: at the next encounter thep reſolved 
to perfozm better, and ſo thep did, foꝛ they not onely brake their 
Lances, as befoze, but meting with their bodies wich great 
furp, fell both to the ground. Great was the admiration at this 
wonderful encounter, and both the Knights were tbemſelbes 
much amazed, but they nimbly got on their feer, and che Knigbt 
of the Keyes being angred at tbis misfaztune, went to the 
Pꝛince of Phenicia, and ſaid: Sir Unigbr,. it was pour dellte 
befoze we txped our feztunes wich the Lance, that if we ſhould 
habe no advantage with the Lance, that we might end the Con- 
troperſie with the S word: now fince we have both bad an equal. 
misfoztune, and therebp are uncapable to end the difference 
with the Lance, let us finiſh it with our Swozds ; To which the 
Pzince cf Phenicia conſented. And ſo theydzew their Swords 
and began a marvellous bzave Combate, to the ſatisfaction and 
admiration of all tbe Beb.Iders: they being equally reſolved to 
make amends with their Swo2ds foz the default oftbeir Lances, 
laid on many luſty rckes. | 
The Knight of the K yes being a peung and lufty Anight, 
bebabed bimſelf very nimbly. giving bis Adberſary very manp 
ſtrokes, and ſtill avoiding tboſe f his Enemy, which ſo enraged 
the Pzince of Phenicia that be ſboul) he fo uſed bef:ze ſo many 
b:ave Knights bis Friends and Companions, that be reſ.Ived 
to faſten one blow cn his Enemy thar ſhould end the Combatre, 
but be was deceived ; foe tbeugb it was ſ: mighty a fitike that 
the Knight of the Keyes was forced 16 lay one hand on the 

ground 
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around to ſabe bimſelf from falling, yet be quickly recabered 
himſelf, and gave bis Adverſary a mighty blow cn the Thigh,ſo 
that he was wounded there extreamlp: Which the King and 
Quten ſeing, and doubting that what was begun in Jeſt and foz 
Recreation, would end in earneſt, and in the execution ok one oz 

boch ef their lives, cauſed them to be parted; much pitying that 
two ſuc bzave and baliant Knights ſþould ſo injurs one another 
upon ſo lender an occaffon. They being parted , the Spozt foz 
tbat dap ended, and every one returned to the Pallace , much 
wondzing who the Knight of che Keyes ſþould be.

N the weſt Part cf Chziſtendom there is an JIfand called 
Ireland, in wbich Ifland the Knight of the Keyes was bozn, 
in a City called Wexf-rd, ſcituared n&r the Seaſide; his 
Parents being Chbziſtians at the time cf bis Baptizing 
gabe him the Pame of Peter. is Father was Earl of one of 
the Pꝛodinces of that and, called Munſter , and Bzother » | 
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the King of that Jfland. This was tle place of bis Birth, 
wbere being the onelr Ban of bis Father, he was bzed up with 
all tbe diltgence and care that might be, be providing Maſters 
to inftruc bim in all things fir foꝛ ſo great a perſon. 

At the age of eighteen rears be being dubbed night, begged 
leade of his Father to ſeek Adventures: to which bis Parents 
hardly conſented, in regard he was the onely TLimie2! and Loy 
cf their old Age: but bis importunity pzebatling , pzoviding 
brnſelt of thingogneceſſary, be cauſed a ſtrong 211 of Arinoz td 
be made, and in reſpect bis Name was Peter, in remembꝛance 
cf that bol Saint and Apoſtle. te caiiſed two Reres to be pain⸗ 
ted on bis Shield: Andpzoviding bimſelf of all things necel⸗ 
ſary fo2 ſo great a Wopage as be intended to tat? , Ve tok bis 
leave of bis Parents, bis Potber giving bim thee rich Jewels 
at his de partuce, and ber Bleſſing, and ſo he departed, taking 
ſptpping fer England, where be arrived and perfozmed many 
daltant Deeds of Arms: But his reſolution be ing te le ſtrange 
and far Countreps, be ſoon to ſhipping again, and ctoſſng o- 
der the Narrow Seas arrived in France, wbere at the Cours 
ef that King be perfozmed bzave Feats at Arms at the Par- 
r1age of one of the Roblemens Daugbters. 

And leaving a great fame of his Ualo: bebinde him, he tra- 
belled thozough all France: andariibing at Marſellis he again 
embarqued himſelf, intending to ſaxl to Conſtantinople, reſol- 
ding there to ſpend ſome time in ſ&king out Adventures: but 
os be was ſapling thither , the Ship was fozced to put in at an 
Jfand called Sardinia , and being advertiſed that a great Feaſt 
was held there in Þ:ne2 of the Kinzs Coꝛonation Dap, and 
rbat there was many Knights there who app2obed their balozs 
in running a Tilt, and ſuch kinde «cf bonozable Exerciſes, he 

_refolhed ro ſpend ſome time 8mondgſt then which be did to his 
great advantage, fo? Fe ſo well demeaned himſelf that he got 
the ſole bene? of tile Tournament, and be carried himſelf ſg 
courteoufly to all, that be not onely gat tte god will andaffectts 
on of the King and Queen. but alſo of their Daughter the beau⸗ 
feoug Magdalena, who was 3 wounded by the little God Cu- 
pid that ſþe knew not what to do: in vain was it to ſmother her 

affedion, 
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affection, which ſþe ſtrived by all means poſſible to do. but could 
not, ſs that an ancient Woman ber Nurſe with whim ſþe bad 


been bzed, did diſcover that ſomewbar was the matter moze 


than z inary with het Miſtriſs , and although ſhe uſed many 
wa's to finde what ſhovld be the matter, ret ſbe failed in all, till 
at length the P.incets not being any longer able to mother ber 
aff, ction, diſcobeted it to her Nurſe, begging of her not onelp 
to = it concealed, but alſo to give ber the beſt adbice that ſpe 
could. 

The Nurſe not kucwing the Difeaſe of her Piſtriſs, began 
to apply Remedies , and like a diſcrer perſon told her, that it 
was aliogeitbex unfit fo2 ber who was the Daughter of a Ring, 
and ſo great a Beautr as fþe was, that the greateſt Pꝛinces in 
the w: 21 might acco::nt themſelves bepps in the enzoyment of 
ber, that ſbe ſhould ſer ber love and affection on a fimple Knighr, 
ene who was but a pꝛibate perſon , and it was unknown tohe- 
ther be was n bly deſcended, oꝛ not. 

To which the Pꝛinceſs ſon replped, That ſhe was confident 
be was not of mean Parentage, but of Pꝛincelp Birth, in re- 
ſpect of tbe Pzincel? Endswments and Qualifications that ſhe 
ſaw be was endue> with; and therefo;e if ſhe wauld do her any 


ſervice it muſt bein this occaſion. to finde ſome wap to diſcourſe 


with him, and gain fome knowledge cf bim from bimtetf, fo2 
ſbe was reſolved in her lobe, and that it c:uld not any wayes 
be diverted. 

Lhe Nurſe ſ&ing this, defired her ts 6 lmother ber paſſions as 
well as he cculd, that tbe King and Quten might not diſcover 
any thing fron ber „and that ſhe weuld take ſame ſped? gcca- 
flon to give ber ſome ſatisfaction. 

In tbete tearms ſhe left the Princeſs , who pꝛomiſed to be 
guided herein by Fer advic?, and ſoug?! opp ztumry to ſpeak to 
(tbe Knight, wbich ſhe ſon found, k be was as deeply in love 
with the Princels, as he was with bim, and deſtred nothing 
moze than to babe a! opp 2tunitiy ts ſp2ck te this ald Lady, wło 
be ſaw was very cenberſant with tie Prin tes, and did believe 
was ber Confiden', They being both ecuel'y defirovs of cne 
and the lame thing, meeting together be beganto him thus: 
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Sir Knight, T much marvel that you keep your ſelf ſo concea- 
led, for I very well know that the King, Queen, and the fair 
Princeſs Magdalena, would be very glad to know your Linage 
and Countrey, eſpecially my Lady Magdalena, and if you would 
be pleaſed to tell it to me, I ſhall inform her therein, which I 
know will be a great ſatisfaction to her. 

The Knigbt bearing this diſcourſe , and percciving that it 
was occaffoned by the Pꝛinceſs, gave her this Anſwer : 

That fance his departure from his Parents he had not diſco- 
vered himſelf to any, and that the Princeſs ſhould command 
more from him than any perſon in the world: but ſhe muſt ex- 
cuſe him in this particular, onely you may certifie her in gene- 
ral, that I am born of Princely Parentage , and that I am her 
very humble ſervant : And I pray Madam (ſaid he) remember 
my hearty love and ſervice to her, and give her on my behalf 
this Jewel. And thereup-n be gave her one «cf the Jewels bis 
Mother had giben him, which the cl> Lady received, and ſo 
tbey parted. 

She in all haſte coming to the Pzinceſs, gave ber tbe effects 
of her diſcourſe, and the Jewel; ar which ſpe was extreamiy ſa- 
tisfied, and till eberp day was moze and moze entangled and en⸗ 
ſnared in the bonds cf Lobe: and thereupon ſhe cauſed the old 
Lady to have anotber Conference witb him. At which ſecend 
Conference he told her, that if the Pꝛinceſs wauld be pleaſed 
to grant him p2tbate acceſs to her, be wauld gibe ber a ſatisfa- 
ſtozy account of bis Eſtate and Condition: che wbich tbe old 
Lady pzomiſed to effect, and thereupon he gave ber ancther 
Jewel to pꝛeſent to the Pzinceſs in his behalf, which ſhe did 
accozdingly , and then the Pꝛinceſs was moze ſatisfied then 
befoze , longing ſoꝛ the appointed time when he was to come: 
Wbiq pzefired time being come, be accozdingly came ta viſit 
ber, and was admitted into her Pzeſence , where after bis Ct- 
vilities tendered to her, be diſcovered himſelf te ber, and of 
what Linage be was, and not onelp ſo, but ſe ing bodo matters 
went, be diſeobered his lobe ta her: At which ſhe was not at 
all diſcontented, but told him of hers to him, to the great ſatiſ- 
faci:n of them both; and there they ſo ozdered the matter, that 


thep 
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they concluded to be at the diſpoſe cf one another during life, 
and be in teſtimony cf bis love gave ber another Jewel , moze 
wozth than both rhe koꝛmer; all which be had, as J told you foz- 
merlp, received of his Mother: and ſþe in return took a Gold 
Chain from her neck, and beſtowed it upon bim, the which be 
received in bearty god will. All this was done in pzivate, not 
ſo much as the old Lady being pꝛetent; and when thep had thus 
done and the cld Lady was come, after many farewels, though 
unwilling, be departed. 

This buſineſs being thus concluded cn, be libed long time 
in the Court, and ſtill was in tre ſame credit with the King 
and Queen. At length he was reſolved further to try the Con- 
ſtancycf his Pztaceſs , and thereupon tok an oppoztunity to 
ſpeak to ker, and told ber that now he had been there a long 
time, andſaw no way how to gain the good will of her Father 
and Mother, and rberefoze reſolved to go bome and bifft bis 
Parents. At wbich diſcourſe ſhe was much treubled, fo2 ber 
great love ts him would not permit of any ſeparation , but ſpe 
ratber reſolved to leave Father and Potber, and all ber friends, 
than be without him, and therefcze it was reſcived that ſhe 
ſhould go with bim, and he pꝛepared a ſmall Barque to that pur⸗ 
poſe ; which when it was ready at the time appointed, he in 
company ef his Pzinceſs entred, ſhe taking with her a g@d 
quantitp ef Eold and Jewels, and ſo they departed and left Sar- 

dinia, with a reſ:lution to go towards his own Countrey.- - 

No ſooner were they gone, but the Pzinceſs was miſſed at 
Court, and the King after ſome enquiry , bearing which way 
they were gone, ſent ſeveral Ships after them , but it was in 
bain; foꝛ a Tempeſt had fozced the Barque in whith tho Knight 
and the Pzinceſs were, quite another way, and dzavetbem on 
ſhoze at ancther Jfland called Sicillia , where their Wargue be- 
ing ſplit they got on ſhoze , being boch glad and ſozry foztbetr 
good and ill foztune , where the Ladp after ſome travel by land 
to finde a houſe where to repoſe themſelves , being wearp., fate 
down, and d2zawing fo2th a little red Purſe. ſbewed ber Knight 
the th2&- Jewels he had given her: at which be was roffiitthax 
ſpe had not left them behinde; and laying it by her, ſe being 
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very weary, fell aültep, and he lap lobingly by ber; but ſome ra- 
venous Fowl flying bp, and ſ&tng the red Purſe, (\nypoſing it 
to be a piece cf fleſþ , deſcended trom the Skie and took it up, 
which the Knight ſceing, and knowing what was in it, be aroſe 
up, i@king to ſ& whither the Fowl would flie , which did ſwn 
alight on a Tre : but he ſon *fallowed her, and diſturbed her 
with tbzowing of ſtenes at ber, till he fozced her toflie away 
with the Purſe ; be being moze angry than befoze, ſtill followed 
her, and fbe flping towards the Water (ide, he ſtill purſued her 
with (tones, which the Bird perceiving, at length let the Purſ? 
fall into the Sea, but it was in (3 ſhallow a place that he cculd 
ſe it Iye at the bottom, but could not come at it, it being a vreat 
way in the water: he attempted many ways to come at it, at 
laſt be diſcovered anold Boat hard by, to which be repatred,and 
finding a Staff therein, he intended to puſh the Boat to the 
place tohere tte Purſe lap, to the end be might recover it: which 
he could not do, fox the Boat coming into the ſtrength of tbe 
ſtream, in deſpigbt of all he could do, he was carried a great 
wap from the place where be tk Boat, and at length he came 
into the main Sea, when,though to late, he would bave thꝛoton 
himſelf inte the Sea, if by that means he could bave got on 
{oze. Thus was his Pzinceſs left alone on ſhoze, fleeping 
in an unknown Land, of whoſe miſery we ſhall bereafter ſpeak 
moze. 

Fut now we return to bim who made beaby complaints, not 
onely foꝛ his own misfeztune, but that of bis Pzincefſes : And 
thus bis Boat was at the mercy of the Sea foz tb:re dars, be 
expecting every moment when he and the Beat ſhould be de⸗ 
boured by the Sea: but bis Deſtiny having prepared bim fez 
moze better foꝛtunes, at laſt he was fo:ced by tbe impetucuſ- 
neſs of tbe waves, on a little Jfland in the Mediterranean 
Peas, called Zante , where wben he came on ſho? , be pꝛaiſed 
God fo? his ſafe deliverance from the Sea, not without many 
tears foz the leſs of bis dear Pzinceſs There when he had in 
ſome manner recovered bis bealth, which was impaired by bis 
long faſting , be hired a ſmall Ship to ſearch up and down al! 
be Iands ok the Archiepcllago to finde his Pzinceſs _ _ 
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knowing the name of the place where he bad loft her: but all 
was in vain, foz he had loſt her quite another way. 

Thus being croſſed at his ill foztune, he at laſt landed at Con- 
ſtantinople, and then not caring whitber he went, ſuch was bis 
ſczrow foz the loſs cf bis dear Pzinceſs: Mis deſtinies after 
many weary Journeys, at laſt bzought bim to Antioch , where 
be arrived at the Triumphs held at the @olemnization of tbe 
Wedding of the King and Nueen , and there he perkozmed ſuch 
Kntghtly Deeds of Chibalry, as hath been told you in the foze- 
going Chapter. 

Lhe next day after the Ccmbate between che Knighe of che 


Keyes and the Pzince of Phenicia , all the Champions reſoꝛted 


early into the Liſts, and there the two Knights deſlred of the 
King to give them leave to finiſh their Combate: but the Ring 
would not affent thereto , but c2dered that they ſhould both de- 
fiſt there from; and in regard there had ben ſo much equall ing 
in tbe knights both at the Lance and Swoꝛd, neither of them 
ſtould be accounted Uanquiſhed, oz Uanquiſher ; and that they 
ſhcuſd neither of them come into the Field all the following 
days of the Tournament, but that the two Knights Don Cla- 


rineo and Don Lucidamore ſþculd keep the Field onelp ; which 


at laſt they all aſſented to, and thep perfc2med it to their great 
bono? : foz in chat time they diſmounted many hardy Knights, 
but ſtill kept the bono? of the Field till all the days of the Lour⸗ 
nament were accompliſped. 


C HAP. XXVIII. 


How Don Clarineo, Don Lucidamore, Contumeliano, Flioriſpiano, 
The Knight of the Wolf, and The Knight of the Keyes, did all take 
their leaves of the King and Queen, and journeyed towards 
Babylon to meet with Don Belliani. 


Þeſe Jo'fts and Tournaments being ended, and mof 
cf the Nobility departed to their own Dwellings, the 
Knights Don Clarineo and his Companions , deſired 
leabe to depart in queſt of their 1Bzother Don Bcllianis, 


and the King and Quten hearing that he was at Babylon, oz 
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thereabouts, knowing of the Mars that was between the Soul- 
dan of Babylon and the Emperoꝛ of Trebizand , and that Don 
Bellianis was engaged therein, they not onelp conſented to their 
departure, but alſo weuld have furniſhed them with many bzate 
Knights to habe gone with them, but thep refuſed chat kindneſs» 
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The Knight of the Wolf likewiſe knowing their intentians, 
and that in their company he ſhould be certain to get glozy , de- 
fired his Father Damartino to gibe him leave to acc. mpanp 
them, which he didlikewiſe conſent unto, knowing the wozth 
of his Companions would be able tc keep him from harm Thug 
were thep accompanied and ready te go, when Peter of Ireland, 
the Knight of the Keyes, being almoſt bereaved of bis ſenſes 
foz the ioſs of his dear Miſtreſs the Pzinceſs Magdalena, and 
being reſolved to ſearch all the Mozld over but he would finde 
her; and having a verp great eſttem f the Pzinces Don Cla- 
rineo, Lucidamore, and the reſt of their Companions, foz the 
great woꝛth and vale that he ſaw them endowed with, he came 
likewiſe to them, and deſtred them tc admit bim ts be a Com- 


panion in their adventurous Travels: To which his requeſt 


they ſon conſented, foz they bad a very great eſteem toz him, ba- 
bing ſeen him exerciſe his valo?. 
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Thus accompanied, they came one moꝛning to the King and 
Quten ts take their laſt Farcwel, when the King told them 
that fince they weuld not take any Fozces with them, he deſtred 
that if bis C:uſfin Don Bellianis, oz any of them bad, oz ſhculd 
hade any occaſton fo? Fozces , he would at any time affiſt them 
with fifty theuſand men, and come in the head of them himſelf, 
and give-ſuch teſtimonies of his good will and affection foz chem, 
that he w:uld merit the eſteem and ſervice they had done fo2 
him. Paving thus ſaid , the Quten likewiſe heartilp thanked 
them feꝛ the bond thep had done her, and deſired to be kindlp 
remembzed to Don Bellianis, hoping that he and they all, the 
Mars being ended, would take that place in their wap home, 
where by ſþe ſhould again have the ſatisfaction of their geod com- 
panies 3 To which recueſt cf bers they aſſented to, kiſſing her 
bands they departed, and ſet fozwards foz Babylon. 

Lhe Knight of the Keyes was verp heaby and penſive, as you 
habe beard, wbich gabe them all ſome trouble, but Don Clatineo 
babinga moze particular eſteem foꝛ him than the reſt, ſo wzoughr 
with him, that at the laſt be won him to give him an account of 
the cccafion of his melanchollp: which when he had heard, he 
was like wiſe much troubled thereat, participating in the ſozrows 
of his Friend , and pꝛomiſed him that ſo ſon 3s he had ſeen his 
Bꝛotber Don Bellianis, that be would return with him to Cont 
{tantinople , @nd there he would cauſe ſuch diligent ſearch to be 
made, that be would finde bir if ſhe were anp where in all thoſe 


S2as,vowing unto him an eternal friend{þip; which the Knight 


of the Keyes net cnelp accepted, but pzomiſed the ſame Þould 
continue to him to the end cf his life, 

This diſcourſe being ended, they paſſed on their Journep in 
ſomewhat moꝛe pleaſant communication in ſuch manner, that 
in ſhoꝛt time they arrived near to the City of Babylon: In which 
trabels we will once moꝛe le abe them, and turn to Don Bellianis 
and his Companion, the Numidian Pꝛince, and the reſt of thoſe 


valiant warriozs that were ſet down befoze the City of Pharez.

How Don Relianis and the Prince of Numidia aſſaulted the Em- 
pefor and his Forces , and forced them all to retire into the 


City- 
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Keat was the vexation and anger cf Don Bellianis, fo? 
that be ſaw the Wars bad held him ſo long from the 
ſigbt cf bis dear Miſtreſs the Pzinceſs Florisbella, and 
therefoze be reſolved to aſſault bis Enemies, and fozce 
them to a Wattel, and the Pzince of Numidia was likewiſe cf 
the ſame refolution : Wiherefoze they pꝛoviding all things rea⸗ 
dy, divided their Army into two parts, which they took between 
them , and to with their whole Fezces ſet upon the Enemp in 
tbeir Entrenchments, and having given them the Alarm, fol- 
towed it with to much puiſcince , that they ſon koꝛced them to 
retire to the City Walls. 

The Empetoꝛ of Trebizond being advertiſed hereck came 
fozry , and at the Mead of fifry th:uſand valiant en went to 
mer Don Bellianis, wham be ſon found and knew by the migh- 
tinefs of bis blows : the preſence ek the Empero? gave ſome 
new 
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ne w courage to his Soldiers, and he engaging with Don Bel 
lianis cauſed them that were about to fl& into the City, to face 
abut and return vpon their Enemies, and then there was a 
fierce Slaughter cn all (ites. 

The Prince of Numidia with a partp cf fifty thouſand men 
rode up and down the Field, ts give bis aſſiſtance to that part 
oꝛ place where there was moſt need ; and there was one party 
of the Euperoꝛ of T: ebizond's. Feot-ſolbiers of abcut fifty thceu- 
ſand, tbo kept cloſe tegether, and did much harm to his Sol⸗ 
diers, being commanded and guarded by ten ſtrong Spants, 
wham the ?N:midian attemp!ed to diſperſe, but they we re all ſa 
reſoltite tat he could not bzeak thecugh their Rancks ; Where- 
foze be attempted them anew wap, and rctiring from them 
firſt, ozdered his Squadzons in tte kaſpion of a Wedge, the 
Front not being above twenty Knights , but the Rear was a- 
b.,ve five hundꝛed men bꝛoad, and be in the Head of this party 
feꝛced with his twenty Knights into the Ranks of his Enemies 
2quadzon, and maugre all the refiftance of the Gyants and the 
reſt, be went into the body of the Army, and ding gone ſo far, 
the reſt folld wed bim, till at lengtb the Rear of his Squadzen 
opening to the right and left, and fo wheling abeut br th ways 
encompeſſed the Enemies whole Squadzon , engaging them in 
Front, Rear, Flanks and Piddle , and indeed on all fides at 
one and the ſame time, be had ſuch ſucceſs that in ſhoꝛt time be 
killed moſt of them, fa that of fifty thoufand men there was not 
left one thcufand elthe. | 

All this wbile the Emperoz 'timſelf was fighting daliantlp 
with Don Bellianis, where te gave and received many wounds, 
tut there was little advantage between them , by reaſon they 
were hindzed by the multitude of other Knights t hat fcughr a- 
bout them. This incenfed Don Bellianis, being fut of math 
that be c:uld not execute the Revenge be intended cn dis Ene- 
mp; but befcze they were parted de gade dim on large wound 
on tbe ſbculder, and ten tbe c mpany increafing be toas fozced 
to lcave bim and fo be fell into the Kancks of bis Enemies, 
being uch anared ; the effects of which cauſed the death cfma- 


ny-perſon, foꝛ be ſeldom gate a ſtroke but a = 
owed. 
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lowed. Me was attended by the Prince of Meſapotamia, the 
Knight of the Flaming Sword, and the Knight of Hope, who did 


berp well teſtifie themſelves to be valiant Knights , and good 
Pzattitioners in Bellonas Field: great was the laughter where 
they came, but far greater where the Pꝛince of Numidia was; 
foz he had deſtroyed all his foes, and was now coming to Don 
Bellianis to afſiſt him, but he needed little of his aid: fo like a 
roaring Lyon be flew like Lightering into all places of the 
Field. 

The Emperoꝛ of Trebizond hearing of the ill foꝛtune of his 
Squadꝛon of Fot, in whcſe ſtrength he put much confidence, 
was greatly diſmayed at that Dberthzow, and being angredar 
bis ill foꝛtune, be cauſed a Retreat to be ſounded, but it was in a 
berp ill manner perfozmed ; foꝛ be was fozced to dzato all his 
Fozces into tbe City , nct-being able any longer to keep the 
Field, leaving his Entrenchments to his E1emies, and with 
great difficulty did he get into the City, foz be was hotly pur- 
ſued by his Enemies, and many cf his men lain : but at the 
length into the City he got, and made faſt the gates , and then 
Don Bellianis, Baltaſano of Numidia, and all their Fozces being 
hindered krem going further, were (ozced to ſta» : But coming 
into the place where their Enemies had encanipid, thep fund 
very god Booty, which gave a great ſatisfaction to the Soldiers, 
their General having given them free leave to take all they 
could get. This being done, they f:2tified themſelves in their 
Enemies Entrenchments, the two Generals reſclving net only 
ts continue cloſe Siege to the Citp, but alſo to aſſault chem there, 
ſetting Pioneers to work to undermine ſome part of the Citp 
Wall, that they might make a bzeach and ſo enter to them, and 
all the other ways that tþey could invent oz imagine thep put 
into pꝛactice: but tbe defign at that time was bindzed , fo2 the 
City was ſon after relieved by the arrival of freſh Supplies, as 
ſpall be hereafrer declared to von. And now we will foz a while 
turn back to Babylon to the Souldans Pallace, and ſ& what the 
Ladies did; which we fall ſþew rowin the next Chapter.

Ereat ſatisfaction did this Letter give to the Souldan , not 
dnely foz the god Succeſs that bis Fozcts had alreadyobtain- 
ed, but fo? theit refclutien to continue 2 to him: He 
conſidered that be bad great cauſe to be thankfil te che Knight 
of the Baſilisks (foz fo he was called at Court, not being known 
by any other Name there :) he had bien much bound ts him al- 
ready fo7 delivering Pim and bis Daughter from the Entþant-

all the advantage be den ted and pꝛopounded to himſelf (oz all 
theſe fo fignal Services, was onely to be admitted a Servant 
and Champicn to his Daughter , whoſe Cauſe he was now 
fighting in. 

Tbeſe be thdugbt ſo reaſonable, that be immediately ſent fez 
His Daugbter, end being reſolved to do n:thing as to ber per⸗

that if it were not wholly againſt ber inclination , that ſſe 
would grant the Requeſt cf the Knight. 

Sbe who was as defircus of this as he was, and had not only 
a gedd will, but an extraozdinary affection foz bim, anſwered 
ber Father, That ſpe confidered the Obligati:ns thep were all 
bound te the Knight of the Baſilisks in werg ſo manp, and bind- 
ing, that ſþe was ready to do that, as alſo any thing elfe that 
Fer Father ſpould defire that would give a ſatisfaction to the 
Knight of the Baſilisks, who ſbe ſaid, ſpe believed was ſent by 
che Gods fo2 the pꝛeſervation of ber and all ber Family , and 
Was certainly the Titular Angel of their Countrep. And ſþe 
further added, tbat were ſbe knowing of his Birth and Paren- 
rage, and that it were equal to hers, and the?gwd Wil of her 
Father and Friends joxned to her own Inclination, ſpe ſpould 
do that willingly foz bim which the Enperoꝛ of Trebizond en⸗ 
des boꝛed to foꝛce her to, ſo greatly toas ſpe ſatisfied, not cnelp 
in the Courage and Pagnanimitp, but alſs in the Uertues of 
the Knight of the Baſilisks. 

When ſpe had ſaid thus ſhe beld her peace, and ſomewhat

This was the diſcourſe between the Emperoꝛ and bis Daugh- 
ter, which being ended ſhe retired intd ber Cloſet, where ſhe was 
expected by her Couſin tbe Pꝛinceſs Mattaroſa, who bad recei⸗ 


bed Letterg from Don Bellianis, one fo2 ber ſelf, and andtbee 


foz ber Couſin. Mhen the Pzinceſs Florisbella came there, ſhe 
found her Ceuſin reading cf that to ber ſelf, but ſhe quickly left 
off that to deliver the other to ber Coufin ; which tbe no ſooner 
received, but ſþe opened the Seal, and found therein wꝛitten 
as ſolloweth. 


The LETTER of Don Bellianis, to the 
Princeſs Florisbella. 


1 Fir ſt crave your pardon for my ſilence hitherto, and give you 
this for excuſe, that my Sword hath till this time been ſo em- 
ployed, that I had not time to exerciſe my Pen. My Sword hath 
been exerciſed in the deſtruction of your Enemies, and indeed 
we have had ſo good effects (the jultneſs of your Quarrel com- 
manding it) that your Enemies are not onely expelled out of 
your Kingdom, but they are in ſome kinde of diſtreſs in their 
own; for we have at laſt (by the help of your valiant Couſin the 
Prirce of Numidia, and the Forces he brought with him) forced 
the Enemy with great loſs to leave the Fieid and retire to the 
City, where we have now encompaſſed him. The Propoſitions 
your Father ſent were not accepted of, though very reaſonable,

Nladam, this is the preſent condition of your public affairs, but I 
continaally ſuffer Martyrdom in my long abſence from your di- 
vine preſence : Madam, I beſeech you pardon my preſumption 
in writing ſo plainly to the Souldan your Father, I did it to un- 
derſtand ſomewhat of his inclination : I pray let me by ycur an- 
ſwer know his reſentments thereof, Thus Madam, hoping, and 
not queſtioning your Conſtancy, and that your inclination will 
ſtill continue to make me happy, I reſt

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ent to inform you of the truth thereof. The Illuſtrious Prince 
Don Bellianis of Greece, and Son to the Emperor, has (by the ap- 
pointment of the Gods) been the chief Inſtrument of my Re- 
ſtauration; for not onely he and his Friends killed the Uſur- 
pers Gallaneo and Tramolcano , but alſo have cauſed the Souldan 
of Perſia to give me full and quiet poſfeſſion thereof, where [

whom in the end they conquer and take him priſoner : Ang 
ſo leaving one hundred thouſand men inthe Field, under the 


Command of Baltaſans,Don Bellianis and the reſt of his Friends 


and Alliance, with the reſt of the Army, marched back with 
cheir priſoners to Babylon. 
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Home diſirkſs was the Emperoꝛ of Trebizond, by reaſon + 
cf bis being ſo cloſely beſteged in the City of Pharez , but 
the expectation be had to be relieved by his Friends, gave 
bim ſome ſatisfaction , and till continued him in his foz- 
mer Retolutions of not agreeing to the end of the War, unleſs 
it were on the Conditions he had fozmerly pzopounded to Don 
Bellianis, who cu know was reſolved rather to die than to pield 
to any ſuch Pꝛopotals, and there foꝛe he and the Pꝛince of Nu-

no with fifty thouſand well 8ppzsved Knights likewiſe adbanced 
to met them, where thep ſon encountred one another. The 
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two Rings of Albania and Georgia being both valiant and re⸗ 
doubted Knights, couching their Lances went to enccunter the. 

two Generals, tbe Pꝛinces of Greece and-Numidia , who like- 

wiſe couching their Lances ran againſt them, and bzeaking their:

ſano gabe to their Enemies where ever thep came; foz2 wo. 

ever came within the reach of their. well-cutting Swoꝛeès, did 

pay dearly foz that pꝛeſumpt ion. The two Kings of Albania 
and Georgia did likewiſe behave themſelves like hard? Anigbts, | 

and 
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and baliant and diſcreet Generals, fc2 their great and balszous 
Die ds gabe beach encouragement and balcz to their followers, 
Uerp bloody was the Fight wben news came to Don Bellianis 
to advertiſe him, that the Enpercz with great Fo:ces was 
ce me cut ot tle City , and had aſſaulted his Camp. At which 
news be went to Ba'caſano, and adbertifing bim thereof, tbey 
cancluded that the pꝛeſence cf cne of them wculd be very ncceſ- 
farp, and therefeze Don Bellianis out cf the deſire be had to be 
rebenged on bis Enemy and Rival the Empe teꝛ, chote ta go thi- 
tber and leete the Pꝛince of Numidia to continue the Fight : 
which being agreed on be quickly departed, and arriving at bis 
Camp te found chat the Enemy had made a valiant Aſſault, and 
that they bad been as well reſiſted by 1he two valiant Knights, 
the Knigbt of Hope, and the Knight of the Flaming Sword, who 
were fighting valiantlp in the midſt of the Emperoꝛs Fezces: 
Don Bellianis ſeeing tt at, ercouraged them by bis pꝛeſence, and 
ſo de parte) ta finde our He Einperce, who at length he sbertok, 
and knowing bim by te moͤnp tardy ſirYes be ſaw Him deliver, 
be crred out to him, Sir Knight, fou will gain moze bono? by 
leaving thoſe people and fighting wich me, who am refolbed to 
conquer fou 62 die, The Emperoꝛ bearing theſe wozds , ſon 
tiitned abeut to ſ& tobe bad been Co berdp as to ſpeak them: but 
be was (con ſatisfied oben he ſaw thep were witered by the ba» 
liant Knightef che Baſilisks ; wtereſoze leabing l is cther ene- 
mies le came towards Yon Bellianis, and ſo thep both making: 
cheir wars tꝛougb the Ranks of their Armies, jcyned in fight 
tegetber. 

Tre Enperoꝛ tcated in battel, gabe Don Bellianis a migbty 
blow over the Helmet, but be ſ@n requited it by returning bim 
an:tber cn the ſhoulder, wbich deſcending deton, wounded him 
cn the Arm. Thus was tbe Frgbt on all fides vigozoufly pꝛoſe⸗ 
c'ed ; Wut-the Kings of Albania and Georpia being wt ollp 
deſirous to fozce tfeir way inte the Citp, made it their whole 
buſineſs te get tbither, and l by degrees they got ground, till 
at length bath ite Armies came in fight cf one another, and 
fhen the Enperozs Fo:ces ſ&ir-g that theo were likely to be fo 
well relieved , gave a great ſhout, and j pned all their Foc: s 
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toge ther: the noiſe that they made gave ſome diſquiet to Don 
Bellianis, who was ſtill fighting wich the Emper oz, and being 
deſtrous to know what was the matter, he reached the Empe⸗ 
roꝛ to mighty a blow that he remained without feeling, and ſo 
be turned bis hozſe towards the place from whence the noiſe 
came, and then he ſon diſcovered that the occaſton of it was 
the Arrival of the two Kings into the Army with their aſſiſt 
ance. Me pzeſently furtoufly- rode thꝛough all che Ranks of his 
Enemies, doing much execution , till he arrived at the place 
where the Pzince of Numidia was engaged in fight with two 
mighty Gyants ; one of which he pzeſently aflailed , and with 
lets than thzre ſtrokes laid him dead at bis feet, when turning 
about be taw that bis Companion the Numidian had likewiſe 
killed the other: and ſo they both agreed to retire to their cwn 
Fozces to ſ how the Fight was maintained, and ſo making 
their way by the death of many of their Adverlaries, they arrt- 
bed at their own Camp, where thep ſaw the two Knights of 
Hope, and the Flaming Sword, bꝛabely engaged with fx coura« 
gious Knights, and pet they defended rhemſelbes very valoz⸗ 
oully: they ſon jopned with them to the loſs of all the lives of 
the fir Knights. 

In tbe mean time the Emperoꝛ being fre endeabozad to wich. 
dꝛaw his Fozces, and co ning ta the two Kings of Albania and 
Georgia, after ſome Complements, be deſired them likewiſe to 
dꝛaw cf their Fozces, which being done they all rettred into 
the City, but with the loſs of twenty thouſand men, Don Bel- 
lianis and bis Foꝛces following them to the very gates. Mhen 
thep were entered the City, the Emperoz conducted the two 
Kings to the Pallace, where he entertained them and gave them 
many thanks foz this their aid and aſſiſtance, and then thep 
concluded to reſt their Fczces fo2 two days , and by that time

In this equipage tbe Emperoꝛ was in the Field, and cn the 
other fide the two Generals Don Bellianic and Baltaſano, dibided 
their Fozcescnelp into two parts, and ret lbing on all fides to 
fight valiantl» and concuer their Enemies, thep bꝛa bely aſſailed 
each other: Blody was the Fight in al places, ſo that ſon 
wes tie Fields grien g pparrel turned into purple. The Gine- 

rals on all fideg perfozmed wonders : the Emperoꝛ on his part 
did bery valiantly, reſolving to get the Field oz never return ro 
tte Ci: and Don Bellianis being teſoſbed this day ang 
invin⸗ 
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invincibleneſs of bis Courage , be being accompanied by five 
bundzed Knights, as bis Guard, in deſpigbt of all oppoſition 
koꝛced his way into his Enemies Camp, wbere with his own 
arm be ſcon killed fifiy Knights , and th: ſe who followed bim 
imitating bis example, ew many of tleir enemies. 

The Pꝛince of Numidia had likewiſe in another place fezced 
bis way into the Camp cf bis Enemies , and there be encoun- 
tred che Knight of the Tyger, who was encompaſſed with ten 
ſtrong Gpants, but maugre all their cpp:\itton be furioufly f..7- 
ced his way thzougb them, and aſſaulted the Knight of che Ty- 
ger with ſomiubtp a blow on the bead, ſo tbat be was not enely 
aſtoniſped, but the Swoꝛd falling on the hozſe his bead,cleaved 
bim down-rigbt, and he fell down dead under bis Maſter. The 
Gyants who were ner him ſeon afſiſted him, and mounted him 
- on another hoꝛſe, but it coſt two of them their lives, the one 
being lain by the Pzirice of Numidia, and the other by tlie 
Knight of Hope, who was now arrived with ſome Fozces to 
the place where Baltaſano was, and then they all jopned Forces, 
and the Knight of the Tyger being very valiant, revenged him⸗ 
ſelf by the loſs of the lives of many of bis Enemies. 

Don Bellianis having run thꝛougb bis Enemies Camp with 
great furp, returned and rode up and down to finde out his Rt- 
val the Gmperoz, whom he at length ſound cut and encountred, 
and many fierce ſtrokes were giben to one another, the Empe⸗ 
roꝛ reſolving to revenge bimſelf on Don Bellianis , ſhewed the 
utmoſt cf bis skill and courage, and gabe him a blot on the 
Thigb, ſo chat the blo) iſſued out thereat thzcugy the Joynts 
of bis Armoz2 : be was greatly enraged hereat, and gabe the 
Emperoz another wound on the fide : Thus the? continued 
fighting together, till at length the multitudes of both parties 
that came to aſſault each o:þer parted them, and then tbep ran⸗ 
ged about the Field killing and deſtroying many Knights- 

It was now tbe Neon dap, and the Fight bad continued eight 
tours , and pet there was not much advantage on either ſide, 
till thep heard the ſound of Trumpets , and at ſome diſtance 
they might perceive freſh Foꝛces enter the Field, but to which 
tbat they belonged it was pet unknown: at length they arcibed 

in 
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in ſiqbt, and tben by their Colours tbey were knc ton to belong 
to the Emperoꝛ, and indeed they were foztp thcuſand men un- 
der the Conduct of che Knight of Fame, Nepbew to the @mpe- 
roz, who hearing cf the Fight made haſte thither , thinking to 
get Poncz in the Battel, but be farednot ſo well as be expected, 
as we ſhall deelare to peu anon. 

Don Bellianis ſeeing this , quickly dzew out ſa2ty tbcuſand op 
bis men and went to met bim, and taking a new Lance couch- 
ed tbe ſame, and ran furiouflp againſt bis Enemp , who did the 
like, but net with the lame advantage; foz Don Bellianis onely 
loſt ene ef his Stitrops, but bis Enemy came heꝛſe and man to 
the ground. Me ſoon recovered himſelf, and being angry at bis 
misfoztune, rebenged bimſelf by tbe death of fix Knigbts, whom 
be ſon killed oz overtbzew ; thug was theſe two Battels jon; 
ed, but Don Bellianis ſn abated ſeme cf tte brgo? of his Gne- 
mies, by tte puiſſant and mighty trckes be gave them, killing 
ten Knights bekeze be brate his Lance, and then dzawing bis 
Swozd be ſon after ſent twenty Knights moze to accompany 
their companiens, ſo that nom thep were not ſo furious to at- 
ſult bim ag they bad been: Ye quickly made bis way thezcugh 
all this Squadzon, and baving teſtified to them his ſtrength and 
baloz, returned and went to aſſault the Knigbt of Fame, who 
was now engaged with big Enemies: but at tbe arrival of Don 
Bellianis they ſton gave way to him. and be reached him a migh- 
ty blow on the bead, ſo that his Pelmet flew from his head, and 
te was likewiſe wounded, and Don Bellianis intending to gibe 
him a ſecond blc to, was pꝛebented; foz two furious Gyants op⸗ 
poſed themſelves to him: but he tho was uſed to deal well e- 
neugh with theſe (c2t of people, fon let them Know his baloz by 
the cutting off of ene of theit legs. | 

In the mean time the Knight of Fame bad tecobered another 
Melmet, and came to revenge bimſelf on Don Bellianis, fa that 
not he mas engaged boch by a Gpant and the Knight of Fame, 
but be did well enrugb to maintain the Figbt with them both. 
In the mean time the two Kings cf Albania and Georgia had 
engeged tbemſelves among their Enemies, and at laſt they ar» 
rived where the Emperoz was engaged, but they bzought bi 
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ſuch Aid that they cauſed the @:uldans Fezces to retire, and 
many of them loſt their lives, ſo that they being without any 


valiant Commander did in a manner flie: This gave great en- 
couragement to the Emperoz and the two Kings, and they pur- 
ſued them ſome wap, till they ſaw a Body cf men afar off who 
came on a great pace, and the nerer they appꝛoached the meze 
they appeared, andat length they were likewife known to be 
Fozcesc> the Souldatzs + This cauſed the Emperoꝛ and thcſe 
that were with him-to make a ſtand, much wondzing at this bu- 
ſineſs,and not daring to go any further. They made up towards 
them a great pace, and meeting with ſome of thcſe toho fled, in⸗ 
foꝛmed themſelves of the manner cf the Fight, and cauſed chem 
ta face about and return on their Enemies. 
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The Emperoꝛ ſteing this was reſolved to receive them, but 
they ſtill made baſte, and arriving ner the Emperozs Fozces, 
fz Knights adbancing ſozwards and couching their Lances, 
ran upon the Enperoꝛ and his Fozces, and with the furiouſneſs- 
cf the Gnedunter they diſmounted five Knights that oppoſed 
them, and the Emperoz wo was the fixtb , loſt both bis Stir⸗ 
Yops; they qufckl paſſed on and ran furioufly into their Ene⸗ 
mies Squa ons, and ſhewed the admirableneſs ok their 3 
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by the mighty blytos they gave, fo2 in le is than a quarter ct an 
hour they bad diſmcunted and Cain above a bundzed Knights * 
and in this time their Fozces by their example followed them, 
and joyning with their Enemies ſeon compelled them, in de⸗ 
ſpighi of the Emperoz and the two Kings of Albania and Geor- 
Sta, to retire tothe reſt of the Army. When they were all ar- 
rived there they gabe a loud ſhoͤut, and cryed out, Babylon, Ba- 
bylon : This noiſe gabe a freſh Alarm to the Armies, and Don 
Bellianis wondzing thereat, went tc ſ& the occaſion , doubting 
that the Enemy bad get moze Aid: but he was ſon ſatisfied cf 
the contrary, foz be knew the Common Soldiers by their Cg- 
fours ; but be was much moꝛe aſtoniſhed when he ſaw the tn- 
comparable Deeds of the fir valtant Champions, and inderd 
tbey were all unknown to him. Me coming neerer to themdif- 
covered one cf them by his Armeꝛ to be Contumeliano Pꝛinee of 
Phenicia , wberefoze he went to him, and ſaid; Ab worthy 
Friend! great pains have you taken to come thus far to my al- 
fiſtance, The Phenician courteoufl? replped to him, Noble 
Pꝛince, I ſþovld not think it anp trouble to travel thzougbour 
the whole woꝛld to ſerve ou, eſpeciallpy in ſo gesd company as 
habe bꝛougbt with me: Then be knowing that Don Bellianis 
was willing to be infozmed who were in his companp, told bim 
that his Companions were his two valiant Bꝛothets, Don 
Clarineo apd Don Lucidamore, and his Couſin Flioriſpiano of 
Swevia , and tbe two other Anigbts were ſomewhat ſtrangers, 
but both valiant Knights ; and ſo they were indeed, the one be⸗ 
ing the valiant Peter ef Ireland, Knight of the Keyes, and the 
other the Knight of the Wolf, and that they had bzoughr from 
the Souldan of Babylon fifty thouſand men foꝛ hts-affiſtance: -- 
Don Bellianis being verp jopful-hereat'ſon entred the Fight, 
and was now again reſolved to conquer oz die, and that this 
day ſhould put an end to the Mar: In this reſsiutton he went 
to his Companion the Pꝛince ot Numidia-, and infoꝛmed him 
bereof, and telling him that he would with a Party of Mot 
beak, thzough the Enemies Foꝛces, and get between wem a 
the City and hinder their entrance and thathe would onelp | 
defire him to pzoſecute:the Fight, afſuringhinithat there 2 
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Uch valiant Knights come, that be queſtioned not to have the 
Mickc 2p. 
Thus did be leave the Numidian and went to execute his pur⸗ 
zoſe, and ſo be did, and ſon bzeke thꝛougb the Fezces of the 
Gnemy. The Pꝛince of Numid:a being thus encouraged, dzety 
up all his Fozces and freſply aſſailed his Enemies, and in ſþc2t 
time by the aſſiſtance of the fix Champions, and the Fozces 
thep brought, he got ſo great advantage of his Enemies, that 
be fo;ced them to retire ; which they did not do ſo well but that 
many of them were lain. Among tbe reſt, Peter ef Ireland 
did glo2iciifly ; foz be flew the Knight of Fame, Cecufin to the 
Emperez, and many Knights and Gyants that were-neer bim. 
he two Pzinces Clarineo and Lucidamore tok the King of 
Georgia Pꝛiſoner, maugte the refiſtance of all his Guards, and 
the Knight of the Tyger hardly eſcaped with life, being very 
much wounded by Contumeliano Pzince of Phenicia. 
The Emperoꝛ of Trebizond ſe&ing that by the means of this 
freſy Supply be ſpould loſe the Day, reſolbed ts retire befoze he 
ſbould be quite banquiſþed, wberefcze be cauſed a Retreat to be 
ſounded, andſo retired to enter the City, but Don Bellianis whe 
expected bim, bindzed him there-frem and fiercely affaulted bim: 
Greatly ſurpꝛized was the Emperoꝛ when be ſaw himſelf al. 
ſaulted on both fidegs, wherefoze be advanced fozwards to ſee 
who it was that bindzed bis Retreat ; but be was ſo b2avelp re- 
ceived by his Rival, that notwitbſtanding bis utmoſt endes boꝛs 
be could not get off: but after be bad received many wounds by 
Don Bellianis, was taken pziſoner : tbe reſt of vis Fozces in che 
mean time ſ&#ing the Field loſt , left bim and fled in great dif- 
02der into the City. | 
Great was the ſozrow in the Citp foꝛ the loſs of the Gmpe- 
roꝛ, thep not yet knowing whether be were alive oz dead. None 
of the Commanders returned back but tbe King of Albania : the 
King of Georgia being taken , and ehe Knight of Fame being 
| killed, the Knight of che Tyger was bꝛougbt in wounded, and 
thus the night being come, the bozroe of. the. dap was covered. 
Don Belliar's ſeeing the Emperozs Forces were got into the 
Citp, cauſed a Retreat to be ſounded, and ſa repaired —_ 
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Tent, which was ſet up ner the City walls, and the Pzince 
of Numidia being come to bim , they delivered the two pꝛiſen⸗ 
ers, the Emperoz and the King of Georgia, into ſafe cuſtody un⸗ 
der a ſirong Guard, commanded by the Knight of Hope; and 
then they ſent foz all thoſe baltant Knigbts bobs had aſgiſted 


them. They quickly came ts the Tent, wbere they were kindlp 

embꝛaced by the two Generals , the Pztnce of Numidia being 
ber? jopful to ſ& his Friend Don Bellianis bis two others, 
who had diſcovered t;emſelbes : they were on all fides joyful foz 
this happy meeting, and much moz? in that it had been fo fo2- 
t. mate. 

Tbe Pzince Don Clarineo delivered two Letters to his Bꝛo⸗ 

ther, one from the Souldan, and another from his Daughter 

tte Pzinceſs Florisbella. Don Bellianis loking on that frem the 

Souldan, was greatly abaſbed woben be faw the Superſcription 
to be thus: For the Moſt Accompliſhed Prince and Valiant 
Knight, Don Bollianis of Greece: but be was aſtoniſped when he 
bad opened it, and ſound therein theſe Lines: 


The LETTER of the Sculdan of Babylon, 
to Don Bellianis of Greece, 


Noble Prince , 


1 Muſt beg excuſe for the mean Treatment I gave you, the 
cauſe was my ignorance of your Quality: had I known your 


Princely Extraction I ſhou'd have uſed youlike the Son of ſo 
great an Emperor as is the Emperor of Greece: but your Virtues: 
and Magnanimity did well enough declare your deſcent;where- 
fore I once again ask your pardon, and do promiſe you as a tre- 
quital, my true Friendſhip, and fo ſoon as by your incomparas 
ble Valor you have pur ſome end to this) War, I ſhall deſire 
your preſence, that We may by ſome action teſtifie the eſteem 
We have of your friendſhip. We queſtion not but you will re- 
ceive a ſatisfactory Anſwer from the Princeſs Our Daughter, 
who tellifies not onely a reſpect, but ſome affeRion for * and

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aſſure your ſelf that᷑ We ſhall not hinder it, but give her her free- 
dom, which We ſuppoſe will be to your ſatistaction. We have 
gained ſo much favor for your ſake , as to have the aſſiſtance of 
your Brothers and Relations, wliom We have ſent here wich 
ſome Supplies, and do intend to ſend you more, if occaſion be, 
but We hope that this will be enough, not onely to make Our 
Enemy to be reaſonable, but alſo to give him ſome ſenſible trou- 
ble for that he hath given Us. Thus deſiring of the Gods a prog

Great was the aſtoniſþment and jdy of Don Bellianis at this 
Letter, now concluding bimſelf to be the bappieſt of all men li⸗ 
bing. Paving read this Letter, he omitted the reading of the 
other fo2 a moze petbate occaſion , and ſo again welcomed his 
Friends , but eſpecially the valiant Knight Peter of Ireland, 
who was a ſtranger to him, and in whom he ſaw a great magna- 
nimity. Thus leaving off Conſultations till the moꝛning, eve- 
ry one departed to Tents pꝛovided fez them: After they were 
departed, Don Bellianis bzeaking open the Letter trom tte 
P:tinceſs Florisbella, he found in it thus weitter; ;

content bz had received by the Letters, ret was bu lp the 
next moꝛning, and mounting on big-horto-bo-viewedaefield, 


which was tbe bleodieſt ſpectacle that ever was hebeld, it being 
beſtiowed with the bodies of almoſt two bundꝛed thentand 
whereof one hundzed and fifty thoufand were a en 
Afterwards he retired into his Tent, where. tome ok the 
manders and Knigbts were come to wait on bim to know bis 
pleaſure, ſo he ſent foz the reſt cf tbe Chief of the Dfficers, who 
entring inta Conſultation did reſolve to leave the Field in pol⸗

Don Bellianis held his peace with very much difficulty, being 
very unwilling to hear the Souldan go on in ſuch Commenda⸗ 
tions of him, but witha! he was unwilling to difturb- him till 
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be bad done: but ſo ſon as he ſaw he had ended bis Diſcourſe, 
be thus replyed: 


Moſt redoubted Souldan, I am very ſorry that I ſhould give

To tbis the Souldan replyed, Prince of Greece, I am ſo far 
ſa tisfied in my Daughters minde, -that ſhe has not onely a great 
eſteem of your Vertues, but alſo an affe&ion tbr your Perſon, 
and if ycu are pleaſed with her, and think the enjoyment of her 
Perſon will be any recompenſe for your great Labors, be eonfi- 
dent that you may have a free poſſeſſion thereof, and We ſhall 
think Our ſelves happy that We can have ſo brave a Prince for 
Our Son in Law, by whoſe power and magnanimity we queſtion 
not but we ſhall be able to defend this Empire. 


Don Bellianis having heard this, immediately fell on bis 
knees , and notwithſtanding all the vefiſtance of the Souldan, 


kiſſed his band, and ftraitly embzecing, bim, in moſt humble 
manner thus replyed. * 
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Al Mighty Sir, What Thankes or Returnes am I able to 
make for this ſo immenſe and molt deſireable Favour ! were 
I poſſeſſed of the whole Worlds Empire, I ſhould yet eſleem 
my ſelf too mean a perſon to enjoy fo great a happineſs as that 
of the Perſon of your Incomparable Daughter, whoſe rare 
Perfe&ions commands all the Potentates in the whoie World 
to be at her diſpoſe : And Sir, afture your ſelf, that for che 
future it ſhall be my endeavor to conquer Kingdoms, and van- 
quiſh Kings, that I may lay their Crowns at her feet, as a juſt 
Tribute to her Vertues. 


Having thus ſpoken, be aroſe from the ground, and retiring 
back a few ſttpz, be permitted his Bzorbers and C.mpanionsg- 
to go fozwards and be received by the 9:uldan, and then he 
bime&elf went fozward and kindly ſaluted the Nobility of Baby- 
lon. Thus baving done thep all remounted their bozſes. and in 
god o2der marched towards Babylon, but it grew C: late that 
the @guldan reſolved not to enter the Ctry that night, but te 
ſtap at a Palace cf his a league from the Citp: at which place 
thep being arrived, took up their Quarters fo? that night, and 
pzepared toz their entrance into the City tbe next moznirg ; 
which being come, they all again mounted their hoꝛſes and ſet 
fozwards.

tGeir love and ſyrbice to the melt accompliſhed Don Beltianis, 
and great was tbe retoꝛt of ſeveral other Pzinces and Unigbts,. 
Minceſſes and Ladies from all parts, to ſe and affiſt at tbis 


great 
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great Ceremonp, fo that not onelp the City, but all the adza- 
cent Lowns were filled with rich Tents , and Compantesor 
Ladies and Knights. : 
Don Bellianis and bis Pzinceſs Florisbella ſpent much of heit 
time in welcoming and treating theſe perſons that came fo far 
to honoꝛ them: and the Souldan and hie Emperefs were ex- 
tream jcpful that they bad dien to foztunate as to match their 
Daughter to ſo bzave a Pꝛince, and one ſo well delobed, not 
queſticning but now their Empire would be meze flouriſhing 
t! an ever, and they ſpould be out of all fear of the power of any 

cf their Neighbozing Enemies. 1 
At length rbe day ſo much expected and defired came , when 
all tbings being in readineſs , thoſe great Perfottages fet foz⸗ 
nards to the Temple ; The Fair Pꝛincets Florisbella was 
tbither by the two Pzinces Don Clarineo ef Spain, and Doh 
Lucidamore of Theſſaly, both Bꝛethers to Don Bellianis; and 
be was led ibitber by the Princeſs Mattaroſa of Numidia, and 
tbe fair Pꝛincets Cynthia Siſter to the Pzince of Mefapotamia, 
the reſt ofthe Peinceſſes and Pzinces, Ladies and Rnights, in 
great ſtate and very god o2der attending: Being come to the 
Temple, and the uſual Solemnities perfozmed, they rettirned 
back again to tte Pallace , wbere a moſt xich and gal nt Dirt- 
ner was pꝛobided. The Tables being furniſped with all man- 
ner of Delicacies wbirhthe' Luxury ot Afiace ure. or

ter Dinner was ended, every one made voſt e fare a 
pointed fee tbe Lournament, the Peinceſſes uind Ladies ar- 
ing themſelves on a Scaffold erected on one fide of the Tiit- 
pard foz that purpoſe , in the middeſt of which Staffold was

And it 
was further pꝛoclaimed, tbat the Tournament ſpould continue 
koꝛ four dapes. | 
Ahe firſt day Contcameliano. Pzince of Phenicia bad ſeabe 
with fifty Knightz to maintain and keep the Field in bonoz 
of the New Married Pair, againſt all Dpponents. The ſe- 
cond dap was appointed fo2 Peter cf Ireland, with tte ſame 
number of Knights. Type third dap foz Don Lucidamore of 
Theſſaly. And the fourthand laſt ſoz Don Clarineo of Spain, 
Sen alter this Pzoclamaticn was made, the Pzince Con- 
tumeliano entred the Field accompanied with fifty Knights, 
and after be had done bis uſual Reverence to the Souldan, and 
the reſt , be tek a Lance frome one of bis Attendance and 
paſſed f. zwards: But be was no ſooner arrived at the further 
end of the Field, but be beard a noiſe of Trumpets, and af- 
ter ſmall attendance be ſaw a Unight compleatiy armed in a 
white Armoz, with a Bear painted on bis Sbield, whe be, 
ing accompanied with a bzave Train sf Knigbts entered the 
Lifts , and baving pafſed on to the place where the Souſdan 
and Don Bellianis fate, and made bis Reverence, be adban⸗ 
ced fozwards to the other end, and there pzepared bimſelf fg, 
a C:urſe againſt Don Contumeliano; which Contumeliano ſy, 
ing pzeparedhimſelt to receive him, and ſo accc2dingly thep 
ran againſt one another wie b ſueh force, that their Latices flew 
into the Air all bzoken-into ſþivers without any otber difaq- 
hantage , but that of che Knight of the Bear:lofing bis Stir- 
raps , which be ton recovered. , and dy ſuch time as be came 
to the endof bis Courſe , he bad reſetlea himſelf an bis hoꝛſe 
in as good a manner as be was at the firſt, © © 
This equality in our Champions raifed a new yigo? in 
them, and taking fre Lances t hey again efſayed which (þ:yt 
dave tbe better: and not onelp they tbemſelves ran the ſecond 
time, but alda twenty ok each ef their nights: but this 
Coutle was much to the diſadvantage of che Kaight of ehe 
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Bear and his Companions; foꝛ be was theomn out of bis Sad- 
dle, and with bim twelve of bis Company, and onely fix of 
the Pꝛince Contumeliano's Knights were fopled , and himtelk 
was feꝛced to lap bold on bis boꝛſe neck. | of 
This Ccurſe raiſed an anger in botb the Champions, which. 
made tbem and their C-mpanions quickly remount their boz- 
ſes, and it was tben a grted on, that at the third Courſe they 
and their ob le Squadꝛons, which was equally dibided into 
fifty in a Squadaen , ſþculd again 11m with their Lances, and 
aſrer that try the ir foztunes with their @wozds. Which Agree - 
ment was quickly put ints execution, and they accordingly ran 
againſt one another. with indifferent. equality of koztune; foz 
tbere was about 1wenty of à party theoton co the greund, but 
they quickly poſſefled themſelves of their hozſes , and remoun⸗ 
ting dzew their Swozds, and began a dzave Sbirmiſp, to the 
great delight of the Bebolders, many of tbem being beaten 
from their boꝛtes by the mighty and puiſſant ſtrokes which they 
gabe and receibedeachuntootber. But there was this Pꝛobi⸗ 
flon made befoze the Jcuſts , that none fþculd enter the Fields 
whoſe Swoꝛds were ſharp, but cnely whoſe Swozds were dul⸗ 
ted on the edge, to the end that nine ſhould be killed, and that 
tbe Kecreaticn of ſome might not be the deſtruction of others , 
bowever many of the Knights on both ſides were with the bio⸗

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Field and went to the Pallace, where they were no toner ar- 
ribed and teated in their places , but at the ſound of Puſtck ma · 
He ol ttzem began ta dance. 1277 eng 
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In this and fach like bariety of Recreation they continued 
foz tome houts, till it was time foz everp one to take their reſt, 
and then cur pair ok Incomparable Lovers retired into their 
Lodgings, went to Bed and received the Enjoyment which 
they had ſo long wiſhed foz, and was now acccmplſiſhed, to the 
great Joy not onely of the two Lobers, but of all tleir Friends 
and Relations: In which. Content we will leave them vill che 
moꝛning, which being come they all arofe, and rhe fair Pile» 
ceſs Florisbetla'by the Erimt en Dy which appeared in her love- 
Ip Ch&ks, did well enongh expzeſs that ſhe had exchanged ber 
Watiden-head fz that of a Wife : and the Pzince of Greece 
by bis outward geſtutes did ſufficiently teſtille the ſatisfacion 
of his ſptrit in the Enjoyment cf his Incomparable Lady, 

Non being come and Dinner ended, they did all repair a- 
gain ta the place appointed foz the Tcurnament , where rhe 
Ualtant Peter cf Ireland tofth fifty Knights dtd bear away the 
Pon: z of the Day, to bis everlaſting fame. 

- This were th2& of the four dyes ſpent in Juſting, Tilting, 
Tournaments, Skirmilþing, and Dancing, and all ether man⸗ 
ner ok detightfut Exetciſes: And the fetr(h daß was now come, 
and Dinner being ended, and every one ſeated in their ſeberal 
places, the Waliant Pꝛince Don Clarineo of Spain (who as pc u 
hade beard was to maintain the Field foz that day) was entred 
the Lifts at the head ct fikty baliant Bnighrs, when afeer the 
accuſtomed Cibiſities done ta the Sontdan and Ladies, he pla- 
ced bimtelf ready. foꝛ the Jouſt, when pzeſently.entred a Unighe 
in black Armour, baving the Figure of Enyy painted-on his 
Shield. This Knight coming at a time at Wirth in ſuch an 
ungeruddomed manner, cauſed great Adwtratton in all tbe Be⸗ 
bolders: bur the Antani tobich bs aid gave rvern orbiter raucs 
of aer; fo; tid ſoner bad be placed btinſelr at ene ens or che 
Liſts fn the bead of all bis Knights,” bat be ran with great bio⸗ 
lence againft the Pzince Clarineo,, intending to kill bim with 
his Lance, fe2 wbich purpoſe. bis Lance had a long Iptke of 
Steel at the end, and was made ok rhe ſtrongelt red But be; 
mifſed of dis ain, foz be onelp ran the Pꝛince theorigb-the left 
arm; and there bzake his Lance. All his Compantons _—_— 
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with tbe like biolence; and igtended tbe/like miſchief, but ſome 


of them were tbꝛown fromabetr hogſes ;-but they being thus 


armed, did much miſehief to ſeveral ok the Pzinces nights,

killing fifteen out- riggrt. 
The Pzince Don Clarineo ting bimfelf thus wounded» 
quickiꝝ dꝛe w foꝛih the piece of the Lance that was left in bis 
Arm, xbdugb with much pain, 'and-pzeſently dzew his @wczd, 
ſeking about fo? his Enemy who/bad done him this miſchief, 
reſclving to be rebenged cf him foz the Injury he bad received : 
but it was ſome time ere be could finde bim, and then be ſaw 
bim perfcem wonders ; fo2 be killed tenif his Knights, and 
laid them at bis ft: At length be came to bim, and having 
his Sword ready dzawn aſſaulted him with great fury ; dut it 
was to little purpoſe ; foꝛ the Swoꝛd of the one was ſparp, and 
the others was blunt and withcut an edge: this diſadvantage 
be was wholly unſenfible of , his anger and rage not gibing 
bimſo much time as to c.nfider thereof. But at length be not 
help found bimſelf full of w:unds and faint foz loſs of btod, 
but 1coking about he ſaw nioſt of dis Knights lye dead about the 
Field. In tbis condition did be remain, when about one bun⸗ 
dzed Knights came to his Aſſiſtance: but chep prevailed not 
much, in regard that they were all armed as the others were 
with blunt Swoꝛds and Lances, and tbe anger thep were in 
cauſed them to be unmindkul of the danger they ran into. The 
Knight of Envy and bis Companions being all tety'baltant 
Knights, ſtill laid about them wirt great 'eagerneſs and furp, 
to the Ic ſs of the Souldang Knights; and to bis great griert and 
ſozrow , who knew net how on a ſudden te pzevent ſo great a 
loſs. | e 
Don Bellian's and his Relati:ns were extreamſp angred here- 
with, who were all imarmed, oz at the ben had onely dlunt 
Swoꝛds arc zd ing to the Agreement of the Leumsmenr, bar 
extream great was the Cry Noiſe, and/Confefon vr the in⸗ 
teſſes and Ladies, fearing left thep ſhe uld all habe been deſfrop- 
ed in this unt ztunate Skirwiſh. This raiſed the anger of eur 
Grecizn Prince te ſuch a beigir, tbat be was ready eden to tun 
amongſt he thꝛeng, unarwed as he was, wheti kudde ni de aw 
an⸗ 
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another Trop of above one bundzed and fifty Knights enter 


tbe Field, who ſcon teſtified to whom tbep did belong by tbe 
ſtr. kes which they gabe; for at every ſtroke blo) followed their 
Swo2ds , fo that be ſcon knew them to be bis Ene mies: which 
be ſ&ing, and being now ſo far come to bimſelf as to confider 
the danger, be cauſed all the Ladies to depart , and be bim- 
ſelf with all his Friends, ran baſtily to thetr ſeveral Cham 
bers to arm themſelbes ; which they did in the beſt manner tþep 
could, and returning ts tbe Field they feund tbat abobe five 
hundꝛed of his Friends and Knights were either lain oz woun- 
ded Me ſ@n made bead againſt his Enemies, and aſſaulted 
them with a great deal of rage and anger, to the great belp cf 
bis Friends, and to the loſs and diſcouragement of bis Ene- 
mies. | 

Manp were on botb ſides flain by the bands of Don Bellianis 
and his Enemy the Knight of Envy who now met together 
and began a furtous Fight, te the great amazement of all 
the Beholders. They were both greaily weunded and aſteniſh⸗ 
ed at each others ſirength , wen in the mid& of their fury 
there appeared over tbeir beads a great Cloud, wbich b2eaking 
there was ſeen and heard great Thunder and Lightning, wbich 
amazed all in the place, and a great Darkneſs was ober all the 
place foz the ſpace of a quarter of an hour: at the end of wbicþ 
there appeared a ſmall Caftle in the place of the Combate, and 
by it lap Don Bellianis along on ibe earth, and manp of bis 
Friends: There alſe appeared an ancient woman who taking 
a Bottle, put it to the mouth of Don Bellianis, and ſ me of the 
Water that was in it paſſing into bis bcdy, be revived and 


aroſ?, and leking ab:ut him ſaw that wbich was happened, and 


ſaw the old Wioman , and knew her ts be Bellona the Encban- 


tereſs ,- who defired-bim to go about the Field, and pull off the 
Þelmets from tbe Þeads of thoſe Knigbts that lay rbere, tbat 


(be migbt aſſiſt his Friends; which be did accozdingly , and 
there they found bis two Brothers Clarineo and Lucidamore, 
Contumeliano, and Peter of Ireland, with many otbers much 


wounded ; to whom ſhe ga be tome of her Mater, and they pꝛe⸗ 


ſently aroſe in very geo eſtate and condition, much wondz ing 
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at that which badihappened, Don Bellianis ſteing this, did ſup- 


Poſe that all that had bappened this day bad been done by En⸗ 


chantment, and therefoze be agked Bellona who and what theſe 
Enemies were? and whether they were real men, oꝛ enelp En- 
chantment ? | 

To wbich fþe teplped, That in general they were men, and 
baltant Knights, as be and bis Companions could well eneugb 
teſtiſte, that they were his Enemies, and came to diſturb the 
peace be was in: and that they might not foꝛ the future be in 
a capacity to injure him further, ſhe had pzovided that Cale 
which ſhe ſhewed him, and whereinto ſhe ſaid it was neceſſary 
tbey ſhould be put: in oꝛder to which thep all went about the 
Field, and ag many of the Knights their Enemies which were 
about fifty, as they could linde pet alive, were pꝛeſently put im 
to that Cattle. 3 

This being done, Don Bellianis and bis B:ethzen; Friends, 
and Rnights, in the company of the ſage Bellona, ſet fozwards 
towards the Pallace : but'they were ſon.met by the Sauldan 
and bis Empereſs ; the Pzinceſs Florisbella, and the reſt of 
the Pꝛinceſſes and Ladies, who bad already deard of the 5 
health oftbeir Knigbts , and greatly rejopced thereat. Thus 
they all being together returned to the Pallace , where they be- 
ing ſeated, the ſage Bellona ſpake to them thus: 


\ Moſt Noble Souldan and Empereſs, and yon others Kipgs. 
Queens, Princes and Princeſſes, Knights and Ladies, It is many 
years ſince I foreknew the misfortune that would this day hap-. 
pen to you, and many days and nights have I ſpent in conſide- 
ring of a way to prevent this miſchief , but I could not finde a 
bettęr expedient than what Thave now execured; You are all 
now in good health, and the ill that Was intended is now pre- 
vented, ſo that you may aſſure your ſelves that you are out of 
all danger of any preſent harm. What they are that thus di- 
ſturbed you, you need not care to know at this time, for they arE 
ſafe enough from doing you any further miſchief ; wherefore 
proceed now in your Mirth , ſince nothing whatſoever ſhall be 


able to diſturb you, 
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She having ſpoken thus beld ber peace, and the Souldan and 
the reſt gave great thinks ta Bellona foz the great @ervice ſbe 
had done them. Thus Reader , we will make an end of tits
